This curious manuscript contains a remarkable mixture of mediaeval legend 


and classical learning. 

Pace 1 contains an account of Noah and of the division of the Earth among 
his three sons; Europe to Japhet, Africa to Shem, and Asia to Ham. This is 
illustrated by a world map of the normal Tau-design, in which the world is 
represented by the three continents of Asia, Europe, and Africa, divided from 
each other by water, roughly assuming the form of the letter “‘ T,”’ the whole world 
is also surrounded by water. 

Paces 2 anp 3 contain an account of the provinces and islands of Asia.

Concerning India the author remarks: ‘I believe the beginning of India to be 
distant barely 600 German leagues from the Holy Land, and 200 leagues through 
India to the Islands in the Ocean-sea, which extend also for 200 leagues in latitude 
as far as Paradise.’’ 


Pace 4 contains an account of the Islands of Europe (continued from page 3). 
Among those mentioned are Venice, Iceland, Norwegia, Suecia and Dacia, 
Vinlandia, Gronlandia, Hybernia, Scotia, Anglia et Brittannia, Tile insula ultima 
(Thule), the Fortunate Islands, Gordonides insule, Hesperides, etc. 


This section is especially important for its early American interest, six years 
prior to the expedition of Columbus. In connection with Greenland the author 
remarks that it is surrounded by formidable deeps and therefore very difficult of 
access; that the natives are giants and still uncivilized and have hardly heard 
of Christianity. This statement is also of importance as shewing that its author 
was not influenced by the work of the famous geographer Adam of Bremen, who 
knew very well that Christianity had been introduced into Greenland long before 
this date. Thule is stated as lying to the West of Iceland. Norway and Sweden 
are described as forming an island. The Northern parts of the Baltic Sea were 
not properly known and it was generally believed that it joined up with the 
great ocean. In connection with the Fortunate Islands, the author states that 
they are so fertile that some people believe them to be Paradise. The Fortunate 
Islands, Gorgonides, and Hesperides, now form the Canary Islands, the Azores, 
and the Madeiras. Vinland, is stated by the author to be of great extent, 
stretching to Livonia, its people are Christians and speak a special language of 
their own. The name Vinland or Wineland was used by Adam of Bremen as 
early as 1070. It was applied to the land discovered by Leif Ericson and the 
Greenlanders to the South-West of Greenland about the year A.D. 1000, and 
which in all probability constituted Labrador and Newfoundland. In later years 
the name became confused with Finland. 


Page 5. This contains a world map of Tau-design, surrounded by the Ocean 
in which are placed all the world’s great islands, numbering twenty-one, in their 
positions relative to Hurope, Asia, and Africa. Among them may be mentioned 
‘* Thabrona’’ (Taprobana or Ceylon) lying adjacent to India, ‘‘ Islandia, Suecia, 
Norwegia, Gronlandia, Scotia, Hibernia, Anglia, Tile (Thule), Fortunate Insule, 
Gorgonides Insule, Hesperides Insule,’’ ete. 


; Pace 6 contains an exceptionally curious double map illustrative of the 
islands in the Mediterranean Sea. 


Pages 7-8 contain an account of the various countries of Europe and Africa, 
and more particularly of Germany, Italy, Spain, and France. 


Pace 9 contains a diagram of mountains, and an account of the mountains 
of the Holy Land and the adjacent countries. 


Paces 10-11 contain an account of famous world conquerors, Nebuchadnezzar, 
Cyrus, and Alexander the Great. In connection with Alexander the author 
remarks that he penetrated as far as China but did not enter that country. 
Then comes an account of the twelve Apostles, and lastly another World Map of 
Tau-design, illustrating the Empires of the World, Babylon, Nineveh, Roman 
Empire at Constantinople, old Roman Empire, Carthage, etc., with some remarks 


- on the distances from Liibeck to Iceland and Palestine.

just before his death, ‘‘ Cartographia Groenlandica”’ (forming vol. xlviii of 
“* Meddetelsor om Groenland,”’ 1912, p. 76). In the text he remarks, concerning 
A it: “‘ Thus here we see Greenland as a round island opposite Iceland, and just 
north of Denmark and Germany. To put a wide sea between Europe and Green- 
land, and the latter far to the West, as should have been done, was something 
which evidently could not be done on such a spherical map, even if, ag in this 
case, special care was taken to get plenty of room for the newly discovered lands.”’ 


There is considerable similarity between this map and the one on page 5, 
only in this one the majority of the names mentioned throughout the work are 
given, whereas in the smaller map only the names of the continents and the 
yarious islands are given. 7 , 


Paces 14-15 contain another double-page World Map, entitled ‘‘ Mappa de 
aquis terram irrigantibus.’’ This is a very curious map depicting the four streams, 
of Paradise spreading over the earth: the Euphrates, the Tigris, the Nile or 
the Gihon, and the Phison or Pison (sometimes supposed to be the Nerbudda in 
India, or the Oxus). 


Paces 16-24 contain a succession of world maps, seven in number, illustrating 
the successive Empires and Eras of the World; the text to these contains many 
curious and interesting remarks, including numerous passages on Mohammed 
and the Turks, and two references to ‘‘ this year 1486.’’ On page 22 is a curious 
diagram of the world on the Day of Judgment, and on page 24 a geometrical 
diagram, which the author says he has calculated according to the rules of 
Geometry. 

Pace 25 contains a diagram illustrating the 13 Spheres of the Universe: 
the atmosphere, fire, the moon, the various planets, and the Empyrean. 

Pacer 26 containg two diagrams illustrating the sun and its course round the 
earth. In the text the author remarks that the circumference of the sum is eight 
times that of the earth, or 64,000 German leagues. 

Pace 27 contains a World Map marking the four rivers of Paradise and 
shewing the Ptolemaic climates. The text makes mention of Iceland, Greenland, 
Liibeck, Hamburg, Rostock, and Wismar; and the author also remarks that the 
people called by the merchants the Laps, and dwelling between Russia and Sweden, 
are still pagans. 

Pace 28 contains an astronomical map of the climates indicating the dura- 
tion of the longest day. 

Pace 29 contains a World Map shewing the scattering of the Apostles, with 
some curious legends. ; 

Paces 30-31 contain a list of various countries and places, assigning each to 
its climate; and an epilogue of the three parts of the World. Among other state- 
ments the author remarks that by the will of God the Ten Tribes of Israel were 
confined to the mountainous district between the Caucasus and the Caspian by 
Alexander the Great; and that from the year 639, when the Mohammedans first 
began to break up the Roman Empire, to this year 1488, they have continued 
their conquests until they have taken nearly the whole world. 

Paces 32-33 contain Biblical Genealogies. 

Paces 34-36 concern the Four Monarchies, the prophecies of Daniel and the 
Apocalypse, and similar matters. 

Paces 37-38 refer to medicine, and comprise two chapters entitled ‘‘ Canon 
primus de fleubotomia,’”’ ‘‘ Canon Secundus de farmacia idem medicina.’’ 

Paces 39-50 contain a long treatise on Astronomy and Astrology, illustrated 
by two diagrams for horoscopes.

: One of the maps ‘‘ Tabula Moderna Prussie, Livonie, Norbegie et Gottie ”’ 
includes ‘‘ Engronelant ”’ or Greenland, that part of America which was known 
and colonised by the Scandinavians half a millenium before Columbus. 


At the close of the work is an old mediaeval treatise, which did not appear 
in the 1482 edition. This is given under the name of Donis, and is entitled ‘‘ De 
locis ac Mirabilibus Mundi.’”’ It seems that the original intention was to issue 
this treatise separately, as the sheets are marked with special signatures, and 
that it was included with the Ptolemy to make it more attractive to the buyer.

The Letter was written by Columbus to Gabriel Sanxis, the Treasurer of 
Aragon, and rendered into Latin by Leandro de Cosco in Naples. This Leandro 
was a subject of the Kingdom of Aragon. The natural jealousy between Aragon 
and Castille accounts for his evidently wilful omission of Queen Isabel’s name 
in the heading of his translation. Leandro presented the work to Leonardus, 
Bishop of Monte Peloso, a prelate of Catalonian birth. The Bishop, who was no 
less patriotic and prejudiced than Leandro, carried the translation to Rome with 
him, and, having added to it some verses enthusiastically laudatory of his 
sovereign Ferdinand (but ignoring the Queen of Castille) he gave it to Stephen 
Planck to print, and he produced this small quarto of four leaves. Planck, 
however, was reproved by Castilians in Rome for having produced a book so 
pointedly injurious to the credit of Queen Isabel, he therefore printed a second 
edition adding the Queen’s name.

This passage reads in translation: ‘‘ But now that those parts have been 
more extensively examined and another fourth part has been discovered by 
Americus (as will be seen in the sequel), I do not see why we should rightly refuse 
to name it America, namely, the land of Americus or America, after its discoverer 
Americus, a man of sagacious mind, since both Europe and Asia took their names 
from women.”’

This is the first Latin translation of the famous early collection of voyages 
the ‘‘ Paesi novamente retrovati,’”’ of 1507, and is, after the letters of Columbus, 
the most important contribution to the early history of American discovery. The 
translation was made by Archangelo Madrignano, a Milanese Monk. The actual 
author of the compilation itself is not definitely known. I+ is supposed to be by 
Fracanzano Montalboddo, or Antonio Fracanzano da Montalboddo. Some, 
however, think it the work of Alessandro Zorzi of Venice, who' probably did add 
some notes to a later edition. 

It commences with the navigations of Alovise da Ca da Mosto in 
Ethiopia, etc., which appeared for the first time in this work, followed by the 
voyages of de Cintra in 1462, of Vasco da Gama in 1497-1500, of Cabral i

Fernando Cortés, after Columbus, was the most picturesque of 
the group of Spanish Conquistadors. He wrote five long detailed 
letters to the Emperor, Charles V., on his discoveries and Con- 
quests in Mexico; of the first of these, supposed to have been 
printed in I519, no copy exists. We offer for sale the First 
Latin Editions of the Second and Third Letters. ; 


“Fernando Cortés was born at Medellin in 1485. He spent two - 
years at the University of Salamanca, but returned home without 
finishing his course. Having determined on a life of adventure, 
he made his first voyage to the New World in 1504. In 1511 he 
returned, having joined Velasquez’ expedition to Cuba as the 
commander’s executive officer.

In 1518 he persuaded Velasquez to appoint him commander of a 
party to explore Mexico. At the last moment Velasquez appears 
to have regretted the appointment, but Cortés hastened his pre- 
parations and left Santiago on the 18th of Nov., 1518, landing on 
the shores of Mexico on the fourth of the following March. He 
sailed along the coast, finally taking possession of Tabasco.

At San Juan de Ulloa he first learned of the extensive empire over 
which Montezuma ruled, and decided upon its conquest. He 
thereupon founded the city of Vera Cruz, caused himself to be 
appointed Captain-General of the colony, scuttled his ships, and 
set out on his march towards the City of Mexico. 


After four battles he entered Tlascala September 8, 1519, and 
soon after pushed on towards Mexico, reaching that city early 
in November with a force of some 6,000 natives and a mere 
handful of Spaniards. He seized Montezuma and placed him in 
irons, but afterwards restored him to a semblance of liberty. 


An attempt at this juncture by Velasquez to compel him to sur- 
render his command temporarily diverted him from his object. 
He promptly captured Narvaez and the army which had been sent 
against him, recruiting his own forces from the defeated troops. 
He then returned to Mexico only to find that the people had risen 
against the Spaniards. Driven from the city, a battle was fought 
on the plains of Otumba, in which Cortés won such a decisive 
victory as to re-establish his prestige. Collecting a new army 
he vigorously renewed his efforts, and the city of Mexico fell into 
his hands with terrible loss of life and property.”’

This letter traces the events in Mexico after the departure of Cortés from 
Vera Cruz, when the Spaniards had been driven back from Mexico City. At the end 
Cortes reviews all his embarrassments and remarks that he holds danger and 
fatigue light in comparison with the attainment of his object; and that he is 
confident that the Spaniards would shortly be restored to their former position, 
and repair all their losses. He compares Mexico to Spain, and names the country 
‘“ New Spain of the Ocean Sea.’’ 


“The letter excited the greatest sensation at the Spanish court and among 
the friends of science generally. Previous discoveries in the New World had disap- 
pointed the expectations which had been formed after the solution of the grand 
problem of its existence. They had brought to light only rude tribes, which. 

owever gentle and inoffensive in their manners, were still in the primitive stages 

of barbarism. Here was an authentic account of a vast nation, potent and 
populous, exhibiting an elaborate social polity, well advanced in the arts of 
civilisation, occupying a soil that teamed with mineral treasures and with a 
boundless variety of vegetable products, stores of wealth, both natural and 
artificial, that seemed, for the first time, to realise the golden dreams in which 
the great discoverer of the New World had so fondly, and in his own day, so 
fallaciously, indulged. Well might the scholar of that age exult in the revelation 
of these wonders, which so many had long, but in vain, desired to see.”

Third Letter which covers the period of Spanish Conquest in Mexico from 
Oct. 30, 1520, to May, 1522. 


After Cortés had captured Mexico City for the first time he was obliged to 
return to the coast and meet a Spanish Army under Narvaez, which had been 
sent by the Spanish Minister Velasquez to compel him to renounce his command. 
He defeated this army, and returned to Mexico City only to find that the 
Mexicans had revolted in his absence. Montezuma was put to death by the 
Spaniards. The Mexicans chose a new Emperor and for a time the Spaniards 
were driven back, but on July 7, 1520, Cortés obtained an overwhelming victory 
in the plain of Otumba, and the fate of Mexico was decided. Some time wags spent 
in subjecting the neighbouring provinces and then, after a long and stubborn 
defence, Mexico City was retaken on August 13, 1521. This letter of Cortés’ 
containg an account of these latter successes, which were entirely owing to his 
genius, valour, and profound but unscrupulous policy. “The account of them, which 
he transmitted to Spain, excited the admiration of his countrymen. The extent of 
his conquests, and the ability he had displayed, effaced the censure which he had 
incurred by the irregularity of his operations; and public opinion having declared 
in his favour, Charles V., disregarding the pretensions of Velasquez, appointed 
him governor and Captain-General of Mexico, at the same time conferring on him 
the valley of Guascaca, which was erected into a marquisate, with a considerable 
revenue.”’

‘*Marco. Polo, the celebrated traveller of the 18th Century, was the son of a 
Venetian merchant, who, with his brother, had penetrated to the court of Kublai, 
the Great Khan of the Tartars. This Prince, being highly entertained with their 
account of EKurope, made them his Ambassadors to the Pope; on which they 
travelled back to Rome in 1269, and with two missionaries once more visited 
Tartary, accompanied by the young Marco. who became a great favourite with the 
Khan, After a residence of 17 years they returned to Italy, in 1295, with immense 
wealth. Marco afterwards served at sea against the Genoese, and, being taken 
prisoner, remained many years in confinement, in which time he wrote the famous 
account of his travels. Marco Polo related many things which appeared incredible, 


but the general truthfulness of his narrative has been established by succeeding 
travellers.’’ 


It was the news brought home by this greatest of all early travellers, and 
by Wm. de Rubruquis, of the definite existence of a great sea to the east of 
China that gave Columbus the idea of sailing straight across the Atlantic to the 
indies and China, and so led to his American discoveries. In his narrative Marco 
Polo speaks of the great commercial city in Southern China of Quinsai, or Kansai. 
On the discovery of Temixtitan, or Mexico City, it was at first believed that the 
place was this Chinese city of Quinsai, and Schoner in his “ Opusculum 
Geographicum,’’ 1533 (see item No. 2606 in this catalogue) makes this assertion 
and claims that America was only a part of Asia and not a new continent.

Fine copy of one of the most valuable and important of the early works 
concerning America, being the first complete edition of the eight Decades of Peter 
Martyr, relating to the discovery and exploration of the New World, and the great 
Oceanic discoveries. 


Pietro Martire d’Anghiera, better known by his Latinized name Petrus 
Martyr, the first historian of America, was born at Arona, in July, about 1455, and 
died at Grenada, in Spain, in 1526. He possessed eminent ability and learning, 
and is believed to have been the first writer to notice in his works the discovery of 
America by hig countryman Columbus, as he is the first who published a treatise 
descriptive of the peculiarities of the natives of the New World. In 1483 he went 
to Rome where he 2 ore acquainted with Cardinal Ascanio Sforza and Pomponius 
Laetus, to both of whom many of his letters were addressed. He was extremely 
fond of letter-writing, and, having a wide circle of correspondents, it was no doubt 
owing to him that the news of Columbus’s discovery, which he probably received 
from the discoverer himself, became speedily known to a number of notable people 
outside of Spain. MHarrisse in his ‘‘ Notes on Columbus ’’ has reprinted three of 


these letters. 


In 1494 he was ordained a priest and appointed as tutor to the children of 
Ferdinand and Isabella. Seven years later he was sent on a diplomatic mission to 
Egypt, an account of which he has given us in his Legatio Babylonica. 


He was the friend and contemporary of Columbus, Vasco da Gama, Cortés, 
Magellan, Cabot, and Vespucci. From personal contact with these discoverers, 
as well as from his official position as a member of the Council for the Indies, 
which afforded him the free inspection of documents of undoubted authenticity, he 
was enabled to obtain, at first-hand, much valuable information regarding the 
discoveries made by the early navigators. These facts he embodied in his Decades, 
which were based upon his extensive correspondence, but were written with more 
care and give more ample details. His works were held in highest esteem by his 
contemporaries and have always been placed in the highest rank of authorities 
on the history of the first association of the Indians with the Europeans, and are 
indispensable as a primary source for the history of early American discoveries.

The memory of Amerigo Vespucci 
has been subjected to a long series of calumnies in which it was imputed that he 
himself bestowed the name of America to the New World, by having artfully 
inserted the words ‘‘ Terra di Amerigo ’’ in charts which he had slightly altered, 
and this attack on his memory first originated in the present work. In addition 
to this, Schéner here maintains that the New World was only a part of Upper 
India, and so of Asia, and cites Magellan’s voyage as a proof; he then mentions 
Bachalaos, Florida, Mexico, Darien, Uraba, and Canibalia as parts of the 
New World. The Moluccas lay on the farther side of it, and the islands of Yucatan, 
Jamaica, Hispaniola, and Cuba, on the nearer side. Mexico City (Temistitan), 
conquered by Cortés, he says is only the Chinese commercial city of Quinsay, about 
which Marco Polo wrote. He closes his work with a chapter on Brazil. Schoéner 
also dismisses the suggestion of the earth moving round the sun as erroneous.

Of these two important cosmographical works, De Situ Orbis is one of the 
very earliest geographies, the editio princeps having appeared in 1471. It is 
written in a clear, simple style, and notwithstanding its conciseness, is enlivened 
with interesting descriptions of manners and customs. Pomponius Mela was a 
Latin geographer who lived in the first century of the Christian era, in the reign 
of the Emperor Claudius. Very little is known of his origin, some authorities 
opining that he belonged to the Seneca family, while Espasa’s Enciclopedia states 


that there is good ground for the belief that he was a native of Betica, the ancient 
name for Andalusia. 


Caius Julius Solinus, whose curious woodcut map of the world describes 
America as Terra Incognita, was a Roman geographer probably of the third cen- 
tury. His book was originally called ‘‘Collectanea Rerum Memorabilium,”’ to 


which he afterwards gave the title ‘“‘ Polyhistor ’’—a name which has since been 
transferred to the author.

Jeronimo de Chaves, mathematician, cosmographer, and poet, was born in 
Seville in 1525, and died in 1574. He was Professor of cosmography, when that 
chair was established at the Casa de la Contratacion; and amongst his publications 
was a map of America. 


He bequeathed his maps, instruments, and original cosmographical works 
to the Monastery of La Cartuja at Seville, inserting a clause which forbade their 
removal under any circumstances. The Library was destroyed, however, and 
only some of Chave’s geographical works could be rescued. Espasa’s Enci- 
clopedia comments upon the interest of this particular clause, ‘‘ both as regards 
the classification of the works that were found, and with reference to the earliest 
cartography of the New World.” 

“Qn folio 27 there is a diagram in proof of the rotundity of the earth, 
which contains a small map of America, in which the Southern continent is more 
clearly and better drawn than the Northern. This is of course the work of Chaves. 
whose large map of the New World is said to have never yet been printed.”

This is the fourth edition of Miinster’s Ptolemy, with his long Geographical 
Appendix at the end, and containing an additional treatise ‘‘ on the use of maps ”’ 
at the beginning. The indices, by Conrad Lycosthenes (i.e. Konrad Wolffhart) are 
also enlarged. 


There are two remarkable World Maps: ‘‘ Typus Universalis,’ including 
the whole of America, bearing the names ‘“‘ Terra Florida,’ in the north, and 
“* America vel Brasilii ins(ula)’’ in the south, and also bearing the names 
““Corterati,’’ Hispaniola, Cuba, and Fretum Magellianum. This map is somewhat 
altered from that in the 1545 Ptolemy. The second world map “ Typus Orbis 
Ptol. Descriptus,’’ is the old map of the world before the inclusion of America. 


Of the other maps, two relate to America, namely ‘‘ Septentrionales 
Regiones,’’ or a map of Scandinavia and part of Greenland. ‘‘ Novae Insulae,’’ 
this is an important map and shews the whole of the American Continent. New- 
foundland is named ‘‘ Corteria,’’ Canada ‘‘ Francisca,’’? Cape Breton ‘‘ C. Brito- 
num,’’ Florida ‘‘ Terra Florida,’’ Brazil ‘‘ Canibali,’’? ete. Some of the West 
Indian Islands are named, and the flag of Spain is shewn flying there. Yucatan 
is given as an island, adjoining Cuba.

The work is divided into eight ‘‘books,’’ dealing with 
physical geography ; the tides and early navigation; the winds; the sun; the poles 
and zones; the compass; the moon; the calendar and tables of hours. 


__Of special interest is the full-page woodcut map of the world in which 
Florida, Mexico, the Amazon, Peru and the city of Los Reyes (Lima) are specifi- 
cally named. 


The author, who was with Cortes, may be said to have been the founder of 
the literature of seamanship. He was entrusted by the King with the examina- 
tion of pilots and sailing-masters for the West Indies, taught navigation, and 
was held in high esteem as a cosmographer. 


This book was most popular with the successors of Columbus and was trans- 
lated into several languages. The map may be taken as embodying the result of 
Spanish discovery in 1540, as reported to him by the pilots, with whom, his official 
position as examiner brought him into constant intercourse. It shows the mouth 
of the Mississippi, ‘‘ R.SPT. SAN.’ and the lands around the river and Gulf of 
the Saint Lawrence. Newfoundland had not yet been discovered to be an island. 
The river Saguenay is here indicated, a remarkable feature in so early a map.

The work is divided into two parts, each with a separate title-page, but 
with continuous pagination. The First Part gives an account of Nufiez Cabeca 
de Vaca’s journey through the Southern parts of the United States, from Tampa 
Bay to old Mexico. It is a trilling story of adventure, and describes the Author’s 
wanderings with the survivors of Narvaez’ expedition, which set out in 1527 for 
the conquest of Florida, or all the region afterwards known as Florida and 
Louisiana. It is the record of the first journey made by Europeans through any 
part of the country now included within the boundaries of the United States. 


““Nuifiez Cabega de Vaca and a few others, who survived the ravages of 
disease and the cruelties of the Indians, were seized on the Mississippi coast and 
held in slavery for four years, but escaping, after numerous hardships, they at 
length made their way inland across Texas to Sonora, or some point near the shore 
of the Gulf of California.

The first part of this work, the ‘‘ Relacion,’’ was first published in 1542. only 
two copies being known. The second part, the ‘‘ Commentarios de Alvar Nunez 
Cabeca de Vaca, adelantado y governador de la provincia del Rio de la Plata,’’ 
is here published for the first time, and is the first printed account of the La Plata 
regions. It was written by Cabeca de Vaca’s secretary, Pero Hernandez, whilst 
the former was in prison. At the end is appended a Relacion made in 1545 by 
Hernando de Ribera, whom Cabeca de Vaca had sent on a journey of exploration 
northwards up the River Paraguay. 


‘“The journey of Alvar Nufiez across the entire continent of North 
America from the peninsular of Florida to the province of Cinaloa, on the Pacific, 
is one of the most remarkable on record, and ranks in importance with that of 
Marco Polo in the thirteenth century. From 1528 to 1537, nine long years, this 
small party of Spaniards were slowly traversing the vast region which separates 
the Atlantic from the Pacific Ocean. Constantly with wild tribes of Indians, who 
in them first saw men with white skins: traversing deserts and mountains, 
fording rivers, and for years, as destitute of clothing as the natives themselves, 
they at length reached the most distant Spanish settlements in Cinaloa, on the 
Pacific. 


The narrative of Nunez was entirely written after his return, for he could 
take no notes by the way. Hence we find it extremely difficult to follow his foot- 
steps, and commentators are unable to agree on the point whether he crossed the 
Rio Grande near the present town of E] Paso, and thence proceeded westward 
through the most northerly pass of the Sierra Madre and thence down into 
Sonora and Cullacan, or whether he crossed the Rio Grande two hundred miles 
farther south. 


In Mr. Smith’s notes to his edition of the book printed in 1854, he carries 
the travellers east of the Mississippi, beyond the present southern boundary of 
Tennessee, where he crosses the great river; thence he carries him westward along 
the banks of the Arkansag and Canadian rivers to New Mexico, crossing the Rio 
Grande at about 32 deg. parallel of North latitude; thence westward and south- 
ward into Sonora and southward to Cinaloa.

Pedro Pizarro, cousin and formerly page to Francisco, Pizarro, accompanied 
the latter to Peru and took part in most of the engagements which he describes 
in this remarkable document. It is the most authentic narrative of Pizarro’s 
exploits (upon which later histories have been based), and is so described in 
Espasa’s Enciclopedia. The text of this Relation was only partially published 
for the first and only time in 1844, in Vol. 5 of the ‘‘ Coleccion de Documentos 
Ineditos para la Historia de Espafia,’”’ by Navarrete, Salva and Sainz de Baranda. 
Navarrete could, however, admittedly only work from an inaccurate transcript, 
which presented many blanks in the text. Many quotations from the MS. also 
appear in Prescott’s ‘‘ History of the Conquest of Peru ’’ (1850). 


Pizarro’s manuscript, therefore, remains unedited to this day, and is of the 
foremost historical importance, 


With regard to the above-mentioned transcript edited by Navarrete, 
Prescott makes the following remarks, which, in view of our acquisition of the 
original manuscript offered herewith, are of special interest:— ‘‘ Among the 
manuscripts for which I am indebted to the liberalitv of that illustrious Spanish 
scholar, the lamented Navarrete. the most remarkable, in connection with this 
history, is the work of Pedro Pizarro, Relaciones del Descubrimiento y Conquista 
de los Reynos del Peru. But a single copy of this important document appears 
to have been preserved, the existence of which was but little known till it came 
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Pizarro (Pedro)—continued. 


into the hands of Sefior de Navarrete. . . 


: : : . The manuscript has lately been 
given to the public as part of the inestimable collection of historical documents 
now in process of publication at Madrid.” 


Little is known of Pedro Pizarro beyond his association with Francisco. 
He was born at Toledo in 1514, and died in Peru, where he completed his 
Relacion at Arequipa in 1571. He began his service under Francisco Pizarro as 
page at the age of fifteen and afterwards followed his banner as a soldier of 
fortune. He was a witness of cpreagieend the whole conquest, and was employed 
in some difficult missions which he executed with gallantry. ‘‘It is true we 
must take the author’s own word for all this,’’ says Prescott, ‘‘ but he tells his 
exploits with an air of honesty, and without any extraordinary effort to set 
them off in undue relief.’ 


_After the assassination of Francisco Pizarro, Pedro retired to Arequipa, 
to enjoy his sharg of the lands and slave grants which he had earned. He was 
there on the outbreak of the great rebellion under Gonzalo Pizarro, and was 
on the point of being hanged for having sided with the King’s party, but was 
saved through the instrumentality of Francisco de Carbajal, to whom the 
chronicler had once rendered an important service. 


He has given us not only the basis of a first-class history of the military 
operations, but a valuable report of the social and natural conditions of Peru 
as he found them. Prescott states: “. . . all that follows the return of 
Francisco Pizarro from Castile, all, in short, which constitutes the conquest 
of the country, may be said to be reported on his own observation, as an eye 
witness and an actor. This gives the narrative a value to which it could have 
no pretensions on the score of its literary execution. . . Pizarro was a soldier 
. . . there is no ambition of fine writing in his chronicle . . . his object 
was simply to tell the story of the Conquest as he had seen it. He has to deal 
with facts, not with words. Pizarro’s situation may be thought to have neces- 
sarily exposed him to party influences, and thus given an undue bias to his 
narrative. It is not difficult indeed to determine under whose banner he had 
enlisted. He writes like a partisan, and yet like an honest one. . . There 
is no management to work a conviction in his reader on this side or the other, 
still less any obvious perversion of fact. He evidently believes what he says, and 
this is the great point to be desired.”’ 


The manuscript is divided into thirty-eight chapters, beginning with the 
statement that of the three wealthy companions who resided in Panama: Fran- 
cisco Pizarro, Diego de Almagro, and the vicar, Padre Luque, the principal one 
was Pizarro, ‘‘ and they received information that there was a province which 
was called Peru’? (presumably that which is now Ecuador) “there being two 
hundred leagues of coast towards the land which is now called Peru: the name 
which they adopted from the province of which I speak, was given to this land, 
for they were unable to conquer the province, it being very mountainous and 
the people very warlike, using poisoned darts.” 


“Yet,” as Prescott states in his History of Peru, “‘ the floating rumours 
of the wealth and civilization of a mighty nation at the South were continually 
reaching the ears and kindling the dreamy imaginations of the colonists . . , 
but the exact position and distance of this fairy realm were matter of conjecture. 


The warlike Indiang of the unexplored country notwithstanding, the 
three companions determined to venture forth and conquer this land of Peru; 
and, conferring with the Governor of Tierra Firme, Don Pedrarias (Pedro Arias) 
de Avila, from whom a licence was obtained for the enterprise, Francisco 
Pizarro was appointed Commander-in-Chief, and Almagro his second-in-command. 
In 1526 they entered into a contract, whereby Pizarro and Almagro were to be

responsible for the military operations, and Luque for the material funds to 
carry on the enterprise. Having made a brief survey under difficulties, Pizarro 
sought to obtain the governorship of the new country for himself, a high admin- 
strative post for Almagro and the bishopric for Luque. With this end in view 
he returned to Spain in 1528. 


The second chapter of the MS. describes Pizarro’s return to Spain to 
notify the Emperor Charles V. of the new discovery, and to make his formal 
request for the governorship. He obtained permission to continue the enter- 
prise; and, in the succeeding chapters, the whole wonderful story is traced of 
Pizarro’s various expeditions into Peru, the veritable Aladdin’s cave of treasure 
which had fired the imagination of the Conqueror and his associates. 


The narrative relates the hardships they underwent in the prosecution of 
their object, Pizarro’s attitude towards the natives, and especially the reigning 
Inca, Atahualpa, Quisquis and other personalities; his association with his 
brother Hernando and Diego de Almagro, and the latter’s relations with Hernan 
Pizarro. Much is said about the treasures that were found and how they were 
to be shared out; the government and. legends of the Incas; lengthy descriptions 
of the geographical, mineral, and animal resources of the cduntry and adjacent 
islands; and of the foundation of Lima, the Ciudad de los Reyes (City of the 
Kings) as the capital, which took place in 1535, The many thrilling military 
engagements are fully described, and finally the rebellion of Don Sebastian and 
Francisco Hernando. 

Of the civil wars, Pedro Pizarro comments: ‘‘In this country it seems 
that each rising is worse than the last . . . this is what has occurred since 
T came to this country, which was when the Marquis Don Francisco Pizarro 
came from Spain. JI think it must be forty-two years since we proceeded to 
conquer and discover this kingdom.”’ 


: Throughout the period of which he writes, he was associated with Fran- 
cisco Pizarro, and thus describes himself as one of the Conquerors of the 
country to whose history he contributes his invaluable testimony.

California owes its name to a book published in Spain in 1510, ‘‘ Las 
Sergas de Esplandian.’? By California was implied insularity coupled with 
riches. 


“‘ Know that on the right hand of the Indies there is an island called Cali- 
fornia, very close to the side of the Terrestrial Paradise; and it was peopled by 
black women, without any man among them, for they lived in the fashion of 
Amazons. They were of strong and hardy bodies, of ardent courage and great 
force. Their island was the strongest in all the world, with its steep cliffs and 
rock shores. Their arms were of gold, and so was the harness of the white 
beasts they tamed to ride; for in the whole island there was no metal but gold.’’ 


With the Sergas, Cortes and his followers (the discoverers of Lower Cali- 
fornia, 1533-1535) had ample opportunity to be acquainted. The first time (so far 
as known) that the name of California was applied to any actual body of land, 
was in 15389, in the diary of Francisco Preciado.

’ describes his history of the discovery and conquest as ‘‘a book of considerable 
7 merit. 


Thomas Nicholas, the translator of Gomara’s ‘‘ Conquest of the West 
WM India,”’ London, 1578, in his Dedication to Sir Francis Walsingham, thus relates 
a conversation with Zarate, whom he met in Spain: — 


“Not long since (right Honorable) I happened to travayle from the 
famous Cittie of Tolledo in Spayne towarde high Castile and by fortune overtooke 
an ancient Gentleman, miteakdotelly accompanied unto who I was so bold as to 
approch, beseching his worhip to advertise me of his journey (who after he had 
beheld my white head and beard) answered ful gentely, that his intent was to 
travayle unto the King of Spaynes ‘Court, and welcomed me unto his company. 
In short space that we had journeyed togither, and communed of each other 
his Countrey, it pleased him to say as followeth: My good friende, if you knew 
my sute unto the Kings maiestie, you would judge that I were a madman, and 
therefore to shorten oure way, I will declare my attempted sute unto you. You 
shall understande that I am a gentleman of LXX. yeares of age, and sometimes 
I served in the civill warres of Pirru, where I was wounded in divers parts of my 
body, and am now thereby lame in one of my legges and shoulder. I have neyther 
Wife nor childe, and at this present (God be praised) I have in the Contracta- 
tion house, in the Citie of Sivill, in golde and plate, the summe of thirtie 
thousande Duckates: and I have also in Pirru, in good landes and possessions, 
the yearly rent of 12,000 Duckates, which rentes and readye money is sufficient 
+o mainteyne a poore Gentleman. But at this not withstanding, I do now sue 
unto the Kings Maiestie, to have licence and authoritie to discover and conquere 
a certayne parte of India, whiche adioyneth with Brazile and is part of the 
Empire of Pirru, I pray you now declare what you thinke of my sute. By my 
truth sir (quoth I) I trust your worship will pardon a rash and suddaine judgment, 
which you now demand at my hand: yea truly (quote he) say what you list. 
Then (quoth I) my opinion is, that you are not well in your wit. for what would 
you have? Will not reason suffice you? or else would you now in your old days 
be an Emperour, considering that your Sepulchre attendeth for you.”

Alonso de Ercilla y Zufliga was a member of the expedition sent by the 
viceroy to establish Garcia de Mendoza in his office, and to carry on the war 
against the Araucanian Indians. He was born in Madrid on August 7, 1533. 
The young Ercilla undertook a journey in 1554, accompanying Philip when 
that prince went to wed Mary Tudor, the Queen of England. 


‘While in England Ercilla learned that the Araucanians were in revolt, 
and that Hernandez Giron was leading a rebellion against the legitimate govern- 
ment in Peru. The state into which affairs in Peru had fallen during the 
rebellion rendered the post of viceroy especially unattractive. Two persons to 
whom the king had offered it declined the honour. It was, however, accepted 
by Andrés Hurtado de Mendoza, Marqués de Canete. Alderete, who had been 
in America, was in England with Philip’s escort. From him Ercilla got informa- 
tion that awakened his adventurous spirit, and he left Europe for America 
with the fleet that carried Alderete and Viceroy Mendoza. He arrived in Peru 
on July 6, 1556. Here he joined the expedition sent by the viceroy against the 
insurgent Araucanians. This expedition was commanded by the viceroy’s son, 


Garcia Hurtado de Mendoza, a youth of twenty-one, who had been appointed 
governor of Chile. 


On his arrival in Chile Garcia de Mendoza arrested both Aguirre and 
Villagra and sent them to Lima. Thus freed from the embarrassing presence 
of the two rival claimants, he entered upon his campaign against the 
Araucanians, and on this campaign Ercilla acquired his first experience in 
warfare with the Indians. To describe the events of the war and his part in it 
was the primary purpose in writing La Araucana.

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THE SPANISH INVASION OF ENGLAND, NECESSARY TO KEEP AMERICA FOR SPAIN.

The Manuscript opens with the statement that various schemes have been 
presented to the King of Spain, suggesting the invasion of England ag the 
swiftest means of subjugating the Netherlands, securing the complete domina- 
tion of the Indies (America), and extirpating the heresies of England! 


‘Some have thought that his Majesty should be allied with the French, 
so that, sharing expenses, and with their combined forces, they might attempt 
the invasion; and that these two powerful rulers might easily succeed as the 
Queen [Elizabeth] has not sufficient power or resources wherewith to combat 
them; and because of the facilities offered in transporting troops and munitions 
from France to England, with none to impede them.” The culminating point 
in this scheme is an interesting revelation of all the subtle treachery popularly 
attributed to Philip II.: ‘‘That kingdom once gained, we might come to a 
dispute over the division of the spoils, such as happened over the kingdom of 
tae! and his Majesty, throwing the French over, could keep everything for 

imself. 


Another party suggested that an alliance should be entered into with 
the Pope, who should help with money and troops, and proclaim a Crusade 
against heretics. Attempts should be made to enlist the help of English 
Catholics and induce them to revolt against the Queen. 


A further scheme suggested that the King of Spain should join forces 
with the King of Scotland, “ offering to put him in possession of England and 
marry him to a member of the House of Austria, and to take as his watchword 
the extirpation of the heresies of that country [England]; the vengeance of 
the murder of the Queen of Scotland; and to have also an understanding with 
the (Scottish and English) Catholics and the patronage of the Pope. And that 
Monsieur de Guise, being so much indebted to the Crown of Scotland, should 
favour the scheme, so that France should offer no hindrance.’’ Others, again, 
opined that the King of Spain should attempt the invasion single-handed, and 
even this party was divided as to the precise means that would best achieve 
their ends. Some considered it expedient to muster a vast armada off the 
coast of Spain in secret; that there should be some fifty thousand troops, of 
which twelve or fifteen thousand should remain afloat to guard the seas from 
intruders (!) whilst the remainder disembarked at ‘‘ Dobla (? Dover) which is 
the fortress nearest the Thames and which, being fortified, could be taken in 
two days; and, in two more, the remaining citadels which lie nearer the mouth 
of the river, whence the Armada might proceed to London. That his Majesty 
should have in Germany a number of German Cavalry and Infantry; and in 
Flanders, a fair-sized army in readiness, to help if necessary; and to hold in 
check the rebels in those states and the King of France also, if he should want 
to enter them; and for the purpose, likewise, of invading his territory, should 
he attempt to create a diversion in Burgundy, Italy or Spain . . . and we 
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ll.: The Spanish Invasion of England, necessary to keep America 
for Spain—continued. 


might attempt an alliance with the King of Poland so that he might permit us to 
bring wheat and other supplies from Dantzig for the use of the Armada; and 
another (alliance) with the King of Denmark so that he might let them pass 
through the Channel and Straits; and so on, with other Germanic peoples, who 
might render assistance.”’ 


But for the British Navy, how well this plan might have succeeded! 


Other advisers suggested that the invasion should take place from Ireland, 
where an invasion would afford fewer initial difficulties, ‘‘ and the Irish would, 
with any excuse, rebel against the Queen as they have done on_ previous 
occasions.’? Thus they could proceed with the conquest of England; but if the 
King should not choose to continue the war, he might induce the English Queen 
to eae all her possessions in Flanders, Holland and Zealand in exchange for 
Treland. 


Finally, it was suggested that the Armada should be sent to Flanders, 
there to join the troops of the Duke of Parma, and ‘“‘ that he, in person, should 
make war according to the plans now decided upon by those who are conducting 
the matter.” 


_ The first suggestion was rejected on the grounds of the inexpediency of 
giving the French a footing in England; the suggested alliance with the Pope 
was. equally unpracticable owing to the uncertainty of the assistance of troops 
from so far away, and the improbability that the Pope would dare to proclaim 
a crusade against England. Neither was it likely that the English Catholics 
would desert their Queen on religious grounds; and ‘still less is the King of 
Scotland to be relied upon as an ally, for, having little power in his own 
country where the majority of his vassals are heretics,’’ he would prefer the 
comfortable alternative of awaiting her Majesty’s death, when he would succeed 
to the throne in the normal course of events, rather than throw in his lot with 
the Spanish King and find his country oppressively overrun with Spaniards. 
Thus it was decided that the only practicable scheme was that by which the 
King of Spain should tackle Britain single-handed. 


_.““The Armadas built in 1582 and 1583, consisting of forty ships, were 
considered too insignificant, for England could easily produce fifty or sixty 
armoured ships, well equipped and substanitally manned. The Low Countries 
could make a gallant defence and muster a similar number and maintain 
twenty or twenty-five for some considerable time; and France could dispose of 
as many as she pleased, because practically all her maritime resources would be 
in home waters. Therefore, what with England’s own Navy, and the auxiliary 
ones, the fighting fleet would consist of a vast number of ships. Moreover, they 
would be able to put into friendly ports in France, Holland and Zealand, and 
obtain all the supplies they required. For the which, as his Majesty’s armada 
would have to land sufficient troops in England to conquer that country, and 
retain a sufficiently big force to contend with the quantity and quality of the 
above-mentioned enemy forces, we would require an armada of not less than 
one hundred and fifty ships, which his Majesty does not possess, and which 
would have to be newly built or collected from the trans-Atlantic fleets,”? the 
latter course being troublesome, expensive and otherwise unsatisfactory. 


The writer is somewhat pessimistic over Spain’s chances of carrying out 
her designs in England successfully; all the conditions, from the storms which 
they would probably encounter in seas which their sailors were unaccustomed 
to, to the impossibility of seeking shelter in any port in Northern Europe should 
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enterprise. And without immediate success, they would indeed be lost. ‘‘ The 
Queen of England, being at home, could always raise fifty thousand men on 
land, and could fortify ports as the need arose,’? whereas the Spaniards. would 
not only need to be continually on the offensive, but a serious item was the 
question of rations, which could only be obtained from their own ships. Another 
consideration was the probability of treachery on the part of the Protestant 
German Princes and the French, ‘‘ who might promise to remain neutral, and 
be so at first, but seeing the extreme inconvenience to themselves arising from 
his Majesty’s conquest of England and consequent subjugation of Flanders

The writer gives, in a sagacious and astonishingly prophetic manner, a 
brief outline of Spain’s position in the event of failure: the blow to her reputa- 
tion; the more frequent and daring raids by English corsairs; and the obstinate 
a rebellion of the Flemish states. In addition to this, the advanced age of the 
King, and the youth and inexperience of the Prince, made it all the more 

advisable to seek ‘‘ peace with the Englishwoman on the best terms; and if she 
i would give up her possessions in Holland, Flanders and Zealand, it might be 
expedient to postpone treating for other things ’’—in othe words, to follow the 
example of Ferdinand V. who invariably “ accepted territory on peaceful terms 
against the issue of treaties,’ which were, however, promptly torn up when it 
suited his purpose to make further demands. ‘‘ Once his Majesty had possession 
of all or some of the ports of Holland and Zealand, he could the more advan- 
tageously make war upon England.’’ In the meantime, it is advisable to con- 
centrate forces upon Holland and Zealand to take the porte by force if necessary; 
in the event of peace being rejected by England; and to keep at least a small 
Atlantic fleet on the ‘‘ Indies’ roads to prevent the English corsairs from 
interfering with Spanish-American commerce, ‘‘ for our experience has taught 
us that they did not dare to infest the Indies route until his Majesty’s galleons 
were withdrawn from there.”’

‘This Viceroy, brother of the Duke of Bejar and a member of one of the most 
illustrious families of Spain, took up office on 17th October, 1585, and resigned 
in Feb., 1590. He had bitter contentions with the Dominican, Franciscan and 
Augustinian Provincials over the question of compliance with the King’s 
instructions with regard to the secularization of the curacies which those orders 
administered. . . . In 1587 Sir Francis Drake seized the ship Santa Ana 
off the coast of California, bearing merchandise from China and Japan. This 
corsair had travelled the Pacific in previous years, causing damage to the 
provinces of Jalisco and Sinaloa. The Viceroy had ordered the ships at 
Acapulco to be in readiness and nominated Dr. Palacios as head of the expedi- 
tion, but although these ships pursued the English, they were unable to find them. 

: ‘Grave questions arose between the Viceroy and the Audiencia at Guada- 
lajara on judicial matters, which led to a rising of troops on one side and on 
the other. The news of these differences was probably exaggerated, but caused 
much uneasiness at the Court of Spain, which feared civil war, for which reason 
they hastened to remove the Marquis de Villamanrique from the supreme com- 
mand, and appointed as Inspector (Visitador) the Bishop of Puebla, Don Diego 
Romano, who treated the Marques very harshly, ordering his property to be 
seized, even to the wearing apparel of the Marquesa; but although the Council 
for the Indies ordered the embargo to be removed, the Marquis died in Madrid 
without having recovered his property.” 


The Report, which gives the other version of the matter, is methodically

divided into 101 paragraphs and describes, minutely, all the misdeeds and 
abuses of the Marques de Villamanrique; the indignities to which he subjected 
the high ecclesiastical and other officials; his high-handed attitude in dismissing 
certain members of the Treasury, even replacing these competent administrators 
by his own servants; and a full catalogue of his iniquities. 

The writer states that he is not prompted by malice, but merely by an 
honest desire to serve his king and country’s interests in reporting these 
incidents. 

The Governor began his campaign of annoyance by issuing orders before 
he had been properly sworn in as Viceroy. He then proceeded to dismiss as 
many officials as he pleased, in defiance of the King’s expressed wishes, and 
appointed his own friends. He ordered that Don Diego Caballero, a priest, who 
had reported certain irregularities to the Visitador, should be arrested and sent 
to Acapulco for banishment to Peru, but subsequently rescinded the order, and, 

{ to the indignation of the people, had the priest conveyed back to San Juan de 
: Uloa in a wooden cage, in which he passed through the Indian encampments 
and infected areas ‘‘ with no other object in view than that this honoured and 
i esteemed priest should die under such conditions.’’ 

The writer was a particular béte-noire of the Viceroy, having been one 
4 of the principal informants against him. He states how he called on the Viceroy 
ol and informed him that he had been ‘‘ a respected resident of that .city for 
twenty-five years, and had in every way served his Majesty (Philip II.), helping 
to guard the city of Mexico with his arms and horses . .’’?; and how he was 
at the port of San Juan de Ulua when the corsair Juan Aquines [Hawkins] took 
it; and how he was amongst those who defended the port of Acapulco ‘‘ against the 
corsair, Francisco Draque [Francis Drake] when he sailed the Pacific.’”’ He re- 
lated how his ancestor, Captain Juan de Herrera had died in the service of the 
King, at Castelnovo; how his uncle, Francisco de Herrera, had arrested 
Francis I. of France, and how his father’s three brothers had died in one day 
in the service of the Emperor (Charles V.); and how he had been amongst the 
conquerors of the Philippines. His efforts to obtain permission to travel proved 
fruitless, the Viceroy suspecting this zealous royalist of endeavouring to com- 
municate his information to headquarters; and instead of granting him leave 
to travel, the Viceroy ordered him to be arrested, his house searched and many 
papers seized. Herrera escaped, however, leaving behind him his wife and 
children, and tried to get aboard one of the ships of the Spanish fleet. Arrived 
at Tlaxcala, however, he sought sanctuary at the Franciscan Monastery of 
Atiliqueza, where the Viceroy’s men ran him to earth, with warrants to seize 
him whether he happened to be in a monastery or church. He was therefore 
obliged to flee from the monastery and proceed to a place where the Viceroy 

had no authority. : ; AS 

This long report contains a most interesting relation of the vicissitudes of 
Martin de Herrera and his brother, Diego; and of their efforts to enlist the 
sympathy of the Consejo de Indias. About six lines from the top of each page 
have been torn away, but the greater part of the text is quite legible.

Indeed, the 
reports received in Madrid gave rise to so much uneasiness at the Court, where 
the King of Spain’s frustrated schemes for the subjugation of Europe were already 
causing him grave anxiety, that the Viceroy was subsequently recalled to Spain, 
lest Spain should lose some of her supremacy in the New World.

His treatment of the Viceroy was severe, and it was he 
who ordered the confiscation of the Viceroy’s property and that of the Vicereine.

The MS:, which is divided into ten sections, was evidently intended to be 
the first part of a more exhaustive study of the judicial and social history of 
Hispanic America, and is thus described as ‘‘ Book One.’? A summary is appended 
herewith translated from the Spanish paragraphs, which gives some idea of the 
scope of the work. There is no record of the work ever having been printed: it 
is possible that the writer was a collaborator of Duarte Nufez de Leon, a celebrated 


sixteenth-century lawyer and chronicler, who compiled a great legal work which 
remained unpublished :— 


(1) Whether the conquest was justifiable, and whether by virtue of delivering 
them from idolatry, one may make war upon them, seize and occupy their lands, 
and whether the Spaniards are justified in seizing them on behalf of their 
sovereign because the natives are barbarians and infidels and have certain customs 
and rites which are inhuman.

This work contains an account of three early Dutch voyages for the discovery 
of the North East passage to China and Cathay, and contains valuable early 
particulars regarding Nova Zembla, and Northern Siberia. The first Western 
European to visit Nova Zembla was Captain Burrough in 1556. The famous 
Dutchman William Barents sailed along that coast in 1594, and various other 
Dutch expeditions sought to discover a new route to the East Indies by way of the 
North-East Passage. Spain had control of the route round South America, and 
Portugal controlled the route round South Africa and for expeditions of other 
nations, notably the English and Dutch, to attempt these routes usually meant 
fighting the Spanish and Portuguese, and the probable loss of part or all the fruits 
of their trading, consequently the discovery of another route to the East would 
have been of the greatest value to them.

‘‘ From page 44, they transcribe the following: ‘The saintly aged Fray 
Juan de Castro and Padre Fray Miguel de Benavides were the first Spaniards 
who entered China in priestly garb.’ And on page 45: ‘ Latterly in the year 1601, 
two religiosos of this Province of the Philippines entered China, and are there 
with the approval of the mandarins and the king’s consent.’ ”’ 

‘Fray Gabriel de San Antonio was born in Spain and had already been 
ordained at Guadalajara when Fray Miguel de Benavides took him away to the 
Philippines, having arrived en route for Mexico about the middle of the year 
1594. A year later, he arrived in the Philippines, and after performing his 
priestly duties in Manila for nearlv two and a half years, was sent to the Penin- 
sula on business connected with his Order (The Dominican); in February, 1598, he 
set out for East India remaining at Malacca some two years, and from there he 
proceeded to Ceylon and other islands of the Archipelago, to Cochin and Goa. 
pee Aer Europe in 1603, arriving six months later at Lisbon, en route for 

adrid. 

_ In this little-known book, which is practically a Memorial to the King of 
Spain, Fray Gabriel de San Antonio addresses Philip III., mentioning that the 
deeds of the Spaniards in the Philippines, Siam, Cochin-China and Cambodia, and 
their services to the Crown, have been very great although unrecognised, ‘‘ because 
there has been none to mention them to Your Majesty, though they might have 
been worthily related by a Homer, Cicero, Titus Re or Plutarch. While Dr. 
Antonio de Morga’s prose relations, and those of Captain Andres Lariz Durango 
in verse, are being prepared for publication, I venture to give Your Majesty this 
little report of the events in Cambodia, so that the false reports that have been 
circulated may finally be dissipated.” 

He describes not only the events in Cambodia, but his own very interesting

Perez Pastor (Bibliografia Madrilefia) No. 958. Pedro de Baeza, who spent 
a ‘great part of his life in the service of the King in India, Malacca, China, 
Portugal and Spain, proposes in this Memorial to transport quicksilver from 
Canton to Acapulco, at far cheaper rates than had been possible previously. The 
quicksilver with which the gold and silver mines in New Spain were treated, was 
previously sold to the miners at the rate of 70 ducats per quintal. Baeza proposed 
to provide it at a price which would enable the Spanish Government to sell it to 
the miners at 380 ducats per quintal, ‘‘ who will therefore receive this great 
benefit from your Majesty, which will result in a great increase of revenue for 
the Royal Treasury, for if the miners obtain quicksilver so cheaply, they will be 
able to deal with larger quantities of precious metal, which will consequently 
yield a larger sum in taxes for your Majesty.’’ (The metallic earth in the gold- 
bearing district was mixed in a trough with quicksilver, which acted upon the 
particles of metal, separating them from the soil.

An extremely scarce report of the celebration at Cuzco of the beatification 
of Father Ignatius Loyola, founder of the Society of Jesus, printed in Lima. 
There is no reference to it in Medina, Salva, Heredia or Sabin. Salva mentions a 
Relacion of similar celebrations in Seville in 1610, the book having also been 
printed in Seville, but the Lima publication seems to be quite unknown. 


The news of Ignatius’ beatification was received in Cuzco on 2nd May, 1610, 
to the gratification of both Spaniards and Indians. ‘‘ Such enthusiasm had never 
been demonstrated in the city since its foundation, and no sooner had the news 
been received (on the third Sunday after Haster at three in the afternoon) than 
it was communicated to the Hcclesiastical and secular chapters, by the Jesuit 
Fathers who were congratulated upon this happy event. That night there was a 
special peal of bells in all the Churches, Monasteries and Parishes, and at the 
Jesuits’ house there was music with clarionets and other instruments. In the 
early evening, there was a grand Te Deum, chanted with the cathedral music, 
and there was such a vast gathering that there was not room for them all in the 
church. They had placed a great alter in the principal chapel, beautifully deco- 
rated, with a large image of the blessed Padre Ignatius, pear on either side by 
one of Francisco Xavier and another of Stanislaus of the same Society. Everyone 
wondered at the excellent manner in which the arrangements had been carried 
out in the space of some two hours. . . . The Dominicans came in procession 
chanting a ‘le Deum, accompanied by clarionet-music, and when that was over, 
they stood at the altar before the image of the beatified Ignatius and rendered 
their Antiphony and prayer. Owing to the number of people who were desirous 
of attending the ceremony, the church remained open until nine, and the same 
thing occurred on the two nights following. On these nights the church was 
illuminated with many lights, wax tapers, candles and lamps suspended from the 
ceiling all over the church. There were also illuminations all over the city, 


particularly in the mayor’s house, that of Don Pedro de Cordova Mexia, of the 
Order of Santiago. eis 


‘The following Sunday the feast was celebrated by the Vizcaynos. On the 
Saturday they had had music in the Jesuits’ tower until the evening, and after 
nine, erected a miniature castle before the Jesuits’ door. In this they placed a 
large wheel of gunpowder, and before setting fire to it, they burned great pans 
of rozin, which afforded a brilliant light like that in the illuminated church. Most 
of the evening was spent in enjoying a firework display of rockets and other 
devices with gunpowder, the great wheel being lit last of all, and while this was 
blazing, they played on various musical instruments.”’

A remarkably interesting history of the lineage of the house of Portugal, 
from the period of the Gothic Kings to the early seventeenth century—roughly 
covering a period of a thousand years. He also gives the lineage of William the 


Conqueror, as well as that of numerous noble families of Spain, Portugal, Sicily, 
France, etc. 


The author was a well-known genealogist, and this book is known to have 
been written, but, according to Fernandez Duro in his ‘‘ Nebulosa de Colon,”’ it 


was never published, and ‘‘ must be in existence in some obscure archive unknown 
or forgotten.’’ 


There is a valuable reference to this very manuscript in the biographical 
paragraph on Francisco de Medina y Nuncibay in Espasa’s ‘‘ Enciclopedia Uni- 
versal Ilustrada Europeo Americana ’’: ‘‘ This historian was born at Seville in 
1557 and died in 1637. He wrote a T'ratado de los Caballeros Portugales, in which 
he also deals incidentally, with other genealogies such as the Tellos, Medinas, etc. 
oi a manuscript in the possession of Don Francisco Tello de Portugal. Don 
Juan Lucas Cortes, in his Biblioteca Genealogica Heraldica mentions this writer 
and his work. . . In a catalogue of rare books of the Biblioteca de la Catedral 
(Seville) another work by this author is mentioned, entitled Linajes de Sevilla, 


which seems to be a different work to the one on the Portugales, which is also 
notable as an extremely rare book.”’ 


A noteworthy inscription on the fly-leaf of this book is as follows (trans- 
lation): ‘‘ I consider this book to be the original which Don Francisco de Medina 
Nuncibay wrote, which is mentioned in the Annals of Seville and the Biblioteca 
Heraldica, entitled T'ratado de los Caballeros Portugales, which was in the 
possession of Don Francisco Tello de Portugal, Marques de la Sauceda, Chevalier 


of the Order of Alcantara, Field Marshal in command of the troops in this city 
of Seville.”’ 


Af The writer introduces many transcripts of documents of great historical 
interest, and the entire book is written more in an historical style than as a purely 
genealogical relation. There are some 362 pp. of which about 20 altogther refer 
to CHRISTOPHER CoLuMBUs. He transcribes the codicil to his will, relates some- 
thing of the great navigator’s work, and shows how his family was connected by 
marriage with the house of Portugal—his granddaughter Dofia Isabel Colon, 
daughter of Diego Colon and Maria de Toledo having married Don Jorge De 
Portugal, Conde de Gelves. Medina Nuncibay was a great champion of Columbus, 
and has been at great pains to prove that the Admiral was not of humble ancestry 
as his contemporary detractors were inclined to state. ‘‘ Jealousy and spite always

prompt people to distort the pleasant facts and enlarge upon the unpleasant 
ones of a celebrity’s family history.’’ He records that Columbus was of aristocratic 
ancestry, mentioning that one of two Spanish Grandees of Catalonia, circa 1345, 
named Guillermo and Bernardo Coloma (otherwise Colon) was his ancestor. 


He speaks of the foundation of the Dukedom of Veragua and gives the 
ancestry of Dofa Maria de Toledo, wife of Diego Colon, and daughter-in-law of 
Christopher, who was the daughter of Fernando de Toledo and the King’s niece. 
Amongst the numerous celebrities mentioned in this remarkable relation, is Hernan 
Cortes, who was associated with the family of Tudela through his daughter Juana, 
who married the Duke of Alcala. Her son married the daughter of the Duke de 
Osuna. He also gives the lineage of the Rojas family, of whom the famous Ruy 
Diaz de Rojas, the Cid of chivalrous renown, was a member; Saavedra, Guzman, 
Zuniga, Sandoval, Portocarrero, Botti, Bahamonde, the author’s own ancestry, 
Medina y Nuncibay, de Palma, de Castro, Fonti, Ortiz, Tello, Osorio, Gutierrez, 
Acufia, der caearaad Hurtado de Mendoga, and Medina are some of the families 
of whom he gives genealogical particulars and very interesting details of the 
history of their time and its effect upon the heraldic significance of their arms. 


He describes the siege of Granada, the marriage of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
the political intrigues and entry into Castille of the Portuguese house of Braganza 
(Verganga), and gives a transcript of a contemporary letter describing a Moor’s 
attempt on King Ferdinand’s life in 1487, and how Dojia Felipa, Marquesa de 
Moya, came to grips with the assailant who was subsequently overpowered and 
blown up with gunpowder. He quotes the doggerel rhyme that was composed in 
that day in connection with this event: ‘‘ Cata ay vuestro moro santo que vino 
a pie y bolando ” (there goes your saintly Moor, who arrived on foot and returns 
through the air). He also quotes a letter from Don Alvaro of Portugal to King 
Joao II. of Portugal, the original having been written in Portuguese in a faint 
illegible hand, which the author says he translated into Spanish as well as he 
could. The letter refers to the administration of political affairs by the Portuguese 
King and explains the feud between the supporters of Joao (who was considered 
a saint by his people) and the Kings of Castille.

Apart from the extreme interest of the subject-matter of the text, the fact 
that this manuscript has never been reproduced in print, and is mentioned in the 
annals of the city of Seville as a rare work, makes it especially valuable as a 
bibliographical acquisition to any library.

This work is most valuable for the particulars it contains of 
the cruelties committed by the Spaniards in America, from the year 1493, when 
taey first commenced to inhabit that Continent, to about 1550—cruelties carried 
on for such a length of time and with a pertinacity so remarkable as to call forth, 
even in those days, a remonstrance against such inhuman barbarity. It contains 
accounts of the atrocities in various parts of America, one three page section 
being entitled ‘‘De la Provence Floride.’’ Other sections include the Rio de la 
Plata, St. Juan and Jamaica, Mexico, Guatimala, Trinidad, Venezuela, Peru, etc. 

Las Casas went out to America with Columbus, in 1493, at the age of nine- 
teen. On his return to Spain he embraced the ecclesiastical profession in order 
that he might act as a missionary in America, ‘‘ there to spend his days in 
preaching the Gospel to the Indians, and humanity to their oppressors.’”? Twelve 
times he crossed the ocean to plead at the Spanish throne the cause of the wretched 
Indians, and pase fifty years of his life in attempting the amelioration of their 
lot. The book, especially illustrated, was very popular in the Low Countries, 


where it was used as a special warning of what the people were to expect should 
Spain regain her ascendency over them.

The author describes the ravages of two English and French pirates on the 
coast, how they had seized a ‘“‘ despatch boat ’’ belonging to Christoval Camhero 
of Cartagena en route for Coro and, with it, had followed the frigates along the 
coast in the usual manner, as far as the Rio de la Hacha, where entering, they 
had bombarded the place, and passing Santa Marta, had fired on various other 
vessels they met, and had chased a fine fourteen gun vessel, in the charge of 
Capt. Geronimo de Bien, from the Rio Grande de la Magdalena as far as Zamba, 
nine leagues from Cartagena, where, as a last resort it had run aground, so saving 
those on board. The pirates had seized this boat and so strengthened their forces, 
and at the mouth of the Rio Grande had seized another frigate belonging to 
Alexos Hernandez of Cartagena with 1,000 measures of maize and more than 
6,000 pesos worth of gold and silver.

The author then describes how the Governor, Don Garcia Giron de Loaysa, 
prepared a punitive expedition, under the command of Captain Martin Vasquez 
de Montiel, and how they followed the pirates to Santa Domingo where they had 
a rendezvous at a small Island called Caymito (Gt. Cayemite near the western 
extremity of Hayti). A Dutch vessel conveyed the warning to the pirates of the 
Spanish approach. The pirate vessels comprised :— the Spanish boat takem from 
Geronimo de Bien; the ‘‘ Marquesa,’’ commanded by Monsieur de Namburg, and 
having as lieutenant M. de Renter, and as constable M. Miguel de Moguer; 
the Dutch ship, the ‘‘ Black Bear,’”’ under Capt. Juan Nicolas; an English launch ; 
an English sloop called the ‘ Sevillano,’’ under Capt. Estevan Carbi (Stephen 
Kirby), ‘‘ a very valiant and experienced man.”’ 


After a desperate battle, in which the Spanish were victorious, Capt, Juan 
Nicolas surrendered, the English vessel was blown up by her Captain who, with the 
few remaining members of kis crew left in the small boats, the French boat was 
also destroyed, and only the captured Spanish vessel, under Monsieur de Namburg, 
escaped in a badly damaged condition. The pirates lost over sixty killed, besides 
five who were hung later, and also sixteen men, including Capt. Nicolas, taken 
prisoners from the Dutch vessel; and those who escaped were almost all wounded.

Sabin No. 55394:—‘‘ This edition 
of the voyage for the discovery of the Magellan Straits performed by the two 
brothers Nodal, with the original map, is one of the rarest books of its class. 
The map (for some unknown reason) is found in very few eopies. The Strait of 
San Vincente had been traversed by Le Maire shortly before the brothers Nodal, 
and his name has remained to designate it.’’ 


The brothers were recalled from their respective engagements by the 
Consejo de Indias, Bartolomé Garcia was serving with the Pacific Fleet, while 
his brother Gongalo was in Corunna. On the King’s instructions (Philip III.) 
they were summoned to Madrid, where the expedition was proposed to them. 
They were to proceed to Lisbon, where two vessels of eighty tons each were built 
for them by Alvia de Castro, the King’s shipbuilder. Each vessel was armed 
with four guns weighing from ten to twelve quintals, four mortars, thirty muskets 
and arquebuses, etc., and manned by forty sailors, all of whom were Portuguese. 
They carried supplies for ten months, ‘‘ and as the voyage was so far and risky, 
there was not one who went voluntarily, but all had to be forced,’? the authors 
tell us. They sailed from Lisbon on the 27th September, 1618, the crew having 
been given ten months’ pay in advance, and the two Captains in high spirits over 
the adventure. They returned from their famous journey on the 9th July, 1619, 
Captain Gongalo having disembarked at Cape St. Vincent on the 7th to inform 
the King of Spain, who was then in Lisbon, all about the voyage.

companions, reached the mainland of America a year earlier than Columbus, 
and shewing the fallacy of the Spanish claims to that Continent. Pope 
Alexander VI. could not give America to Spain as it was not his to give, either 
by Divine or human right. Spain had no general consent of the natives, as they 
had not gone any further north than Florida, where they only had two small 
forts, St. Augustine and St. Helena. Spain could claim no more by conquest than 
she had conquered. 

In speaking of Florida, the author refers to the undiscovered land to the 
North, and states that its ‘‘ infiniteness is such, as no mortall tongue can expresse, 
mor eye hath seen,’’ and that the inland inhabitants do not even dream of the 
existence of any other land than their own, and that the natives on the coast 
believe the English, French, Dutch, and Spaniards to be all one people.

An extremely interesting authentic history of the Jesuit activities in the 
heathen districts of Sinaloa, California and Florida, with a description of the 
superstitions and rites of the natives, their temples, their conquests, and conversion 
to Christianity. 


The work is divided into twelve parts, or ‘‘ books,’’ in the first of which the 
author describes:the province of Sinaloa, the natives, their customs, and the 
first entry of the Spaniards there. Book II. is devoted to the Jesuit foundation 
of the Sinaloa mission; book III. treats of the conversion of three of the principal 
tribes of natives to Catholicism; book IV. describes the Mission and conversions 
in the district of Rio de Mayo, Sinaloa and district; book V. describes the wars 
between the Spaniards and the Hiaqui natives, and their conversion; book VI. 
treats of the later conversions in Sinaloa; book VII. deals with the question of 
Missions among the barbarous peoples in general, and of the common benefits 
derived from them; book VIII. is devoted to the history of the Topia Mission and 
the conversion of its natives; book IX. describes the San Andres Mission and 
district ; book X. describes the conversion of the Tepeguanes and their subsequent 
rebellion ; book XI. deals with the Missions at Parras and Laguna Grande, while 
book XII contains an appendix to the History of the Missions in New Spain, in- 


cluding a long account of the martyrdom of the nine Jesuit. missionaries in 
Florida in 1566. 


Of special interest is the chapter in which the writer mentions Admiral 
Pedro Porter Casanate’s expedition. Philip IV. had ordered him to reconnoitre 
the Californian lands on the Pacific, ‘‘ to scab for pearls, and colonize the unknown 
lands and spread the Catholic Faith,” and he took with him some Jesuit 
Missionaries on his voyage of discovery. 


Previous to this, however, a Jesuit, Father Jacinto Cortes, had already 
trodden on Californian soil, and a letter of his, quoted in this book, describes 
his meeting with the natives. This Father Jacinto had been employed in the 
Sinaloa Missions for sixteen years, and, on the invitation of the Governor of the 
Province, Captain Luis Cestin de Cafias, accompanied him in a small vessel across 
the Gulf of California in 1642, taking with him a few soldiers from the Sinaloa 
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Perez de Ribas (Father Andres)—continued. 


garrison. The Father wrote a full account of this expedition to the Provincial, 
stating that they arrived in July, but owing to contrary winds and tides, they 
took a short cut and ‘‘ sighted the islands of California. We left Baibachilato, 
and coasting past the port of San Ignacio, we came upon a hillock which is in the 
middle of the sea, not more than twenty leagues from San Ignacio. We con- 
tinued to the west, and before we had lost sight of Sinaloa, the Californias came 
into view. We landed at the port, which has been named the port of St. Joseph, 
where there are some friendly Indians. Passing all the creeks and bays, we came 
to the one which they call La Paz, about forty leagues. All the Indians gathered 
together, as friendly as if they were from Sinaloa. On this coast, as far as San 
Barnabé, there must be something like a thousand of them, all fishermen, their 
food being mainly shellfish. 


“* These simple people, orderly in their habits, for there are no drunkards 
amongst them, and they each have but one wife, are very peaceful, and only wage 
war against the tribe known as the Guaicuras, who live in the islands on the 
opposite coast, and these Guaicuras wish to eject them from their land and take 
possession of La Paz. The arms of the Californians are large bows and arrows, 
with flint, but without poisonous herbs for, although this is to be found here, 
they do not know it, or use it. . . 


‘* These Indians have been assisted against the Guaicuras by the Spaniards 
who have recently effected an entry in those lands. In fact, as soon as_ the 
Spaniards go there, they come in search of them, bringing them fish and fruit 
from Pitahayas, and requesting them to fire their cRancended at the Guaicuras— 
and are very happy when their request is complied with. Once we formed a 
procession, carrying the Image of the Virgin, chanting our Litanies, and they 
accompanied us, Indian women and men—more than two hundred of them—with 
their bows and arrows, thinking that we were going to make war upon the 
Guaicuras. . . This land is poor in water and other supplies, but there is a 
lagoon of drinking water. And when these islands are colonised, it will be 
necessary to start with the Guaicura territory, in order to provide sustenance for 
the islands, which is where all the pearl fisheries exist. We have bartered for a 
tew of these, which the Captain is sending to his Excellency, so that he may see 
some of the fruits of this country. The reason why there are so few (pearls) to 
send, is because the Indians had hurried away to their caves owing to the heavy 
rains. We returned after having spent a month there. What I think about this 
country is: that it seems very extensive, another new world, or another New 
Spain. If God disposes that we should teach these people, I offer my services; 
indeed it is peailadly this which has brought me from the College of Mexico, and 
no other wish.”’ 


Porter Casanate’s expedition, according to this writer’s account, started 
the following year (1643), the Admiral taking with him some priests of the 
Company of Jesus, at the request of the Viceroy, the Conde de Salvatierra, “‘ and 
because he was particularly fond of this Order.” The Provincial of the day stated 
that it was given to the ‘‘ sons’ of Ignatius (Loyola) to introduce Catholicism in 
those remote western American regions, and, some forty years later, another 
famous Jesuit, Father Kino, the ‘‘ Apostle of California,’ firmly established the 
faith in the country which was still considered an island. 


‘‘Pather Perez de Ribas went to Sinaloa, himself, in 1604, and actively 
engaged in Missionary enterprises. In 1617, with Tomas Basilio, he first under- 
took a Mission to the Yaquis. In 1620 he returned to Mexico as Rector of the 
Colegio Maximo, and in 1640 became Provincial. In 1646 he was in Rome as 
Procurador of the Mexican Province, but in 1648 he returned to Mexico, where 


he died. seven years later.”

? “The author writes as if addressing readers who were entirely ignorant of 
his subject. He treats extensively of the natural features of the country, the soil, 
the rivers, the lakes and mountains. He presents statistics of agricultural 
products, of the output of the mines, of the plants, fishes and birds. The author’s 
plan of his work is set forth in his preface where he announces the principal topics 
of the several books; ‘ The first and second books will show the natural state of 
the kingdom of Chile, both as to its climate and products; the third will describe 
the qualities of its first inhabitants; the fourth and fifth will describe the first 
entrance of the Spaniards into it, and the conquest of it by them; the sixth will 
contains the various events of the war; the seventh will show the first means of 
peace attempted by Father Lewis de Valdivia ; the last, the first means of planting 
the Christian faith and its propagation among the Indians.’ 


**Soon after his arrival in Chile, he was ordained priest, and entered 
with zeal upon the work of his ministry. He undertook the moral and religious 
instruction of the negroes, and on Sundays preached in the public square of the 
town. He also went as a missionary to the Indians in various parts of Chile, and 
had unrealized projects of more extensive work, when the authorities of his order 
directed him to take up the duties of a professor of philosophy. A little later he 
was appointed rector of the Seminario at Santiago. His reputation for learning 
and religious devotion increased, and when a few years later it became necessary 
to treat with the general of the Society concerning questions relating to the vice- 
province of Chile, the members of the order in Chile resolved unanimously to send 
Alonso de Ovalle to Rome. He undertook the journey by way of Lima and 
Panama. At Lima he found that his reputation as a preacher and an orator had 
preceded him, and the people pressed with gratification to hear him. From Italy, 
Ovalle went to Madrid where he was received by the monarch. Returning in 1650 
he embarked for Chile by way of Panama. At Piata, not meeting there the ship 
he expected to take him to Callao, he set out over land for Lima, over an almost 
tractless region, with little preparation for meeting his need for food and water. 
He arrived in Lima suffering under a violent fever, from which he died a few 
days later.’”’

In 1633 Nathaniel Ward had his living taken away by Archbishop Laud, 
on account of his puritan views, and in 1634 he emigrated to Massachusetts, and 
settled as Minister at a place called Agawam, soon afterwards renamed Ipswich. 
He joined with the Rev. John Cotton of Boston in framing the first code of laws 
established in New England, which were passed by the General Court in 1641 under 
the title of ‘‘ Body of Liberties.’’ Six hundred acres of land granted him at 
Haverhill he afterwards gave to the University of Cambridge, Mass. During his 
stay in New England he took an important part in its history. Early in 1645 
Ward began writing ‘‘ The Simple Cobler of Aggavvam,”’ a prose satire of the 
time, which he sent to England, and which immediately became popular, and will 
aware yee his name with early American literature. He returned to Eng- 
and in 1646. 


Ward was famous for his wit, also for his judgment and gravity, but a 
becoming gentleness scarcely seems to have been one of his strong points. It was 
the period of the Irish Massacres, and in ‘‘ A Word of Ireland ’’ at the end of 
this present work, he remarks ‘‘ Cursed bee hee that maketh not his Sword starke 
drunk with Irish blood.’ He was fond of introducing short rhymes into his 
works such as the following, which he attributes to a lady living somewhere with 
the Queen of Bohemia! 


‘The world is full of care, much like unto a buble, 
Women, and care, and care and women, and women and care and trouble.”

Two hours 
later it was proclaimed that anyone speaking of the Prince of Wales as King of 
England, or Ireland, would be regarded as a traitor; he was to be known solely 
as Charles Stuart. . . . At the end of April ’49, the Government proclaimed 
a Republic, depriving the heirs of the late King for ever of their kingdom.”

Gregorio Lopez was born in Madrid, on 4th July. He is said to 
have been of noble lineage, though some doubt exists as to his proper 
surname. He took the name of Lopez to disguise his family’s identity. At an 
early age he went to Navarre, were he lived with a hermit in great poverty 
for six years. His father went in search of him, and finally ran him to earth at 
his hermitage, bringing him back to Valladolid, where the Court then resided, and 
got him an appointment as Court page, much against his will: Court life not 
appealing to him, and being anxious to follow the life of a recluse, he proceeded 
to New Spain about 1563, and after visiting Veracruz, went on to Mexico. Al- 
together he spent some 33 years in New Spain, “‘ in solitude and sanctity,’’ and 
died on 20th July, 1596. He is not to be confused with a native Chinese Dominican, 
Gregorio Lopez, who graduated at Manila, and became Bishop of Nanking, where 
he died in 1670.

Sebald de Weerdt left the Meuse on June 27, 1598, and proceeded first with 
the expedition against the Cape Verde Is., being himself instrumental in the 
capture of the Is. of Santiago. At Cape Lope Gonzalvez he was nearly murdered 
by the natives. He next sailed across to the Straits of Magellan and for a long 
time tried unsuccessfully to make his way into the Pacific Ocean and so to the 
K. Indies, but the storms continually drove him back. Whilst in the Straits he 
met the expedition under Olivier de Noort. Finally he decided to return, after 
the loss of his other vessels. On the way back he discovered three small islands 
off the Falkland Is. which he named Sebald’s Is., and which were afterwards 
renamed the Jason Is. by Macbride. 


The expedition under Neck and Warwyck was to Madegascar, Cer..e 
(renamed by Warwyck Mauritius), Bantam, the Moluccas, Java, Amboyna, etc.

Manasseh Ben Israel was born at La Rochelle about 1604, soon after which 
his parents moved to Amsterdam. Here he was brought up under Isaac Uzziel 
of Fez, the rabbi of the new congregation, Neveh Shalom, whom he succeeded in 
1620. He became distinguished as one of the best_orators of the Amsterdam 
pulpit, and founded the first Hebrew printing press in Holland. Finding it difficult 
to obtain a proper living for himself and family, he decided to go to Brazil, but a 

‘ post being offered him in Holland, he “remained, 


Manasseh was profoundly interested in Messianic problems, and, coming 
into contact with Antonio de Montesinos (Aaron Levi) in 1644, became convinced 
that the North American Indians were the lost Ten Tribes. He was also convinced 
that the restoration of the Holy Land to the Jews could not be accomplished until 
they had spread into and inhabited every part of the world. ; He entered into 
correspondence with Queen Christina of Sweden for obtaining their admission there, 
but his chief attention was directed to obtaining their re-admission into England. 
He sent his son Samuel and his nephew David Dormido to consult with Cromwell 
in the matter, but Jater went to London himself, and, although he was not directly 
successful in his mission, he obtained the important admission that there was 
nothing in English law to forbid their entry. His ‘‘ Hope of Israel’ was written 
for the purpose of obtaining this favour, and also for the purpose of putting 
forward his ideas on the identity of the North American Indians. It was first 
written in Spanish, and then translated into Latin and English, and met with 


great favour in England.

The work was printed secretly, without 
title, date, or indication where printed, and is very rare. 

The rarity and importance of this work in all inquiries relative to the interest- 
ing and much abused aboriginal people of Mexico requires a statement of its con- 
tents, which its very brief title conveys no idea of. It is divided into 21 chapters, 
preceded by an Introductory Address to the King. The object of the work, whose 
title is ‘‘ Virtues of the Indian,” is a panegyric of this people.

In 1651 a French company obtained from the French Government the cession 
of Cayenne, which had been abandoned since the death of Brétigny. Four or five 
hundred colonists left France under the leadership of Royville, and the spiritual 
direction of the Abbé de l’Isle-Marivault, accompanied by several young priests, 
among whom was Biet. The Abbé fell into the Seine at the departure of the 
expedition and was drowned, and Biet was persuaded to take his place, much 
against his will. The expedition stopped some days at Madeira. During the 
voyage to Madeira, and whilst there, Royville rather tried to ride the high horse 
over his associates, and after leaving Madeira, during an illness, whilst sleeping 
on deck, he was stabbed and dropped overboard. At Cayenne, the colonists and 
adventurers wasted their time building a new fort instead of repairing the old 
one and sowing grain for the next year. There was continual strife among them- 
selves, aggravated by the attacks of the Caribbee Indians and the running out of 
provisions. Those of the colonists who remained embarked in a Dutch vessel for 
Surinam and so to Barbadoes, where the English gave them a good reception. 
Biet went on to Martinique to try and arrange for another expedition to Cayenne, 
but the French there treated him as an English spy. He sailed next to Guade- 
loupe, whence he returned to France. His work is well written, simply and with 
candour, and makes quite good reading. At the end is a dictionary of the Caribbee 


Indian language.

Sir George Downing was one of the most remarkable men that New England 
ever produced. He was the son of Emanuel Downing, and Lucy, sister of Gov. 
John Winthrop, who emigrated to Salem, Massachusetts, in 1638, when George 
was fourteen years old. He was in the first class that graduated from Harvard 
University in 1642, and his name stands second on the list of the seven thousand 
alumi of that ancient institution. 


It was chiefly through the agency of Downing, in the war between England 
and Holland, that New Netherland was wrested from the Dutch. By most 
writers he is denounced as a most unprincipled man, for, after serving and 


eulogizing Cromwell, he became one of the most slavish flatterers and tools of 
Charles If. and James.

Some copies of this book contain two titles, one at the beginning, and one 
after the Introductory leaves. The first title bears no place of printing or 
name of printer, but the second bears the imprint: London: Printed for John 
Allen. Other copies of the book, of which this is one, contain only the first title- 
page. It is thought by some that it may have been printed by Samuel Green at 
Cambridge, Mass., and the second title included for copies sent to the London 
Market. In any case the types used in the printing were in use by Green of 
Cambridge at this actual date, and the London imprint says ‘‘ Printed for John 
Allen’’ and not ‘‘ Printed by John Allen.’’ On the other hand both titles are 
found as part of the regular sheets of the book. 

The work itself is the first of a long series of Increase Mather’s published 
works. He was the author of 62 books, and the part author of 100 others. 

‘“‘Increase Mather, son of Richard Mather, entered Harvard at the early 
age of twelve, and took his Bachelor’s Degree at seventeen: In 1657 he went to 
Treland and entered Trinity College, Dublin, and the year after took his Master’s 
Degree. Returning to Boston in 1661, he was made Minister of the North Church 
in 1664, a place which he held for nearly sixty years. During this period he filled 
the office of president of Harvard for sixteen years (1685-1701), being the first 
Native American to fill that position. His most conspicuous services, however, 
were rendered to the Colony as its agent in England, where he helped in procuring 
a new charter, under which the Colonies of Massachusetts Bay and Plymouth were 
governed down to the time of the Revolution.” 

‘‘ As to learning, it has been said that he even exceeded all other New- 
Englanders of the Colonial time, except his own son, Cotton Mather . . . e 
could converse fluently in Latin, and could read and write Hebrew and Greek; and 
his numberless publications in after life bear marks of a range of learned reading 
that widened as he went on in years, and drew into its hospitable gulf some 
portions of nearly all literatures, especially the most obscure and uncouth . . .

‘To-morrow the galleons sail and I was unable to go to the Court, to 
my regret ; neverthe less I give thanks unto God, though I cannot fathom His reason 
for preventing me from carrying out my intention, and I therefore do not consider 
myself blameworthy . . . Jappreciate, beyond my own sight, Your Excellency’s 
goodwill and desire to help me, and God will repay you in this life and the next. 


“‘ Tf my Province thought it feasible, as does that of Paraquay, I assure you 
that with the companions I take to-day, I would go on to the Isles of Mocha and 
Madre de Dios.

Fray Balthassar de Medina was born in Mexico in 1635, and was a barefoot 
Franciscan of the Province of San Diego, where he was for fifteen years a Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy and Theology, and became the ‘‘ Guardian ’’ (Franciscan 
Superior) of various convents. He went out to the Philippines in 1670 as Visitador 
of the Province of his Order, returning later to New Spain, wher he died in 1697. 

The Chronica, although intended principally as a record of the lives of certain 
Franciscan Martyrs of New Spain, is a valuable authentic contribution to the 
lesser known history of Mexico; and contains a political-geographical description 
of the Province of San Diego.

Translation : —‘‘ Having arrived at the Port of Guazacualco on the Saturday 
of the Resurrection, I cast anchor and the following Sunday, I saw that a warship 
was attempting to set sail from within port; and being unable to do so on account 
of the current, it anchored, but before doing so I saw that it was . . . possible 
it might escape me, there being a land breeze. I therefore weighed anchor and set 
sail to avoid loss of time. The ship, noticing this, ran up an English flag and 
fired a gun without a cannon ball, to which I replied in the same way; and the 
said ship having fired a second and third time, I responded and at the third shot, 
I hoisted the Spanish flag, as by that time I was in a position to prevent its 
escape. A canoe was lowered from the ship and . . . I had one of our launches 
ready with my sub-lieutenant and two soldiers armed with rifles; but as the canoe 
did not come alongside our ship and it seemed to me it had only been sent out to 
reconnoitre the strength of my ship, I ordered my lieutenant to pursue the 
canoe which promptly made for its own vessel, and we were unable to reach it 
. . . however our launch crossed its course and the occupants of the canoe came 
aboard. With the assistance of an interpreter, we asked who they were and how 
long they had been in port. They said they were English, who, with their own 
King’s licence, had left Jamaica and had been in Campeachy, getting together 
prisoners, and that the Governor of that Province had handed them nine with 
whom they had returned to Jamaica. They had encountered terrible weather and 
had put into port here for the last twenty days, where they had been given meat, 
etc. 

I left one of their men in my ship and the other two I sent to their own 
ship with a message to the Captain to send me his lieutenant with his warrant and 
papers and . . . promising to grant him a peaceful voyage for we were friends 
and nothing would be done to annoy either him or his crew in the slightest 
degree. 

apie The canoe returned with an English gentleman, who happened to have 
landed at Merida and presented the papers which he had taken to the Governor 
of that province; I did not understand them however, but asked him to write to 
the Captain saying my orders were to take them to Veracruz; that he should 
send his crew on board my ship and that he should remain in his own with ten of 
his men, and I would send some of my crew to guard him in custody . . . and 
that at Veracruz my Admiral would decide what was to be done. And having 
written thus (so the gentleman assured me, for I did not understand what he 
wrote) his captain replied in a paper which I have in my possession that . . . 
he could not surrender or come to Veracruz except fighting unto death or to burn 
his ship—to which I replied that it was unreasonable to disturb the peace between 
our respective Kings, and that it would not be unfavourably viewed in England or 
Jamaica to come to one of the King of Spain’s ports as they had already been to 
another at Campeachy.”’ 

How the Spanish Captain’s suspicions were roused as to its being “‘a ship 
engaged in illicit trade under cover of the King’s flag,’’ and the methods by which 


ships were ‘‘held up”’ in the seventeenth century, are fully related in this very 
interesting and authentic story.

In 1682 La Salle had descended the Mississippi, and returning to France he 
originated a scheme for colonising the country.

Owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining correct longitudes at sea he missed the mouth of the 
Mississippi, and finally landed on the shore of Matagorda Bay in Texas where he 
established his colony. Shortly afterwards he was murdered, and in a short time 


the colony disappeared. It is to this colony that Robert Wilkinson refers when 
he states that the French are established in the Bay of Mexico.

You will glean fuller par- 
ticulars from the letters I enclose. . . . I repeat what I have already 
begged of your Excellency: that which concerns the cavalry lieutenant. I assure 
you he suffers innocently, and if this were not true I would not dare to say so. 


Your Excellency, speak for this poor man, who, through no fault of his own, has 
been discredited.’’ 


The above mentioned Englishman was a certain Captain Robert Wilkinson 
who first gave the Spaniards the information of the French, under La Salle, 
having founded a colony in Texas, on the shore of Matagorda Bay.

‘*The establishment of a Carmelite Order in this Kingdom should result 
in much Glory to God and the Holy Mother; and there should be a great increase 
in the number of convents and Provinces for the faithful, and a goodly harvest for 
the souls of the Indian infidels. All this is due to your saintly zeal in overcoming 
these difficulties which the devil, on these occasions, tries to raise.’’ 


This writer gives an optimistic account of the work carried on and promised 
by the monks and nuns and seems to think that the acquisition of the ‘‘ barefoot ”’ 
members will greatly augment the good work performed by the ‘shod ”’ 
Carmelites.

soe am bound to put before your Excellency what I have seen and know of 
this place, so that we may destroy the agencies of the devil and achieve harmony, 
the better to develop the Holy Faith and the public welfare. 

Tt must be two months and a half since the Captain Francisco de Cardenas: was 
in the town, and I in Mexico, when the Padre-Maestro Fray Felipe (?) Galindo, 
in the presence of Fray Juan Feliz de Sierra, his companion, said to Cardenas: 
‘What news of the quicksilver mines?’ to which he replied: ‘The work is going on 
well and we extract much metal.’ The Padre-Maestro remarked: ‘What do you 
intend to do with the mine? whose is it—who discovered it?’ ‘It belongs to Padre 
Fray Juan de la Cruz Durango and his brother, Don Alonso, in whose name and at 
whose expense it has been discovered.’ To this, the Padre replied: ‘Do not be 
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Durango (Fray Juan de la Cruz)—continued. 


silly. His Majesty offers ‘‘ Habits’ [orders] and honours. Beware, they will 
cheat you . . .’’ Cardenas replied: ‘ He is a good man and would not do such 
a thing.’ The Padre Maestro dropped that subject and proceeded to ask about the 
San Christoval mine. ‘I understand you have condemned it? Cardenas said 
‘Yes,’ and the Padre offered him two hundred pesos for it. Cardenas declined, 
saying he wished to cultivate it. I do not doubt it, knowing Cardenas, and 
because I know the Padre is interested in mines for indeed some three months ago, 
Fray Francisco Ximenz, the Marquis’s confessor, came here, saying that the Padre- 
Maestro had induced him to invest eight thousand pesos in a mine in Talpuzagua, 
which he had undertaken to develop and had been ruined. 


‘The Missionary Fathers arrived at San Joseph to found their Mission. 
It is seven leagues from this place . . . and comprises a church and two 
dwellings . . . a distance of about one league from the village founded by 
Captain Geronimo de Labra, where they had a spiritual pastor who offered them 
temporal benefits for their sustenance: goats, cows, sheep, etc. The milder 
natives used to descend with their wives and little ones. The Padres repeated the 
offer, ordering them to work, the women to make clay and bring stones . . . 
giving them only one maize-cone each for food. After one month and a half of 
this oppression, the natives declared they would return to their own land. Don 
Juan de los Angeles, one of the Captains, flogged one of the Chichimecan women 
so that she died two days later. The others, seeing this, left the district saying 
‘they do not give us enough to eat, nor do they give what they offered, and they 
kill our daughters; let us go’ : 


After I had been here eight days, Padre Frai Agustin arrived with a letter 
from the Rev. Padre Maestro Galindo, copy of which, together with another letter 
I send to Your Excellency . . . I leave them to the magnanimity of your 
judgement. This Padre, asking after certain Indians, was given news of some, 
and told that others were not known, and he entered the mine. Looking around, 
he said ‘ There are none of the Indians from San Joseph here.’ He then said he 
would like to say Mass, and I said I wished there were a decent place in which to 
say it. And I vow that with God’s help, the first thing I must do is to erect a 
Church for my Christ [an image of Christ] and place Him there. We agreed that 
he should come and say Mass at Easter and it will be easier to get a congregation 
together here in the centre of the district than at San Joseph which is seven 
leagues away.”’ 


He apologizes for dwelling at length on ‘‘ these tales, although they are 
true, because I see the Captain annoyed and ill-humoured on account of these 
letters, and if I lose him, what is to become of me?’’ He begs “‘ His Excellency ” 
to read the letters carefully. and do what he can to promote peace whilst at the 
same time thwarting any other Padre’s designs on his mines.

[of Santiago] gave information as to his having been born at sea in what is 
known as the Golfo de Yeguas; in which case he has obtained appointments 
belonging to Spain, in the intervals of which, there was a Provincial who, having 
been born in Spain, and wishing to decide whether that individual belonged to 
this nation, on account of doubts which had arisen, brought the matter " for 
a judicial ruling, and there was a witness alive to-day, who swore that he knew 
the man’s parents and that he was born in this city of Mexico; and if there were 
others who affirmed it, would th’s individual be eligible for election as a Provin- 
cial for Spain, and would such election be valid? 


“‘ Wor this decision, I presume, with the third rule of the book and glossary 
of Regulis Juris that there are two rights: one known as proprietary, and the 
other as possessional . . . which is manifested by Boniface VIII in his 
Regulations: he says ‘ the possessor who has acted in bad faith never acquires 
right ’ and further says ‘ he who possesses what is not properly his, is a possessor 
in bad faith’ and the things obtained against one’s rights are wrongfully 
acquired. Thus the thief does not obtain a possessional right to what he steals 
however long it remains in his possession . . . because it is a matter in which 
right prevents his proprietorship . . . and although it is possible for things 
to be possessed without proprietary rights, in perfect good faith though in 
ignorance of the condition of proprietorship . . It is necessary, in order 
to establish one’s right to a thing, to comply with the essential condition for its 
acquisition ; that the law should not contradict it; and that there should be none 
who dispute it legally. Therefore, he who desiring to obtain Spanish possessions, 
lacks these conditions . . . cannot be said to be truly the rightful possessor 
ae therefore the possession of something from Spain without having been 
born there, is not right but a transgression of the law.’’ In this somewhat amusing 
and lengthy manner he proceeds, by means of numerous quotations from Papal 
Bulls and other authoritative papers, to prove that ‘everything obtained by 
that means is null ’’—including the habit of Santiago. ‘‘ The proof of this can 
be shown in this province in my own case and that of others.

be a professor of science, had ‘‘ from the age of twelve, sailed the ocean, and 

as schools the mighty seas, and as masters, the voice of the roaring waves. 

was moved to write this book from his wealth of experience, as there was at the 
time, no scientific work dealing expressly with the science of navegation. He 
explains how, in his cabin—as Chief Pilot of the Spanish Atlantic Fleet—he would 
put down his propositions in theory, and then laboriously work them out in 
practice. 


Navarrete devotes four pages to Don Antonio in his ‘ Biblioteca Maritima 
Espafiola,’’ and states that he was the first Spanish writer to treat of the log-line 
and its explanation, for ‘‘ although Don Pedro Porter Casanate mentioned it in 
1634, he was very doubtful of his subject.” 


Antonio de Gaztafieta was born in Motrico, province of Guipuzcoa and was 
baptized on 11th August, 1656. His father, a naval officer, was D. Francisco de 
Gaztafeta, and his mother was Dofa Catalina de Iturribalazaga, who educated 
him privately until he went to sea when twelve years of age. In 1672 he embarked 
on one of the King’s galleons, the officers on board being willing to instruct him 
in the art of piloting. Soon after he went to Veracruz on board a ship commanded 
by his father, who died there. Young Gaztafieta was consequently called upon to 
conduct the ship back as far as Pasages. This was followed by numerous voyages 
to New Spain, Buenos Aires, etc. in all of which, his special talents and keen 
observation were ever at work. The result was that he corrected and perfected 
many previous systems of navigation, and was the means of saving innumerable 
ships at sea, both by skilful manoeuvring in the face of the enemy, and in stormy 
weather. He became Admiral, in recognition of his services in the Mediterranean, 
where he assisted the allied fleets of England and Holland. In spite of his rank, 
he never gave up the work of pilot, acting in this capacity some time later, with 


the armada under Pedro Fernandez de Navarrete when they evicted the Scots 
from Darien in 1699.

He died in Madrid on February 8th, 1728, as the result of a sudden accident 


in the Marques de Rivas’ house, and was buried at the convent of the Concepcion 
Geronima.

It includes the substance of Hennepin’s 
first work, the ‘ Description de la Louisiane,’ but gives before the account of his 
yoyage up the Mississippi, an account of a voyage he here claims to have made to 
the mouth of that river and up again. 


**In Le Clercq’s ‘ Premier Etablissement de la Foy’ had appeared an 
account by Hennepin’s colleague, Father Zenobe Membré, giving an account of La 
Salle’s expedition to the Mouth of the Mississippi, in which Membré took part. 
This, owing to the rarity of Le Clecq’s work, was little known at that time, and 
Hennepin in this work boldly appropriated it, with such verbal changes as to make 
it appear his own narrative from his journal of 1680, thus setting up to have been 
the first discoverer of the Mouth of the Mississippi.’”’ The charges against Henne- 
pin’s veracity are based chiefly upon this interpolation. The preface also contains 
an account of his quarrel with La Salle. 


Among the interesting subjects written of by Hennepin in this work are :— 
Account of the building of a new Fort on the Illinois named by the savages 
Checagou (Chicago), and by us Fort Crevecceeur; Description of Fort Catarockouy 
or Frontenac; Descriptions of the Great Lakes and Niagara; An Embassy sent to 
the Issati by the Savages that inhabit to the West of them, whence it appears that 
there is no such thing as the Streights of Anian, and that Japan is on the same 
continent as Louisiana; Accounts of the manners and customs of the Indians; La 
Salle’s travels and death; History of the irruption of the English into Canada in 
1628, and the capture of Quebec in 1629. 


Hennepin’s work forms one of the most important volumes in the early 
history of the United States. He lived for eleven years in North America and 
penetrated further into the then Unknown Interior than anyone before him. “‘ He 
was the undoubted discoverer and explorer of the Upper Mississippi or Meschasipi, 
and the first to lay open to the world that mighty region. That he should have 
made some mistakes is not to be wondered at, and that when he first say the Falls 
of Niagara he should have overstated the ‘ wonderful downfall of above 600 feet,’ 
is not very surprising; but his mistakes have not entitled him to receive the 
castigations which have been heaped upon him.”’

In this scarce work the celebrated French pirate, Montauband, tells how for 
twenty years he had sailed the coasts of Mexico, Florida, and the coast of North 
America up to Newfoundland, and then in 1691 had sailed for the Guinea Coast, 
and captured the fort of Sierra Leone, which he had destroyed to prevent the 
English establishing themselves there. Afterwards he had sailed to Bordeaux with 
various prizes. While at Bordeaux his crew committed so many extravagances 
with the money gained from their piracies, that in 1695 Montauband decided to 
leave that city and take to the high-seas again.

ruin it; all this, combined with the unhealthy climate caused the colony to be an 
utter failure. Scotland was an exceedingly poor country at the time, and the 
loss of the £100,000 invested in the scheme caused great suffering there and much 
bitterness against England for her refusal to back the colony up. England, how- 
ever, was friendly to Spain at the time and it was entirely against her policy to 
cause ill-feeling by encouraging a colony established on what was generally con- 
sidered as Spanish territory.

In the course of his lengthy reply—which almost amounts to a dissertation 
on the vicissitudes and services of the Jesuits from the time of Loyola and St. 
Francis Xavier, to his own day—the General deals categorically with all the 
objections raised by the Indies officials; finally appealing to the King to remove 
all such obstructions from the already difficult path of the Jesuits in America. In 
one of the paragraphs, he quotes a passage from the most interesting document 
relating to the Government of America: namely, the Papal Bull issued by 
Alexander VI. on 5th May, 1493, which granted to Ferdinand V. and Isabella the 
Catholic, the right to administer the newly-discovered continent.

An extremely interesting and valuable series of documents relating to the 
conduct of the Slave Trade between Africa, the West Indies, and the North 
American Plantations. The Royal African Company of England was founded in 
1672 and was granted the monopoly of the Slave Trade. It did not come to an 
end until 1821. 

The Petition to Queen Anne is written and signed by John Perry, the 
Secretary of the Royal African Company. It discusses the monopoly of the slave 
trade granted to them, and the great expenses they had been put to in purchasing, 
erecting and maintaining forts and factories along the African coast. The validity 
of this Patent having been questioned other persons had also engaged in the 
slave traffick to their great loss, the natives had been encouraged to be insolent 
and their servants had been corrupted. In 1697 Parliament had allowed others to 
engage in the trade upon paying 10 per cent. to the Company for the upkeep of 
their forts, etc., on the value of the mechandize bought bv them. This 10 per 
cent. did not cover the cost. The blacks sold their goods (i.e. negroes) to the 
highest bidder. The blacks had turned insolent, insulting the Company, etc., 
with a view to obtaining bribes. The Company’s servants join in defrauding the 
Company, with other traders. Other nations step in and take advantage of this 
general confusion. 

The Council of Trade Report on the African Company is exceedingly interest- 
ing. It occupies 38 pages, and describes the foundation of the Company in 1672 
and how its limits were from Sally in South Barbary to the Cape of Good Hope. 
In 1680 Jamaica had complained that the Company was only supplying a third of 
the negroes required and that many of them were unfit for service and were sold at 
excessive rates. No negroes had been taken to Virginia or Maryland until private 
traders had joined in. In 1697 free trade had been started, for fourteen years on 
payment of 10 per cent. ad valorem. since when there had been no complaints 
from the plantations. The yearly import of negroes into the plantations was 
25,000, althengh the Company had only imported a total of 17,760 during the ten 
years. It is shewn that the 10 per cent. ad valorem, does not nearly meet the 
cost of the forts and castles; and in fact only meets about one-fifth of the expense. 
Various particulars are given concerning the bad management of affairs in Africa, 
the bribery, charges of supporting wars with the natives and between the natives. 
Cape-Coast-Castle is the only strong fortress, all the others could be easily sur- 
prised and captured. Lists of vessels engaged in the slave trade are given, The 
value of negroes is from £14 to £23 per head. Of the yearly imports into 
America, 4,000 are sent to Virginia and Maryland; 1,000 to Carolina and New 
York; 4,000 to Barbadoes; 4,000 to the Leeward Islands; 12,000 to Jamaica and 
the Spanish West Indies. A list is given of the various European settlements 
along the African coast, and innumerable other details concerning the affairs of 
the Royal African Company.

And 
had the Jesuit Padres not done their utmost to frame excuses as to his advanced 
age and infirmity, delaying his journey to Madrid, the decree would have been 
executed. And so you may see how it all happened, I enclose the document 
: by which it is shown how, in very truth, he remained a prisoner for 
twenty years; and I beg you to return it to me as this paper has been taken from 
the Archive. . . . Now come your prudent reflections on our case . . . but 
the Order you hold is only issued by the Viceroy and not by the Real Audiencia. 
Finally the effects of this case will be more painful than those of the entry of 
Governor Leon ; for if, on that occasion, there were but a few deaths, there would 

many more in this case. Leon entered in his time with only 600 Indians, and 
you, if you decide to do this, would have about 2,000. In that day, the Bishop’s. 
allies were few and easily conquered: today there would be a thousand to combat; 
and I hear that in the last few days, they have been preparing supplies of canon 
balls and gunpowder. Now, if the few deaths of his vassals in so holy a cause 
aggrieved the King, how much more aggrieved would he not be at the increased 
number of deaths which would inevitably follow upon the death on Don Diego? 
If these had rebelled against His Majesty and acclaimed the King of Portugal as 
their king, it would be comprehensible, but since they are faithful vassals of His 
Majesty and possess his Royal Decree allowing them to appeal, why should they 
be treated as rebels because they wish to exercise their rights? Therefore such 
a violent resolution cannot be approved of in Madrid, and grave consequences 
may follow for you, and fearing this I would greatly desire you to refrain. Per- 
chance, some will offer you the silver bridge to facilitate your entry: do not trust 
them, for they seek their own ends and not your good. od spare me your person 
for many years.”’

This is a valuable record of Virginia, although it passes over certain 
important features. The author had intended doing a series of colonial histories, 
but this was the only one published; hence the Part I. mentioned on the title- 
page.

Sir Wm. Keith drew much of his information from Beverley, but brings 
the Narrative down to the year 1723. He, himself, was Governor of Virginia 


from 1717 to 1726, and had previously been Surveyor of the Customs. He died

In 1739 and 1740 Charles 8th Baron Cathcart, an English military officer of 
considerable distinction was in command of an expedition for use against Spdnish 
America and this interesting document on the possibility of an English conquest 
of the Panama Peninsula was evidently drawn up at his request by someone very 
well acquainted with that part of America. 


The writer states that he lived at Panama City for six years, and that he 
always crossed the Isthmus to Portobello overland rather than by way of the 
River Chagre. The castle at the mouth of the Chagre is old and in bad repair. 
The river was navigable as far as a village called Cruizes, within six leagues of 
Panama. Small guns and considerable forces could be transported there by the 
local canoes or in flat-bottomed boats. The only opposition could be by Ambus- 
cades. The road from Panama to Cruizes is through defiles, but these are not as 
bad as the ones on the usual overland route, and the journey usually takes only 
6 or 7 hours sober riding on mules. ‘‘ The moment you gain the height of Cruizes 
the difficulty and danger is over,’’ thereafter there would be no opposition to 
regular forces. The writer then gives an account of the City of Panama and its 
defences, and suggests that the suburb of Araval should be occupied by the 
English forces first, as then Panama would probably capitulate. Also the vessels 
off the port should be seized, and the place blockaded from the sea as well. He 
thinks that 1,200 men would be sufficient to capture and hold the city against all 
the power of Peru. The Spaniards could not raise more than 1,500 men com- 
posed of all complexions, and the Indians, were they once assured of protection 
against the resentment of Spain would join the English forces and would be most 
valuable for securing supplies. A party of brisk sailors could scale the walls of 
Panama from the sea side, at low tide during the night. The Indians have 
always looked upon the English as their deliverers, and have a prophecy that the 
whole of the Isthmus from the old Scotch Colony to the Southern Ocean will 
be again in their hands. The writer thinks that Panama might be the richest 
spot of Ground for Gold in the World. 


The Spaniards only have two warships in the Pacific. These are 30 years 
old, of 40 and 20 guns, and would become an easy prey to an English 20 gun ship. 
Panama is healthy for those who commit no great excesses, and the country 
extremely pleasant. The whole country could soon be changed for the better were 
it to fall to the share of a better people. ‘‘ There need nothing be said of the uses 
our nation might make of such a conquest. A new sea, a new trade, a New 
World, would be open to us. _ Millions of miserable people would bless their 
deliverers, and their Hearts and their mines would be open to us, and the whole 
product of Great Britain by a wise and well managed Trade might find a con- 
sumption in these extended Countrys.”’

An interesting Spanish tract, tracing the ‘‘ Conduct of His [Catholic] 
Majesty as compared with that of the British King,’’ which led to the rupture 
between England and Spain in 1739. The writer relates the grievances that had 
accumulated since 1716, when Captains Cuthbert and Archer, of the ‘ Pompey 
Galli’ and ‘Fortune’ were authorized by the King of England to cruise along 
the coast of Florida and collect all they wanted from the shipwrecks in that 
region, ‘‘and with those who were already at Jamaica, they unlawfully turned 
the Spaniards out, although these latter, under the terms of the Peace Treaty, 
and their Sovereign’s legitimate right, were salving these treasures.

An extremely scarce and interesting record. Wm. Moraley states that he 
was born in London in 1698 of a good family. His father died shortly after 
moving to Newcastle, and he was obliged to seek his fortune. He came to 
London and sold himself for a period of five years as a voluntary slave into the 
American plantations. In 1729 he reached Philadelphia, which he considered 
‘one of the most delightful Cities upon Earth,’ and stopped there three weeks, 
being sold to one Mr. Isaac Pearson, clockmaker, etc., of Burlington, N.J., for 
eleven Pounds. He give accounts of Philadelphia and Burlington, and remarks 
that the Delaware River is supposed to rise in the Mountains of Canada, and is 
supposed to be 2000 miles long, and gives other details concerning the river, and 
numerous interesting particulars concerning the animals of those parts. 


After his time of indenture had expired, Moraley wandered about mending 
and cleaning clocks, and doing odd jobs. He tells how he was attacked by a 
panther on the Burlington road, about four miles from Trenton, N.J., and how 
bears, wolves, and panthers lived in the woods near there, and how he lost his 
way and reached a “ pitiful dirty Hole”’ called Allons Town (Allentown). He 
tells how at Mount Holly he was ‘‘ witness to one of the strangest pieces of folly 
that was ever acted. Certain old women, of Melancholick Physogonomy, had 
got the Character of Witches . . . and were obliged to undergo a ducking, 
in order to prove whether or no they were such.’’ The good ladies were fortunate 
enough to sink. This not proving sufficient they were weighed in the scales 
against the Bible! Before returning to England he made a short visit into Mary- 
land. 


William Moraley, or Morley, died in January 1762, and was buried in St. 
Nicolas Churchyard, Newcastle, Jan. 19, 1762. There is no doubt as to the 
authenticity of his narrative, and mention is made of it at page 104, vol. IL., of 
Richardson’s Table Book.

This interesting pamphlet was written as an attack on General Oglethorpe, 
the founder of Georgia, and a criticism of his administration in the Colony, as 
Governor. The first 24 pages contain a general account of his ‘ mal-administra- 
tion’, including a 8 page letter from Thomas Coram, one of the original trustees 
for the colony, and the founder of the ‘ Foundling Hospital’ in London, in which 
he discusses ‘‘ one or two dangerous mistakes ’’ in the colony, in regard to the 
granting of land on better tenures, and the advisability of allowing the land to 
descend to a female, where there were no male heirs. The Appendix, occupying 
101 pp., contains a large number of personal complaints brought against Ogle- 
thorpe by various settlers, and a list of 249 ‘‘ Complainants, who are stiled a few 
Clamorous Malecontents.’?’ Many of the grievances are of a most trivial nature, 
and the whole tend to shew the difficulties encountered by Oglethorpe even from 
those whom he had helped the most. Finally, there is a short list of persons who 
bed signed Petitions in Oglethorpe’s favour, and disparaging remarks concerning 
them. 

This work was probably partly the effort of Lt.-Col. Wm. Cook, who 
brought an impeachment against Oglethorpe in 1748. The Court-martial was 
held on June 4, 1744, when every charge was declared to be false, and Cook was 
dismissed from the service. Cook had served under Oglethorpe in Georgia.

In these cir- 
cumstances, and in view of the fact that the Archbishop had not arrived at this 
Cathedral Church, I thought it advisable to ask for my consecration within the 
Bishopric of Michoacan on the way to Durango; convinced that, receiving it there, 
I shall gain time, and set about reaching my diocese as soon as possible, (which I 
would otherwise be unable to do) and to this end, I shall endeavour to proceed upon 
my journey, so soon as the heavy rainfall permits.’’ He then refers to some remit- 
tances in which ‘‘ the Duque ”’ (presumably the Duke of Linares y Abrantes) and 
the Conde del Valle are concerned. He requests the Inquisitor to press his claim 
with the Council for the Indies for certain payments due, and which had appar- 
ently been overlooked by the Council during the accession of the new King, whose 
predecessor had made the presentation. The letter contains some interesting news 
of ecclesiastical and military appointments, revealing some of the action of ‘ wire- 
pulling ’’? behind the scenes. His references to the means of travelling in that part 
of America are of particular interest in view of the development to present- 
day standards of locomotion. 

** Much as I desire it, I do not think it will be possible for me to start until 
September [for his pastoral tour which he intended to commence in the following 
March] . . . which I will do, in spite of the inconveniences which that season 
will offer, and which at all times are to be met with in these solitary districts, so 
sparsely populated ; and with my failing health, I am justly awed by the immensity 
of the district. Indeed, from here to New Mexico it is four hundred leagues or 
more; and to the boundary of Sonora, little less; and nearly all of this is impassable 
by any wheeled vehicle. Both places are so depopulated, and the facility for losing 
one’s way is rendered the more formidable by the diverse specimens of climate and 
temperature; and the abundance and extraordinary malignity of the scorpions 
and other numerous poisonous animals.”’

At the close of this war, by the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, Louisbourg was 
handed back to France, only to be captured again in 1756 and finally ceded to 
Great Britain.

Although purporting to be published at Quebec, it was probably issued at 
Paris. Printing was not introduced into Canada until the early years of the 
English occupation. Isle-Royal was the old French name of Cape Breton Island. 

When war broke out in 1744 between France and England, the New England 
colonists determined to attack Cape Breton, and early in 1745, Sir Peter Warren 
received orders to take his squadron north, and co-operate with the colonial troops 
in the attack on Louisbourg. The place was ill prepared for defence, and the garri- 
son was in a state of mutiny. On the other hand the colonists were very badly 
equipped for attacking the town. Warren blockaded the port, and finally forced 
his way into the harbour, when the governor capitulated, on June 27, 1745. By a 
stratagem of keeping the French flag flying at the Forts, Warren was enabled to 
capture several French merchantmen of enormous value. . 

This interesting work contains an account of the loss of Louisbourg from the 
French point of view. The author, who was in Louisbourg himself during the siege, 
severely criticises the bad state of the colony’s administration and discipline, and 
remarks that its loss would be a warning to the other French colonies, where the 
abuses were just as bad. 

By the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, the town was restored to France, only to be 
captured again in 1756, and finally ceded to Great Britain.

An extremely scarce document, containing a long series of statements con- 
cerning the especial merits of the Pee eb North American Colonies as compared 
with those of the West Indian Islands, and particularly concerning the Sugar 
trade. : 

At this period there was evidently a movement on foot for granting the 
West Indies, or the ‘sugar plantations’, some special trading facilities with 
respect to their sugar industry, and this document was drawn up to point out the 
superior merits of the American Colonies on the mainland, and the harm that 
would be caused to their shipping industry. 

The author commences by giving a list of the Colonies, and accounts of 
their various articles of export and import, and the great benefit they are to 


England. ‘‘The Northern Colonies are a Jaborious industrious people, live with 
great Frugality, and are but just able to maintain themselves and Families with 
Decency . . . our Sugar Islands live in Wantonness and Luxury.’’ Then 


follow a great many details concerning the sugar trade between the W. Indies, 
England, the Colonies, and other settlements. The West Indies had complained 
that the rising prosperity of the French and Dutch Sugar Settlements was owing 
to the trade they did with the Northern Colonies. The Colonies point out that 
if they refused to trade, these foreign settlements could easily trade with their 
own colonies, of Cape Breton, Canada, the Bay of Apalachy and Mississippi. At 
the end the author points out the harm that will be done if England gives way 
to the sugar colonies—‘‘ the Northern colonies, that furnish a great strength to 
this Nation, must grow poor, a very great branch of our Navigation would be 
absolutely cut off, and a large Nursery of Seamen suppress’d’’; our trade with 
the Indian Nations would decrease and the French get it, etc.

“The curious and learned author of this work arrived in Mexico in 1736, 
and, desirous of writing the history of that kingdom, he made, during the eight 
years he remained there, the most diligent researches into its antiquity; acquired 
a considerable mastery of the Mexican language, entered into friendship with the 
Indians to obtain their ancient pictures from them, and procured copies of many 
valuable manuscripts which were in the libraries of the Monasteries.

‘Although Gage’s work has been translated into French [Heredia 6504], 
German [Sabin, c. 26309], Dutch [Sabin 26310] and Spanish [Sabin 26312], it 
does not appear to have been published in Portuguese; and the manuscript offered 
herewith is probably unique. 


Thomas Gage was an English missionary and Dominican friar who was 
born circa 1597 and died in Jamaica in 1656. He graduated at the convent at 
Valladolid, and in 1625 was intended for the Philippines, but preferred to remain 
in Mexico, and was for many years Professor of Latin in the Convent of Chiapa, 
and later of Philosophy in Guatemala. In spite of his superior’s prohibition, he 
resolved to return to Europe in 1637; and after travelling across Nicaragua, he 


embarked for England on a Spanish vessel. On his return to England, he 
embraced Protestantism. 


His work, ‘‘ The English-American, his travail by sea and land, or a new 
Survey of the West Indias,” created a sensation on its publication in London 


in 1648. In it he describes Mexico, and the wealth of South America, comment- 
ing upon the ease with which it might be conquered. 


_Espasa’s encyclopaedia states that as a consequence of this, Venables’ 
expedition—‘‘ which resulted in the English taking possession of Jamaica ’?— 
was sent out in 1654, with Gage officiating as Chaplain.

‘‘This letter from a learned academician of the ‘ Della Crusca,’ contains a 
defence of Madame de Grafigny’s ‘‘ Letters from a Peruvian Princess,’”’ published 
in 1747, wherein the author speaks of the extensive use of the quipus by the 
Peruvians.”’ 


Prescott remarks concerning the quipu, that it ‘‘ was a cord about two feet 
long, composed of different coloured threads tightly twisted together, from which 
a quantity of smaller threads were suspended in the manner of a fringe. These 
threads were of different colours and were tied into knots; the word quipu, indeed, 
signifies a knot. The colours denoted sensible objects; as, for instance, white 
represented silver, and yellow, gold. They sometimes also stood for abstract 
ideas; thus white signified peace, and red, war. But the quipus were chiefly used 
for arithmetical purposes. The knots served instead of ciphers, and could be 
combined in such a manner as to represent numbers to any amount they required. 
By means of these they went through their calculations with great rapidity, and 
the Spaniards who first visited the country bear testimony to their accuracy.

Medina points out that there has been some uncertainty, not to say contro- 
versy, over the identity of the revisers of Torres’ original grammar. Certainly this, 
the third edition, was not printed under the supervision of Figueredo, who had died 
many years before its publication.

Diego de Torres Rubio, one of the earliest authorities on native American 
languages, was born at Alcazar de Consuegra, Toledo, in 1557, and began his 
novitiate at Valencia in 1572. 


He joined the Society of Jesus, and in 1579, sailed for Peru, where he made 
practically a life-long study of the native languages. His first grammar and 
vocabulary of the ‘‘ general language of Peru, called Quichua’’ was published in 
Seville in 1603, and was followed by other works, in which the original vocabularies 
were amplified by phrases and words not in daily use. Amongst this other works 
were a treatise on the Aymara dialect, an Aymara-Quichua-Castillian grammer and 
dictionary and a book on the Sacraments and other Catholic rites in Aymara. He 
died circa 1638.

We have been unable to trace this pamphlet in any bibliography. 
Early in 1755 the French Fleet under M. Dubois de La Motte convoyed an expedi- 
tion to Canada for the relief of Quebec and Louisbourg. Admiral Boscowen had 
hoped to intercept this fleet, but was not successful. However, although the two 
fleets did not meet, four French line-of-Battle ships became separated from their 
consorts, and were chased by four British vessels on June 6. For a time a fog 
saved them, but on June 8 the weather cleared, three of the French vessels were 
still in sight, ‘‘ The Royal Dauphin,” the ‘‘ Alcide,’’ Captain de Hoequart, and the 
‘‘ Lys,’?’ and the chase recommenced. H.M.S. ‘‘ Dunkirk,’ Capt. the Hon. 
Richard Howe, and H.M.S. ‘‘ Torbay,’’? Capt. Colby, captured the ‘“‘ Alcide’’ ; and 
H.M.S. ‘‘ Defiance,’’ Capt. Andrews, and H.M.S. ‘‘ Fougueux,’”’? Capt. Spry, 
captured the ‘ Lys.’’ 


The capture of these two warships produced great excitement in France and 
England, and hostilities commenced between the two countries, although war was.

Admiral Sir Charles Knowles, after having been Governor of Louisburg, 
was made Commander-in-Chief at Jamaica and after various operations in the 
West Indies conducted his fleet to a position near Havana in the hopes of 
meeting the Spanish plate fleet. Here he received news of the approach of a 
Spanish squadron of seven vessels. The Spaniards appeared in loose order, but 
Knowles delayed his attack for fear of the risk of losing the weather-gage, in 
accordance with his fighting instructions. When he did attack his own line was 
disordered owing to the unequal sailing of the ships, and his attack so rendered 
ineffective. However, one Spanish vessel was captured, a second one destroyed, 
and the rest put to flight. In his report home he accused some of his captains 
of ‘* bashfulness ”? and they, in their turn, accused him of delay in attacking. 
A court-martial was held on him and his captains and he was reprimanded. 
Numerous duels took place, one of the captains being killed. 

Meanwhile in Spain, Lt.-Gen. Andres Reggio y Colonna, who had been 
in command of the Spanish Squadron, was also getting into hot water over his 
conduct in the engagement.

This wy interesting manuscript was evidently compiled by Cook, partly 
from his own observations, and partly from information supplied by the navigators. 
It is nowhere signed, but that it was written by him seems to be proved, first by 
the handwriting which, in our opinion, formed after very careful examination, is 
undoubtedly Cook’s, and secondly by the following sentence which seems to record 
one of the writer’s own observations : — . 


** Noy. 24, 1757. Sounding upon the Warner Sand, going into Spithead, I 
found upon ye Sand close to ye Buoy 20 foot water,’’ etc. 

On Nov. 24, 1757, Cook was Master of H.M.S. Pembroke, and inspection 
of the Captain’s Log of this ship at the Public Record Office shews that on this date 
the Pembroke was lying at St. Helens, in the Isle of Wight, at the entrance to 
Spithead. As the Warner Sand is on the Isle of Wight side of the Channel, Cook 
would have had ample opportunity of making soundings on it that day. 


However, in other places in the Manuscript, Cook uses the first person singu- 
lar when quoting from some other person. In such case he uanally gives his 
authority, but not always. The sailing directions being for his own particular use, 
information about various ports and soundings has been collected under various 
headings, for practical purposes. So, in one specially interesting passage he uses 
the first person singular when the information must have been quoted from some- 
one else. This passage relates to directions for entering the harbour of Boston, 
Mass., and reads :— 

‘“<Tf you are bound for Boston, and would sail in between the Island call’d 
Brewster’s and Allberton Point, to this Point you must give a good birth there 
being a very dangerous Ledge of Rocks Lying off It. So you must keep near to ye 
Brewston, there is Likewise in going in another Rock, on wch. ye Centurion struck 
when I was Master of her.”’ 

Of course Capt. Cook was never Master of the Centurion, which was Anson’s 
flagship when the latter sailed round the World in 1740-4. So this information has 
been copied down as being likely to Fad of use to him in his work, rather than as 
a record of his own experiences. e Centurion was much in North American 
waters between 1754 and 1759, at a period when Cook was also in those parts. 


On the last page is a short quotation ‘‘ from Mr. Cook.’’ The famous Captain 
Cook had a contemporary and acquaintance who bore his name, James Cook, and 
who was also quite a well known Captain. The formation of the writin of this 
name ‘ Cook’ is exactly the same as in Capt. Cook’s own signature. This fact, 
coupled with that of the greatest similarity, throughout, of the writing of this 
manuscript with various autograph letters of Cook’s, and with various of his own 
journals in the British Museum, together with the other details we have given, 
leave us in no doubt that this most interesting manuscript is in the autograph of 
the great explorer, and is a most remarkable proof of the diligence with which he 
studied his profession, :

We have been unable to trace this pamphlet in any bibliography. 

The work commences with a few remarks upon the outbreak of hostilities. 
between the English and French in North America, and describes the great 
preparations made by the French. The English were collecting strong forces near 
the Ohio (the scene of General Braddock’s defeat in the previous year). The 
writer states that on the 12th of July (1756) a series of battles and engagements 
commenced (in which sometimes the French were successful and sometimes the 
English) which terminated in a great French victory, of which they thought more 
highly than of the capture of Port Mahon. Finally the author remarks that it 
was generally believed that the French intended to send an expedition against the 
famous and magnificent city of Boston, the Capital of British America. 

This report was probably based more on rumours received in Portugal than on 
actual definite information, as the author seems to avoid mentioning names. 
of places. It was about July 12, 1756, that Lt.-Col. Bradstreet was attacked by 
the French on his return from conveying provisions, etc., into Oswego. He was 
successful and ultimately drove back the French, who however, themselves claimed 
a victory. Meanwhile they were preparing a great attack on Oswego, which fort, 
although of the greatest importance, was but ill fortified, and worse defended, 
owing to the havoc made by scurvy and dysentry, resulting in the death of over 
half the defending regiment. The attack came about the middle of August in hie 
sequence of which the garrison were obliged to surrender and the fort was entirely

On the outbreak of war with Spain in 1739, Anson was recalled from Carolina

This is the Portuguese translation of Sir William Johnson’s ‘‘ Letter dated 
Camp at Lake George, Sept. 9, 1755, to the Governours of the several Colonies who 
raised the Troops on the present Expedition; giving an Account of the Action of 
the preceding Day.’’ 


In 1755 a four-fold blow was planned against the French in North 
America. Braddock was to lead an expedition against Fort Duquesne, Shirley 
against Niagara, Col. Wm. Johnson against Crown Point, and Lt.-Col. Monckton 
against Acadia or Nova Scotia. This present relation is concerned with the third 
mentioned expedition and with the defeat of the French at Lake George. 


In July 1755 Johnson had collected a force of 3000 men near Albany com- 
prising farmers and farmers’ sons from the New England homesteads, the New 
Hampshire Regiment, some forces from New York and Rhode Island, and about 300 
Mohawks. With these forces he moved up the Hudson to a spot called the Great 
Carrying Place, where fort Lyman was being built, and thence the expedition moved 
on towards Lake George. In the meantime the French Canadian forces under 
Baron Dieskau advanced from Ticonderoga to try and seize Fort Lyman. Three 
miles from this place they learnt of the movement of the English forces and Dieskau 
planned a trap. The English scouting column under Lt.-Col. Whiting fell into this 
trap and was nearly wiped out, the engagement being known as the * bloody morn- 
ing scout.’”” The survivors were able to fall back on the main camp, which had 
received warning by the sound of the firing, and had been put into a state of 
defence. Dieskau’s forces had got beyond his control and attacked the English 
camp in a disorganised manner, and were repulsed. Both Johnson and Dieskau 
were wounded, Lyman taking over Johnson’s command. After about four hours 
fight the English forces made a general assault on the Canadians and their Indian 
allies, drove them back, and put them to flight, so winning the battle of Lake 
George, Dieskau being among the prisoners taken. 

Johnson failed to follow up his success although urged to do so by Lyman, 


and so the Crown Point expedition practically ended in a failure. Johnson was 
undoubtedly rather jealous of Lyman, and in his report makes no mention of him 


whatsover.

This interesting manuscript was published, in a mutilated form, at London 
and Edinburgh in 1822, when there was considerable interest in the Mosquito 
Territory owing to Sir Gregor Magcregor’s proposals for a colony there under 
Spanish and Indian sanction. 


At the end of the 17th, and during the 18th century numerous small British 
settlements, mainly Scotch, were formed along the Mosquito Shore in Nicaragua, 
and in 1740 Lieutenant (afterwards Captain, and then Colonel) Robert Hodgson 
was sent by the Governor of Jamaica, Sir Wm. Trelawney, to take possession of 
that territory in the name of the King of Great Britain. He wrote this present 
memoir describing his visits to the various English settlements, and his travels 
to the unexplored interior,‘and giving a general account of the Territory and of 
the Indians, and the Indian-Negro tribe the Samboes, and their manners and 
customs. At the end he gives the ‘‘ Declaration of Edward, King of the Mosquito 
Indians, in the presence of God, under the British Standard, set up at Senock 
Dawkra, on Sunday the 16 March, 1739/40,’ in which the King of the Indians 
acknowledges the sovereignty of Great Britain, and promises to help all the 
Indian Nations to throw off the Spanish yoke. 


The printed account does not contain the preliminary account of the author’s 
travels through the Mosquito Territory, nor King Edward’s Declaration. 


On the author’s death, his son, also Robert Hodgson, was appointed 
Superintendent, Agent, and Commander-in-Chief, a nettion he held i nine 
years, until he was recalled owing to the settlers complaining of his neglecting 
to visit the various settlements. In 1783 the Territory was made over to Spain 
and evacuated by the British settlers in 1786. ;

We have been unable to trace mention of this rare pamphlet in any biblio- 
graphy. 

In 1755 it was planned to strike a four-fold blow against the French in 
Canada, and Wm. Pitt was especially desirous of capturing Louisbourg, which was 
practically the Key to Canada and to the reduction of Quebec, Ticonderoga, and 
Fort Duquesne, the Key of the Great West. An expedition sent out in 1757 failed 
to attain its object owing to various delays, and much more important preparations 
were made the next year. 


In the early days of 1758 two British Fleets put to sea, one under Admiral 
Boscawen, was destined for Louisbourg, and the other, under Admiral Osborn, 
sailed to intercept Admiral La Clue’s fleet which was proceeding for the relief of 
Cape Breton Island. On June 2 the fleet approached Louisbourg, and after great 
difficulty landed some forces, under the command of Amhurst and Wolfe, and after 
a desperate siege the town surrendered on 27 July, 1758, all the French forces

The writer deplores 
the toleration shown by the residents of the American Islands towards strangers, 
whom they are more accustomed to meet than are the natives of inland colonies. 
He goes into the question of labour and climatic conditions, and cites, as a warning 
to European settlers, the case of French families in Martinique and English families 
in Jamaica, who had discovered by their own experience that it was impossible for 
them to become acclimatized, and having migrated to a cooler climate had obtained 
native labour, ‘‘ since they were the only ones capable of coping with the work on 
the plantations and in that heat.’’ With regard to European colonists in Florida, 
he states that half of the English and German families who had settled in Pensacola 
had died. Finally, he opines that all the produce which America is capable of 
yielding can be cultivated efficiently by the ‘‘ heroic patience and genial character ”’ 
of the Indians. Evidently, further arguments were intended but not committed to 


writing.

_ The survey was apparently made for the purpose of determining the value of 
this part of the Spanish dominions, to the Royal Treasury. As the writer points 
out, it was continually—on account of its geographical position no less than for its 
natural wealth—the happy hunting ground for smugglers, who deprived the Treasury 
of much revenue. In addition to a very full and interesting description of the place, 
the writer gives a detailed estimate of the cost of the Fort of San Carlos, which 
they proposed to construct on the coast of the Gulf of Darien adjacent to the River 
Cayman, and which amounted to over thirty-four thousand pesos. 


Mention is made of the early Indian name of Darien (which was originally 
called Uraba) and of the fertility of the land, which produced sugar, tobacco, coffee, 
cotton, etc., and which, further inland, provided pasture for sheep and cattle. 
‘‘ There is also an abundance of trees of various kinds suitable for the construction 
of ships and buildings . . . there is a quantity of game in the hills, and fish in 
the rivers and gulf which provide the sole sustenance for the Indian residents.”’ 


The River Darien, which is described as one of the most valuable in America, 
afforded navigation for big and small craft, and easy access to Popayan and Antio- 
guia, ‘‘ but navigation along this river is prohibited under penalty of death: never- 
theless much illicit commerce is conducted with the English and Dutch.’’ 


From Calidonia (site of the old Scotch settlement) to San Blas large quantities 
of tortoises were to be found, which the Indians sold to travellers ; while large tracts 
of land were available for plantations between the coast and the beginning of the 
Andes range ‘‘ which runs right through the Isthmus that divides these seas,’’ and 
the isthmus was called Darien or Panama. The writer notes that although the 
isthmus was discovered before the gulf, ‘‘ for Columbus the first discoverer of 
America, was in Portobello and navigated along this coast as far as the point of 
San Blas during his fourth voyage, it was not colonized by the Spaniards until after 
the gulf had been discovered by Rodrigo de la Bastida. It was conquered by Alonso 
de Ojeda in 1510, who founded a town in the bay of Uraba called San Sebastian, 
which was abandoned for fear of the many Indian enemies.’’ Further data relating 
to the discovery of Sta, Maria (where the first episcopal see was established in 1515) 
and the cultivation of the gold bearing districts by the Spaniards, are introduced in 
the course of this very interesting description, in which reference is made to the 
“ famous Scottish company of Darien, which was aided by the King of England and 
created much stir in Europe ’’; the garrison and fortifications at St. Andrews ; the 
ejection of the Scots; the history of the conflicting interests of English, Dutch, 
Spanish and French; and the need from the Spanish point of view—for fortifying 
Caymen with a view to breaking up the contraband trade on that coast.

Text of the Peace Treaty signed between Spain and France on the one 
part, and England on the other, in Paris on 10th February, 1763. 

By this Treaty, France ceded to Britain the whole of Canada, with Nova 
Scotia, the island of Cape Breton, and all other islands in the Gulf and River of 
St. Lawrence, ‘‘ without restriction, and precluding the possibility of any lawful 
claim being made, on any pretext, against this cession and guarantee; neither 
shall Great Britain be disturbed in the above-mentioned possessions.’? England 
also agreed to grant religious freedom to the French Catholics in Canada; certain 
rights to fishing in the Gulf of St. Lawrence; and ceded to France the islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon for the convenience of French fishermen. 


Moreover, the Mississippi was named as the boundary line dividing 
English and French territory in America; the line was to be drawn in the centre 
of the river, from its source to the Iberville, and from there across the lakes 
Maurepas and Pontchartrain to the sea; ‘‘ and to this end, the Most Christian 
King [Louis XV] cedes to His Britannic Majesty the River and Port of Mobile 
and all that he possesses or should have possessed to the left of the Mississippi, 
with the exception of the city and island of New Orleans which shall remain 
French’’; the navigation on the Mississippi being equally open to English and 
French subjects. 

By this Treaty, also, Britain restored to Spain all that had been conquered 
on the Island of Cuba, including the Garrison at Havana.

Translation: —‘‘In one paper . . . all the mining camps are indicated, 
their discovery, and their present state, manifesting the need to visit them and re- 
pair the damage wrought in them, for this is the principal nerve of that Dominion 
and the basis of the commerce and resources of the Royal Treasury. 


“In the branches (of revenue) respecting ‘ quintos ’, and King’s duty on gold 
and silver, the value of which exceeds one million and a hundred thousand pesos, 
there are good rules in force for the collection of taxes, which should not be altered, 
for by their means we obtain the Royal duties from the time of melting and marking 
the silver without there being any possibility of fraud or arrears of payment; for 
in the case of those mines which are treated with quicksilver, the miner guarantees 
the payment in respect of this ingredient, when it is apportioned to him from the 
Royal chests. . . . Much has been done by the Viceroys, during repeated con- 
ferences, to obtain similar terms with regard to the gold, but as this precious metal 
does not consume quicksilver . . . and its small bulk and universal use for 
jewellery encourages its concealment, (!) the precautions taken do not succeed in 
preventing the Treasury from being defrauded of many of its rightful taxes in spite 
of the strictest measures taken in penalising the silversmiths,’? but as there were 
not many goldmines in New Spain, the losses were not considerable. The revenue 
from excise was one of the principal resources of the Treasury in New Spain, the 
amount approximating a pilin and a half pesos per annum. The laws which, in 
their literal interpretation, seemed somewhat severe, were made more palatable b 
the Viceroys and Ministers ‘‘ who with prudence, smoothed matters, and adjuste 
the laws to the needs of the country and its inhabitants, so that the duties are 
obtained with equity and in proportion to the trade. As this duty has been intro- 
duced in proportion to the building up of cities, towns and villages, it’ has been 
gradually extended according to the wealth and condition of the respective districts. 

n Mexico, Puebla, Veracruz, Oaxaca, Mechoacan, San Luis de Potosi, Guadalaxara 
and numerous other cities and towns, the receipts are at the rate of six per cent, 
that part of the land being peaceful and free from the insults and hostile incursions 
of the Indian barbarians. In New Vizcaya this [excise law] was not in force until 
the year 1728, when the Viceroy, the Marques de Casafuerte, began by introducing 
a species of voluntary acknowledgment, and, once the dominion was at peace, it was 
formally established at the rate of four per cent. in the year 1744. . . . 


“The five provinces which compose the Government of Sinaloa, used to con- 
tribute (until the present time) more than a mere acknowledgement, of two pesos 
per load on clothing from Europe, and one, on materials from this country . . .”

and merchants residing on the Indian frontiers, who assisted with “ both their per- 
sonal services and fortunes in defending the country against the incursions of the 
barbarians, for which ——. the garrisons are inadequate, in view of the extent of 
these frontiers. The big districts, which include the governments of New Mexico, 
Texas, New Leon and Santander, do not pay duty at ail, being continually invaded 
by the heathen; the first two to such an extent that one cannot travel across 
country without an escort, the owners of estates finding it imperative to maintain a 
large number of armed retainers to guard their cattle, etc. And the last two pro- 
vinces are exempt from paying duty on account of the barrenness of the land, its 
poverty and lack of mines and profitable produce.’’ It is explained how the work of 
the Treasury was organised in Mexico where the Chief accountant resided ; and how 
the officiais were obliged to attend personally for a certain number of hours daily— 
and sometimes were obliged to work overtime !—in order to get through the busi- 
ness connected with silver and gold, ‘‘ quintos,’’ tributes, private estates, stamped 
documents, and slaves. The Indians, being exempt from paying excise duty,’ were 
obliged to pay tribute at the following rates: married men were taxed two pesos per 
annum, and bachelors of sixteen and upwards, ten redles in silver; the widows and 
spinsters as well as old people of both sexes above the age of sixty, being free from 
taxation. It was stated that their predilection for drink and the filthy state in 
which they lived, often caused epimedics to spread throughout the countryside, 
which caused the death of one third of the population. In accordance with these 
calamities and the loss of the maize crops which formed the Indians’ staple food, the 
authorities showed them ‘‘ Christian consideration ’’ in regulating the taxes payable 
by them. The natives were not, however, taxed at all in the mineral-bearing dis- 
tricts, on account of the value of their services in extracting precious metals from 
the mines. The newly converted heathen were similary ‘‘nursed’’ by a shrewd 
Government, so that they might willingly remain adherents to the Spanish Church 
and vassals of the Spanish monarch; and attract other barbarians to the fold. 
Indian Chiefs and those who were employed to look after the Churches, were also 
exempt from taxation. 


With regard to saltmines, although there were many to be found by the sea, 
their distance from the towns and the difficulty of transporting the produce—by 
means of pack mules—made their development thoroughly unprofitable. 


Quicksilver for the treatment of precious metals, was imported from Europe 
and sometimes from Peru, and afforded a substantial return in increased revenue. 
The quicksilver was received in Mexico and from there was distributed throughout 
the various mining districts in the surrounding country, according to their individual 


requirements. 


This interesting manuscript also refers to the ecclesiastical tithes, and to the 
authority of the bishops, whose power was sometimes distinctly embarrassing to the 
secular rulers. Mention is also made of the laws regulating the erection and endow- 
ment of churches. 


The tithe due to the King on the pearl fisheries was not as great as it might 
have been owing to the difficulty of transporting the gems from the distant sea- 
shore to the towns. 


The revenue from stamped documents ‘ saleable’? Government appoint- 
ments, etc., was, on the other hand, proportionately high ; whilst a substantial sum 
was paid annually, out of the revenue from excise, for the maintenance of the 


Barlovento Fleet.

Upon the Western Frontier, the Borderers are engag’d 
wth the New York Borderers, and now and then, one or two are killed in ye 
encounter, & the animosity is increasing. Our sons of hberty are afraid this will 
break or weaken the connexion between the two colonies: I wish this may be the 
worst consequence. In the center we are tolerably quiet. There is no fewel. If a 
seizure should be made here, and a flame does not burst out immediately. I shall 
hope we are returning to our formerly orderly state, but I do not believe the people 
in Boston have more virtue than the people of Falmouth.’’ Etc.

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This Roman Catholic Prayer Book, in the language of the Montagnais 
i Indians, was printed by Quebec’s first printer. Thomas says: ‘‘ Soon after the 
E organization of the government of the Province by the British, a printing house 
was established in Quebec by William Brown and Thomas Gilmore, under the firm 
of Brown and Gilmore. They were the first who introduced the art into Canada.” 
Earlier than this, during the French occupation of Canada, books had been pub- 

lished with the Quebec imprint, but they were all actually printed in Paris. 


Father Jean Baptiste de la Brosse was born in 1724 at Magnac, Angoumois, 
France, and went to Canada in 1754 as a Jesuit Missionary. He first worked on 
’ the Abenaki Mission, held various positions in the College of Quebec, and finally 
3 succeeded Father Coquart as the head of the Montagnais Mission in 1765. Fixing 

his headquarters at Tadaaane at the mouth of the Saquenay, a rendezvous for the 

Montagnais Indians and for the traders of the lower St. Lawrence, his apostolate 
E radiated from that point along the Labrador Coast, to the French settlements on 
the South shore of the great river, to the Micmacs of Restigouche, and as far east 
as Prince Edward Island. Besides Christian doctrine, he taught the Montagnais 
reading, writing, and plain-song. 


He had 3000 copies of the Montagnais alphabet, and 2000 copies of a cate- 
chism and Prayer Book printed in the Montagnais language at Quebec in 1767. 
The latter is one of the first books printed in Canada. It bears the author’s name 
in Montagnais ‘ Tshitstiisahigan,’ which signifies a broom or brush, in allusion to 
his family name. His inland mission field embraced all the region watered by the 
Saguenay and Lake St. John. He braved the stubborn ferocity of the Naskapi 
Indians, who had so far resisted every attempt to convert them. A forest ‘fire, 
whose ravages he is said to have miraculously stopped, was the occasion of their 
consenting to hear the Gospel. Father de la Brosse left a reputation of holiness 
which still endures. His remains lie in the old mission-chapel of Tadousac.

‘The writer mentions that the vessels which had been constructed for the 
expedition to Sonora were so badly made that they would have to be burnt; “ and 
the expedition has only been an expense to the King, a loss of troops, and has

Concerning the Admiralty’s decision to form a settlement at Port Egmont. 


Secret Instructions to Capt. John McBride, Commander of H.M.S. Jason, 
from E. of Egmont, C. Saunders, and A. Keppel, for the establishing of the 
proposed settlement. McBride on his arrival there, renamed some of the Islands 
the Jason Islands, and two others Saunders and Keppel Islands. 

_, Letter from Capt. McBride to E. of Egmont, dated Jason, Port Egmont, 
April 6. 1766. Received June 19. Describing his arrival at the Falkland Islands, 
his voyage out, and some particulars regarding the Islands. 


i Orders to McBride, 13 Sept., 1766, from the Admiralty, saying that it is 
intended to relieve him, and ordering him to go to Berkley Sound, as there were 
rumours of an establishment there*by another European Power. 


Letter from McBride to Mr. Stephens, Sec. to the Admiralty, Jason, in the 
Downs, March 21, 1767; telling of the most recent happenings in the Falklands, 
and of his discovery of a French Settlement at Berkley Sound, and enclosing the 
correspondence which had passed between himself and the French Commandant 
Mons. de Bougainville de Nerville. 

Letter from McBride to the French Commandant, 4 Dec., 1766. Saying 
that the Islands are British property, and desiring ‘‘to be informed upon what 
authority you have erected a settlement.’’ 

Nerville’s letter to McBride, 4 Dec., 1766. Saying that he does not under- 
stand English, but that he is sending Mons. Desperiers to find out what McBride’s 
business is in his harbour. 

Letter from Bougainville de Nerville to McBride, 5 Dec., 1766. Saying that 
the French had been there since 1764, and that he had not heard any news to the 
effect that England and France were at war with each other! 

McBride’s answer to Nerville, Dec. 6, 1766. Saying that his intentions were 
not hostile, that he was only examining the Islands, but that he was going to land 
with forces sufficient to defend himself should he be attacked, and asking leave to 
look over the French Settlement. 

After this inspection of the French Settlement McBride returned to England. 
In the meantime Spain had found out about this settlement, and France gave 
way in the matter, and a small Spanish force took possession. Capt. Hunt of the 
‘‘ Tamar,’ and Capt. Farmer were left in command of the British Settlement. 
On a surveying expedition Hunt encountered one of the Spanish vessels on a 
similar mission, and soon afterwards returned to England, Capt. Maltby taking 
his place. News was sent through to Buenos Aires, and a powerful Spanish force 
was sent to Port Egmont and at the actual commencement of hostilities the small 
British settlement capitulated. War nearly broke out between England and Spain, 
Spain being finally obliged to give up her claim to the Islands. The documents 
relating to this comprise :— 

Letter from Capt. Hunt to Philip Stevens (Secretary of the Admiralty), 
dated New Exchange Coffee House, 7th July, 1770, giving him the best account 
he is able to, of the Soil, etc., of Falkland’s Islands. 

Letter from Capt. Hunt to Mr. Stevens, dated Plymouth Sound, 3 June, 
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1770, telling of his meeting a Spanish Schooner, and of the arrival of a strong 
Spanish force at the Islands, and enclosing various documents. 


Letter from Don Philip Ruiz Puente to Capt. Hunt, 30 Nov., 1769. In 
which the Spanish Governor of the Falkland Is. wishes Hunt ‘a long and happy 
life ”? and wants to know why he has stopped the Spanish surveying vessel within 
the King of Spain’s Dominions. 


Ditto, to Capt. Hunt, 30 Nov., 1769. Sending him a present, wishing him 
again “a long and happy life,’’ and supposing that his being on these Coasts is 
purely accidental, and suggesting that he leaves as quickly as possible! 


Capt. Hunt to Ruiz Puente, telling the Spanish Governor that the Islands 
are British Territory, and giving him six months to clear out, and incidentally 
omitting to wish him a long and happy life! 


Protest of Mario Plata, 10 Dec., 1769, written on board the Tamar, in which 
he states, among other things, that Capt. Hunt’s sailing into la Solidad Harbour, 
will be treated as an insult to Spain. 


Letter from Ruiz Puente to Hunt, 12 Dec., 1769, giving him a second warn- 
ing to leave the Islands, together with all the other British Subjects at Port 
Egmont. 


Letter from Hunt to Ruiz Puente, 16 Dec., 1769, giving him a second warning 
to quit the Islands. 


Protest from Mario Plata, Dec. 18, 1769, dated from the Spanish vessel the 
“ St. Philip’? in Port Egmont Harbour. Protesting against Hunt having tried 
to prevent his sailing into Port Egmont: then having tried to prevent his leaving; 
and laying all the blame on Hunt. 


Letter from Don Ferd. de Rubalcava to Capt. Hunt, 20 Feb., 1770. Rubal- 
cava was in command of the Spanish forces from Buenos Aires, and put into Port 
Egmont on a pretext of wanting water. He only stopped eight days, and in this 
letter warns Capt. Hunt to leave the Spanish Dominions, 


_ Capt. Hunt to Rubalcava, 20 Feb. 1770, saying that the Islands are British 
by right of original discovery, and warning him to evacuate them. 


Capt. Hunt now sailed for England leaving Maltby and Farmer in command. 


Letter from Capt. Maltby to Philip Stephens, dated Mother Bank, 22 Sept., 
1770, in which he acquaints the Admiralty of his having been turned out of Port 
Egmont by the Spanish, and enclosing his documents. 


Letter from Capt. Maltby to the Spanish Commodore, 8 June, 1770, saying 
that as he has now had the water he asked for, it is time for him to leave. 


The Spanish Commodore to Capt. Maltby, 8 June, 1770, in which John 
Ignacio Madariaga tells Maltby that he is to leave the Islands, and that his forces 
are infinitely superior, and able to force him to do go. 


Maltby to Madariaga, 9 June, 1770, in which h { i i 
charge to the utmost of his power. ee eee. 


Capt. Farmer’s letter to Mr. Stevens, on board the “ Favorite,’’ 22 Sept. 
1770, describing a cruize among the Islands, and telling of the arrival of the 
Spanish forces at Port Egmont, and of how they had been ordered to leave. and 
how on the commencement of firing they had decided that resistance was useless, 
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and had hoisted a flag of truce, and asked for Articles of Capitulation. Describing 
we Tg of the Spaniards, and their occupation of the Port, and enclosing his 
ocuments. 


f Capt. Hunt’s orders to Capt. Farmer, 19 Feb., 1770, telling him of his duties, 
with orders for the further survey of the Islands, etc. 


Letter of Capt. Farmer to Madariaga, 8 June, 1770. Warning him to leave 
Port Egmont, as he had received the water supply he asked for. 


_ Madariaga to Farmer, 8 June, 1770, describing his overwhelming forces, and 
ordering him to quit the Islands. 


_ Madariaga to Farmer and Maltby, June 9, 1770, threatening to turn the 
British out by force of arms, and giving them fifteen minutes to decide, before 
opening fire on them. 


Madariaga to Farmer and Maltby, June 9, 1770, answering their letters and 
confirming his last letter. 


Capt. Farmer to Madariaga, 9 June, 1770, saying that ‘‘ words are not 
always deemed Hostilities,’’ and that he cannot imagine that his threats would 
be put into execution in a time of peace, and that, in any case, he was determined 
to defend his charge, were the time limit even less than fifteen minutes. 


The Spaniards now landed some forces and commenced the attack; Farmer 
and Maltby, seeing their position hopeless, capitulated. 


ARTICLES oF CapituLaTION. The seven Articles of Capitulation, giving in 
aralle! columns those suggested by Farmer and Maltby, and those agreed to by 
adariaga, signed at the end ‘‘ Abordo de la Yndustria en dada en la Bahia de 

la Cruzada a 10 de Junio de 1770. Jean Ign. Madariaga.’’ 


Then follows an ‘‘ Extract of Sir Richard Hawkins’s Voyage to the South 
Sea in 1593,” in which is related the discovery of the Falkland Islands, or

the South Sea, by Monsieur Frezier in 1712-4,”’ in which he acknowledges Hawkins’

the wealth of the mining camps; the Jesuit Missions of Sinaloa and Sonora. He 
attributes the three principal reasons for the “‘ present unfortunate condition ”’ 
of the country to: the rebellion of the Pimas and Seris in Sonora in 1751-2; the 
ease with which the Indians in the ‘‘ reduced ’’? areas were roused to rebellion not 
only in the district under the jurisdiction of Sonora, but in Ostimuri, Alamos and 
Fuerte; and the scarcity of skilled labour for the mines. He suggests as remedies: 
the organization of a force of militia composed of Spaniards and Indians; disarm- 
ament of the general native population; and the imposition of tributes, based on 
the suggested plan of Galvez, the Inspector-General.

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THE RE-DISCOVERY OF EASTER ISLAND.

An extremely interesting journal, of the greatest value and importance for 
the early history of discovery among the South Sea Islands. On June 9, 1770, a 
strong Spanish force had turned out the English from their settlement in the 
Falkland Islands, gt Port Egmont (see No. 3087 in this catalogue). England had 
claimed the Islands from the fact that they were first seen by ee famous English- 
man Sir Richard Hawkins, in 1593. But Boain feared that an English settlement 
in those seas would be a menace to the whole of her South American possessions, 
and had not forgotten the havoc caused by Drake and his small force. At the 
same time Don Manuel de Amat, the Spanish Viceroy of Peru had recalled to his 
memory the fact that in the year 1687 the English Captain, Edward Davis, had 
discovered away out in the Pacific Ocean an island which he had named Davis or 
David Island. As England had, unknown to Spain, formed a settlement in the 
Falkland Islands, there was also the possibility that she had done the same at 
David Island, which would equally be a menace to Spanish America, so the 
Viceroy determined to send out an expedition to re-discover this island, explore 
it, make friends with the natives or turn out the colony of any other nation which 
might have settled there, if possible. This present journal is the record of that 
expedition for the re-discovery of David Island and of its later explorations 
towards the islands of the Chiloe Archipelago. 


‘‘ Whatever may be the identity of the island met with by Davis, the fact 
that the one explored by the Spanish ships under Captains Felipe Gonzalez and 
Antonio Domonte in 1770 was Easter Island admits of no question. It agreed in 
the particulars assigned to Davis’s discovery, however, only in its reputed 
situation, in lacking the protection of a barrier reef, and in having been previ- 
ously visited by no more than one European voyager—in this case Master Jacob 
Roggeveen in 1722, who gave to it the name Paasch or ‘‘ Easter ’’ island by which 


it is still generally known.”’ 


This is the original manuscript earns! of the voyage, from a copy 
of which, Bolton Glanvill Corney has made his translation which was pub- 
lished in 1908 by the Hakluyt Society as ‘‘ Gonzalez Voyage to Easter Island in 
1770-1.” In his introduction, Corney states: ‘‘ The third journal which is the 
fullest and perhaps the best, is from the pen of Don Francisco Antonio de Aguera 
y Infanzon, who sailed as first pilot in the Santa Rosalia with the rank of Alferez 
de Fragata or Sub-Lieutenant . . . in translating this-journal I have used 
the official copy filed in the Archivo General de Indias; but two other copies 
(Continued over) 
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made from it in pursuance of the Royal Command dated Jan. 1st, 1778, arg in 
the library of th Real Academia de la Historia at Madrid and these were collated 
and found to be the same. A fourth copy of Aguera’s journal is in the Manuseript 
Room of the British Museum. . . It will be noticed that none of the journals 
include particulars of the homeward voyage from Chiloe to Callao.”’ This latter 
statement is of great importance, since the MS. offered herewith does contain the 
daily records of the voyage from Chiloe and ends with the date 29th March, 1771, 
when the expedition regained the shores of Callao. We have examined the MS. 
at the British Museum, which gives more often an abridged record of the daily 
navigation than the identical text of our MS.; moreover, there are no silhouette 
drawings of the coast of Easter Island, such as appear in this one, and the text 
of the copy ends abruptly on the dates 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th January, whereas 
our MS. finishes in a manner far more in keeping with a complete diary, the final 
page bearing the signature Franco. Anto. Aguera under the paragraph: “I give 
infinite thanks to the Almighty that, after navigating for more than five and a 
half months, He has deigned to restore us to the port of our goal, where we should 
incessantly pay tribute to Him for such great benefits, beseeching Him to continue 
to give us His saintly help so that all our work may redound to the honour and 
glory of His Church, the service of our Monarch, and honour of the Spanish nation. 
—On board the frigate Sta. Rosalia, 29th March, 1771.’’ As the original has 
admittedly never found its way into an official archive, it was probably in the 
private possession of the writer or his family. 


As Corney states in his book, the voyage was conducted ‘‘ under instructions 
issued by the Viceroy of Peru in obedience to a Royal command, for the purpose 
of annexing a portion of land in the Eastern Pacific Ocean believed to be about 
six hundred leagues west from the coast of Chile, in the latitude of Copiapo. : 
The land they were instructed to search for and explore, and annex to the 
dominions of the Spanish monarch was that which had been reported by Edward 
Davis in 1687, and was still mystically designated the Island of David. What they 
did find proved to be the same as Paasch or Haster Island—a name which had been 
bestowed upon it by Mynher Jacob Roggeveen who, in 1722, was the first European 
to definitely discover and set foot upon its shores whilst endeavouring to discover 
Australia. Pending a determination of its identity the Spaniards favoured its 
earlier designation Tierra de David, and they carried instructions to rename it 
after their Sovereign, which they loyally obeyed, though itS appelation of San 
Carlos has not survived.’? Remarking upon reference books which mention the 
discovery of Easter Island, Corney makes the following important statement : 
‘“ Tt is further customary—it might be said almost universal—in the same class of 
books, to omit all mention of the expedition under Don Felipe Gonzalez, who was 


the first explorer to refind Easter Island after the more widely known visit of 
Jacob Roggeveen.”’ 


; Quoting from our original manuscript, we find it recorded that the expedi- 
tion left the port of Callao (Peru) on the 10th October, 1770, ‘“‘ Commissioned for 
the purpose of exploring the Island of David and other islands in the South Seas,”’ 
under the supreme command of Captain Phelipe Gonzalez Haedo. There were 
two ships: the frigate Sta. Rosalia, on which the writer of the diary sailed, under 
the command of Captain Antonio Domonte, with a crew of 300, and 26 guns; and 
the warship San Lorenzo, carrying 70 guns. From about 3 leagues S.SH. off the 
island of San Lorenzo (Callao) Aguera took his ‘‘ point of departure, taking as a 
basic point latitude 12° 5’ and longitude 298° 45’ meridian of Teneriffe, according 
to Bellin’s French chart,’’ from which he made his calculations practically through- 
out the voyage. Proceeding to the south-west, the writer describes the route and 
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observations made on the way to the Isla de David. Once or twice they were 
deceived by the presence of strange birds and what appears to have been a mirage 
of clouds into imagining that they had almost reached the elusive island. On the 
1oth November they finally sighted land at 27° 2’ lat., 267° 1’ longitude, of which 
the writer gives some rough coloured drawings and a detailed geographical descrip- 
tion. He gives an interesting description of their reception by the native Indians, 
and his impressions of them. ‘‘ They seemed to have had no commercial relations 
with any European, Asiatic or American nation, possessing no jewels, metals or 
clothes. Their religion is idolatry and in no respect do they resemble the Indians 
of Chile, Peru and New Spain, these islanders being very tall and well proportioned. 
Being so docile, I think it would be easy to domesticate and convert them to any 
religious belief.”’ They were apparently communists in practice of not in political 
theory, playfully taking possession of anything they fancied, and as cheerfully 
surrendering their property to anyone who desired it; while as proof of their 
intelligence, the writer mentions that they were fond of repeating: the sentence in 
Spanish: ‘‘ Long live the King of Spain, Charles III ’’!

_. On the 20th November, a number of troops landed, and after a picturesque 
military and religious ceremony, formal possession was taken, in the name of the 
Spanish king, the island being given the new name of San Carlos.

There follows a quaint vocabulary of as many native words as the writer 
could master, which is of considerable philological interest inasmuch as it must 
have been the first dictionary of its kind ever compiled. There are further draw- 
ings by Aguera, whose particular work it was to chart the islands and make the 
minutest records and observations. He has, however, also given many interesting 
’ records of a less technical nature which render his manuscript a far more readable 

relation than if he had kept within the confines of a purely formal logbook. There 

is much interesting information regarding the Viceroy’s instructions for a survey 
of the Chilean Archipelagos of Madre de Dios and Chonos, and of their navigation 
— along the Chilean coast from the island of Chiloe (where they stayed for a short 
time) to Juan Fernandez Island (Robinson Crusoe’s Island) and Callao, records 
which do not come into Corney’s book—his translation ending with the record 
for January 9th—and have therefore, presumably, never yet been published. 


It was the success of this expedition which led directly to the further Spanish 
exploring expeditions among the Pacific Islands, and particularly those of Com- 
manders Boenechea, Gayangos, and Cayetano de Langara in their quest and 
b occupation of Tahiti during the years 1772-1776.

An extremely important manuscript for the history of California, containing 
the actual text of Anza’s Diary of his expedition by land into Upper California, 
when he was commissioned by Bucareli, the Viceroy of New Spain, *‘ to open up a 
route to the said Province, by way of the Rivers Gila and Colorado.’’ 


The importance of the records contained in this manuscript are emphasized 
in view of the very few data concerning this expedition, which are extant in printed 
works on the early pioneer work in California. Some mention is made of it in 
Elliott Coues’ book ‘‘ On the Trail of a Spanish Pioneer,’’ in the prefatory pages 
to his translation of Garces’ Diary of 1775-6. Garces was, of course, a member of 
this party under Anza’s command, and the expedition was his fourth ‘‘ entrada ”’ 
into California. Of this, Elliott Coues states: ‘‘ Arricivita’s Libro Quarto, entitled 
Hezpedicion que se mando’ hacer para la Communicacion de la Sonora con los nuevos 
establecimientos de Monterey, records this notable entrada at some length. The 
best account is said to be Anza’s own MS. entitled Descubrimiento de Sonora a 
Californias, afio de 1774.’? The daily record of Anza’s travels and observations— 
possessing a charm and value which tar exceed all printed records—have therefore 
never been fully revealed before. 


The expedition consisted of a party of thirty-four: the Commandant, Don 
Juan Baptista de Anza, Fray Juan Diaz, Fray Francisco Garcés, twenty soldiers 
from the Garrison at Tubac, one from Mexico, who was sent by the Viceroy on 
account of his knowledge of the road to California, a native of California who was 
conversant with the languages, an interpreter of the Pima language, a carpenter 
from Tubac, five muleteers, and two of Anza’s personal servants. They took with 
them thirty-five loads of ‘‘ supplies and munitions, tobacco, luggage, and other 


things required for use in an unknown land,” sixty-five cattle, and a hundred and 
forty horses.

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Anza’s Californian Diary—coniinued. 


The diary has been arranged with the text between two marginal columuns,. 
the one on the left recording the dates, and that on the right, the number of 
leagues traversed. There is a separate entry for every day, except two periods at 
the end of March and beginning of April, when they were obliged to halt on account 
of the heavy rains. 

The opening record is dated Saturday, the eighth of January, 1774, when 
*‘a solemn mass was chanted in the morning and Divine help was solicited for 
this expedition . . . and at one in the afternoon the march began, and after 
walking a league, a halt was made in order to spend the night by the ford of San 
Xavier del Bac. 

““On the 9th, at eight in the morning, we continued the march in a south- 
south-westerly direction towards the Pima districts which we call ‘del Péniente ’ 
(western), and the Garrison of Altar, which is situated amongst them, and is the 
nearest of the Sonora Garrisons that lie towards the Gulf of California. 

** Although such a route might have been dispensed with, since the port of 
Monterrey and its environs should have been approached from the north-west of 
the Garrison under my command (Tubac), nevertheless, in order to dispel the doubt 
that there is an outlet to the Rivers Gila and Colorado, I was obliged to modify 
my decision which I have always wished to make, for the followng reasons : — 


“The first, to take, for greater certainty, the middle course to the Cali- 
fornian bay and the Philippine ocean (the Pacific) in order to make it impossible 
to mistake the road which leads from Old California to the New, which will be 
our guide, and which we shall do our utmost to find with the little experience we 
have, for we know not the latitude or degree, nor have we met anyone who does. 


“<The second is: that the stables of the Garrison under my command having 
been attacked, on the 2nd of last month, by a large number of Apaches, who stole 
about a hundred and thirty horses, some of which were reserved for this expedition 
—losses which could not be easily replaced in the town—and the most favourable 
season for undertaking this journey, passing, I decided not to delay any longer ; 
and, being able to replace some of my losses in the towns to which I have alluded, 
I decided to pass that way, requesting the Governor of the Provinces to facilitate 
the supply of my needs when the time came. 


‘Finally, I found it expedient to make investigations from time to time, 
with regard to the Pimerian route adjacent to the Gulf of California, which is the 
only convenient road by which necessary supplies can be conducted to the said 
peninsula, and thefts by Apaches are not recorded along that part of the coast, 
which immense advantage is not likely to be experienced on any other route that. 
might be opened. 

“* At prayer-time, we concluded the journey for this day, having marched 
eight leagues to the place called Aribac, which had been inhabitated by some 
Spanish sheep-farmers until the year 1751, when it was laid waste by the rising of 
the Pima nation, who murdered all the other inhabitants. This place boasts some 
good gold and silver mines, which were worked until the year 1767, when they were 
abandoned on account of the persecutions of the Apaches, in whose dwellings have: 
been found ingots and bars of virgin gold, some of a fair size, which I have seen. 
There are several springs in the interior of the Sierras, the principal one being in 
the once-populated district, but it is not abundant.” . 


Of these records, Elliott Coues states: ‘ Arricivita is very curt along here 
but from other sources the route can be traced pretty closely.’’ The diary gives 
daily records of the expedition, with Anza’s extremely interesting observations on 
people, places, and historical events. 

From Agua Escondida, where they halted for two days on account of the 


snowfall and rain, they proceeded on the 13th towards the S.S.W., and reached! 
(Continued over) 
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Anza’s Californian Diary—continued. 


Saric at nightfall. He comments on the natural wealth and fertility of the land, 
“which could provide for two thousand families,’’ but which is undeveloped on 
account of the activities of the Apaches. ‘‘ Seven or eight leagues to the north- 
east is Arizona, where, in the year 1736, lumps of virgin silver, weighing up toa 
hundred and fifty arrobas [each arroba weighs 25lbs.] were said to have been 
found. This has been doubted, but certain it is that there are many alive to-day 
who possessed them, and could verify the statement by documentary evidence— 
such as my father, who placed an embargo on them, considering that they belonged 
by right to His Majesty, which step was not altogether approved by the governing 
body of the city of Mexico, although it was by the State Council of Castille.” 


The 14th saw them setting off early in the morning along the river towards 
the 8.8.W., ‘‘ the river taking its course from the Busani, which is about a league 
and a half from Saric; and after marching some four leagues, we halted in the 
district of la Cuesta, or Estancia.’’’ The following day they passed the Pima 
encampment at Tubutama, which was close to the one at Santa Teresa, and a 
further two leagues’ march brought them to the native township of San Francisco 
del Ati, where they halted for the night. These lands comprised gold-bearing earth, 
and were also suitable for farming, but again the marauding Apache made life too 
precarious to encourage Spaniards to settle in the district. From here the road 
diverged to the west, and, on the 16th, they halted at Oquitoa after marching six 
leagues. The following day brought them to Altar, where they halted on account 
of the threatening weather, and for the purpose of obtaining ‘‘ relays ”’ of horses, 
Captain Bernardo de Urrea, the officer in command of the Garrison, supplying 
them with better horses. This Garrison was one of the interior towns least 
disturbed by the Apaches, ‘‘ who seldom reach it, and even less, the towns which 
follow the course of the River—which, though flowing towards the Californian 
Gulf, does not entirely empty itself there, because from Altar the volume of water 
begins to grow less and the land becomes sandy.” 


On the 18th the rain prevented them from walking, but the followi 7 
reached Pitic; and the day after, saw them at Buon: where they vane y a 
mules which had been ordered beforehand. In the district between Pitic and Vidani 
the Pimas and Seris Indians showed no signs of further rebellion such as the one of 
1768, to which Anza refers. Here there were silver mines and a certain amount 
of copper ; and, twenty-five leagues from Vidani, ‘‘ in the Gulf of California, there 
are abundant saltmines.”’ : , 


On the 22nd they resumed their march, leaving Caborca a i 
re-shoeing the mules, and arriving at San Ildefonso for the aera Te ae 
brought their train to Aribaipia, ‘‘ which is known to our men as San Eduardo.” 

These people greatly resembled 
the Pimas, in language, customs and other respects, but were more civilized than 


the latter. ‘‘ These Papagos are no longer as hostile toward 

agos ¢ s us as on the few 
occasions when they rebelled. . . and _as often as not the townships contain 
quite as many Spaniards as Indians.’’ The place is described as ‘“‘the most 


wretched imaginable,’’ water being extremely scarce, and the ec i 

consequence. The produce consisted almost. exclusively of orn ee 
water melons. In spite of the wretchedness of the Papago districts, we have 
never been able to induce them to establish their homes with us, notwithstandin 

all the advantages offered to them.’’ On account of the nomadic habits of these 
people, induced by the unstable water supply, it was impossible to locate their 
encampments or arrive at any definite estimate of their population. These people 
amongst whom were Christians and heathen, occupied the area between the Rivas 
Gila and Colorado, a district which was remarkably sterile, but which could, with 
little labour, have been fertilized by means of artificial waterways. The remotest 
Papago district was at Gila, where the people considered themselves legitimate 
Pimas, and were the only members of their tribe who understood the patents of 
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agriculture, growing wheat, maize, cotton and other produce. On the 24th they 
took advantage of the wells which had been opened at San Eduardo the previous day, 
to water their horses, and proceeded past the mountain range to a water pool, San 
Juan de Mata, where they spent the night. From here they took a north-westerly 
route, the following day, passing close to the Cerros, and at night fall halted at a 
sandbank, near which a path led to a precious well of water. 


A circuitous route brought them to Quitobac the following day, where ‘“‘ the 
Governor came out to meet me, very amiably, and I responded in the same way.’’ 
This place was known to the Jesuits as San Luis de Bacapa, and was one of the 
most fertile district inhabited by the Papagos. The district was almost encircled 
by mountains to the south and west, and the following night they halted‘at the 
foot of a hill, whence they proceeded, the following morning, to San Marcelo de 
Sonoitac. Here there was a plain, bounded on all sides by rocks which rose into 
the mountain range in the distance, leaving an opening only to the N.N.E., ‘‘ where 
* og aa is visible some six leagues away, which the Pimas and Papagos call 

uboc. 


He describes how they came upon quantities of ‘‘ tepustete’’ stone, which is. 
supposed to indicate the existence of gold in the earth, and how he ordered a 
quantity of it to he carried away for the purpose of testing its action on metalic 
earth, but without any immediate success. rom here the scarcity of water was. 
@ serious inconvenience both to men and beasts, but on the lst of February they 
came upon a cascade of rainwater amongst some rocks, where the animals drank 
appreciatively. This district attracted a certain number of Papagos who were wont. 
to hunt wild sheep, which somewhat resembled stags. ‘‘ These animals live in 
rocky districts, climbing high, and their flesh is better than venison.’’ He called 
this Spring Purificacion, and here learned that part of the train which had been 
allotted the use of another spring, called the Aguage Empinado, had arrived there 
after much fatigue. ‘‘ In view of the fatigue of the pack mules, I resolved to await, 
them here, and send the muleteer the few which I brought with my own baggage, 
by way of reinforcements.’’ The following day, the rest of the pack-mules arrived, 
so tired after their journey, that Anza resolved to wait a day before proceeding. 
On the 4th they encamped near some wells five leagues away, which they named 
Pozos del Medio. On the 5th they marched between mountain ranges until they 
reached a hidden spring, which they took to be the one which the Jesuits called 
** Aqua Escondida.”’ ere they met a Papago who had arrived from the Gila and 
Colorado, and, having heard of the approach of Anza’s expedition, warned him that 
some of his people had determined to prevent their entry, ‘‘ and even to kill me 
and the two Padres who accompanied me in order to rob our horses and supplies,”’ 
He added that the Yuma Chieftan, who was called Palma, had been unable to dis- 
suade them from their evil inclination, and had declared his intention of standing 
by Anza, with his own followers and some allies, 


‘‘ This news, while not greatly alarming me, served as a light to guide me, in 
the event of the rumour having some foundation, and enabled me to take the neces- 
sary steps to avoid any friction, which would have been of no advantage at this 
stage.’ Conferring with the Padres, he despatched the Papago on one of his own 
horses, with a message to Palma, asking the chieftain to interview him before reach- 
ing the rivers, where the rebels were. On the 7th the messenger met the train, 
accompanied by one of the Yuma officers, ‘‘as Palma was not at his Rancheria. 
This man assured me that he and his pee were disposed to be friendly towards 
us and were prepared to welcome us. his officer came with eight other individuals 
who carried no more arms, clothing or luggage than a bow and a few arrows, 
mounted on good horses.’’ He spoke kindly to them, telling them to assure their 
people that he meant them no harm; ‘‘which was almost unnecessary, for that 
afternoon, we met more than two hundred Indians, all delighted at our arrival, who

strated their friendship by throwing up lumps of earth, shouting and laugh- 
oe and the more they saw af us and our clothes and appointments, the more they 
marvelled.”? Elliott Coues describes this reception admirably in his book “‘ On the 
trail of a Spanish Pioneer,’’? and how Palma arrived on the scene later, and was 
advised to swear allegiance to the Spanish Crown. He refers to the Isla de la 
Trinidad, an island formed by_the boundary of the Gila and a tributary of the 
Colorado, where Palma and his Yumas lived ; and which was * practically the site of 
Kino’s San Dionisio of 1700.” 


On the 9th February the expedition forded the Gila and Colorado rivers, Anza 
measuring the height and width of the latter, but not the former, on account of its 
junction with the Colorado which might have been misleading, ‘* but according to 
the statements of the Indians, one can assume that the Gila is one half less m all 
dimensions, but better in the quality of its water, although both rivers are some- 
what inclined to be salty.’ 


As Elliott Coues states: ‘‘ Here is the initial point of the entrada into Cali- 
fornia. It is impossible to trace the route henceforth from Arricivita with requisite 
precision ; but coupling the old chronicler’s account with data derived from Anza’s 
MS. diary, as digested in Bancroft’s History of California, we can follow the 
expedition approximately.’? The manuscript offered herewith, however, gives the 
full text of all the abridged data in the above works. 


The story of their progress along the Colorado is necessarily curtailed in this 
description, but a brief record is given of their daily doings herewith, to supply 
the data which are either indefinitely recorded or entirely omitted in publications 
on the subject. 


On the 10th February, they reached San Pablo, a hill, at the foot of which 
they halted for the night, encamping on the river bank about a league further on, 
where they found many Yuma dwellings, and gave various presents to the natives. 
The 11th brought them six leagues further on, to the boundary of the Yuma country 
under Palma’s jurisdiction. Anza describes the people at some length, stating 
that he preferred to do so after traversing the whole of their territory in order 
to observe them and their habits thoroughly before writing his impressions, which 
were, on the whole, favourable. Their language was easy to speak and write, and 
they in turn, repeated Spanish words with the utmost facility. The land and its 
possibilities for viniculture, and various methods of irrigation are described in the 
pages that follow, together with observations on the political and social life of the 
people. 


On the 12th they reached the Lagoon of Santa Olaya, after bearing round to 
the south-east for a distance of about four and a half leagues. Here they were 
met by members of the Cojat tribe, who asked the party to visit their “‘ rancherias.”’ 
They were told that this was not convenient but that the party intended to halt 
near their homes, and they might then call upon the travellers. ‘ They went away 
quite happy, and a few hours later, appeared in their hundreds, and we made 
them presents of tobacco, etc.’’ Anza ascertained from these Indians that they had 
no organized form of Government, the head of each family ruling his own little 
domain; ‘‘ which caused Palma to laugh derisively and to tell me that as these 
people are not half as civilized as his own, they do not imitate the Spaniards in any 
respect! On the 13th some Cojats guided them towards a rivulet which Anza 
named Carrizal, and here Palma bade them a pathetic farewell, as he was no 


longer on “‘ friendly ’’ territory, but promised to welcome the part Ne a

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found some wells which they named Pozos de en Medio, and the guides directed 
— the road *‘ more by signs than speech,’ which was mutually incompre- 
ensible. 


On the 15th they started early towards the W.N.W., according to the direc- 

tions of their late guides, but, coming upon an expanse of sandhills, they lost their 

way. Here Anza suggested to the Padres that half of the train should return to 
the Yumas, where they had been well received, and await the return of the other 
members of the party, and they could then proceed with fewer encumbrances into 
Upper California. But the proposition was not accepted, somewhat to Anza’s 
annoyance. He states that Garces declared he knew of a rancheria which ‘the had 
previously visited, which was called San Jacome, and where there was plenty of 
water and pasture for the exhausted horses. This was supposed to be about five 
leagues further on, which encouraged Anza to proceed; but towards nightfall, 
Garces and his companion and a few soldiers, who had gone ahead in search of the 
place, returned on foot, their horses being too exhausted to carry them, and 
admitted their failure to find it. The same night, Garces once more determined to 


find his oasis, and set out with some soldiers, only to return crestfallen past mid- 
4 ‘ night, without having found San Jacome, ‘‘ which is not to be wondered at, for it is 
; easy to mistake the road along wastelands like this,’’ as Anza generously puts it. 
4 In order to save the expedition, he was obliged to return to Santa Olaya, which was 


reached on the 19th February, the men disheartened, and the animals in a pitiful 
state of exhaustion. Anza sent for Palma, who arrived on the scene on the 24th 
expressing pleasure at the reunion, and sympathy for his friend’s sorrowful plight. 
That day Garces resolved to visit the outlying rancherias, and was requested to 
return within a few days ‘‘ as the expedition would be on the march again in four 
or five days.’? He returned on the Ist March, ‘‘ without bringing any news which 
was favourable to our journey.’”? On 2nd March, Anza himself with some soldiers 
and the Priests took the best hose and a few pack-mules and set out for Monterey, 
leaving the rest of the expedition in Palma’s care. They halted at a place which 
they named Laguna del Predicador. On the 3rd they stopped at another lagoon 
three leagues to the west-south-west. The 4th saw them wending their way to- 
wards the mountain ridge to which two Indian guides conducted them for a distance 
of six or seven leagues, and the following day, they reached San Eusebio. Here 
they came upon a huge lake, abounding in ‘“‘ deep sea’”’ fish, which convinced Anza 
that it must be part of the Gulf and not an independent lagoon. ‘‘ This is the lake 
that Garces saw two years ago and which he calls the yellow river, in his diaries, 
but the true nature of which he did not verify because he did not taste the water.’’ 
This was so salty that even the thirsty animals turned away from it, 


On the 6th they reached Santo Thomas. The 7th was spent principally in 

4 searching for water which was found in abundance by the following day, at some 
: wells which they called Santa Rosa de las Lajas. On the 9th they proceeded to- 
wards the North for four leagues, and onward across a wide moor, the Cienega de 

San Sebastian until they reached San Gregorio on the 12th, where a number of 

Indians were out hunting, ‘‘ who, the Californian native observed, spoke the 

language of San Diego.’’ Sunday the 13th they rested ; and the following day they 

marched six leagues to Sta. Catharina, meeting some heathen whose nationality 

they could not determine, ‘‘ but who spoke the language of the Missions of San 


Diego and San Gabriel.” 


On the 15th they started two hours before the dawn for the north-north-west, 
up an incline which did not tire the animals. ‘‘ Here I named the port of San 
Carlos, where there are verdant plains, snow-capped hills, with pines, evergreen 
oaks, and other trees belonging to a cold climate. Here too, the waters are divided, 


(Continued over) 
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part flowing towards this part of the Gulf, and the other towards. the Philippine 
Ocean. Also, we ascertained that the ridge upon which we were journeying was 
connected with that of Lower California.” 

Step by step, the journey is traced to the Mission of San Gabriel in Northern 
California. which was reached on the 22nd March. They were warmly welcomed by 
the Missionary Fathers here, where the church bells rang and a solemn Te deum 
was sung as a thanksgiving for their safe arrival. ‘‘ Many times the Religiosos 
asked if I and my a party really had walked all the way from Sonora, and wept 
at the wonder of our achievement.”’ 


Capricious fortune now offered them an abundance of water and scarcity of 
food. The Father Superior generously offered them every assistance, but they were 
extremely short of supplies themselves on account of the many contretemps which 
had befallen the vessels that brought supplies to these Missions. Their military 
escort had been reduced to a ration of about three biscuits a day; but they offered 
to share their frugal meals with the Expeditionary party. Messengers were sent on 
to San Diego on the 23rd March to solicit help from a frigate which had arrived 
there ; but in a few days the messengers returned with a very scanty supply of pro- 
visions and less hope of obtaining more; and the message that no horses were 
available. 

They were still a hundred and twenty leagues from Monterrey, the goal of 
their expedition, whither they had been sent ‘‘ to see whether a direct road could be 
opened from Sonora to the said Garrison.’’ In view of this insufficiency of food 
and horse transport, Anza resolved to break up the party, sending the Padres 
Francisco Garces and Juan Diaz, together with most of the soldiers and the rest 
of the party, back to the Colorado river, there to await Anza’s return from Monter- 
rey, where he determined ‘‘ to go personally, with six soldiers to reconnoitre the 
route and make observations as to the possibilities of a road from Sonora.’’? They 
were also ordered to send despatches and the diary up to date to the Viceroy, by a 
special courier who was to be escorted as far as Altar by two soldiers, on account 
of the postal delays. q 

Having issued his orders, he left San Gabriel on the 10th Apri i 
west-north-westerly road, and reached the River Porciuncula in the pe ie he 
llth he marched sixteen leagues, which brought him to the Rio de la Carpinteria 
an the first rancheria of the Santa Barbara Channel.

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accomplished his feat of ‘‘ opening up the road to Upper California.’’ [The date 
was not May Ist as stated in ‘‘ The Trail of a Spanish Pioneer.’’] The arrival is 
best described in his own words: ‘‘ At daybreak I continued my march, taking a 
west-north-west direction for thirteen leagues, and at the end of these, I arrived 
at the military station of Monterrey, whose Commandant and troops received me 
with great jubilation, and expressed their conviction that with the opening of this 
route the security of these Missions and Garrison would be assured, and thev would 
be free from the misery of depending upon the vessels which hitherto brought their 
sole supplies.”’ 

He remained at Monterrey, where there were festivities in his honour, until 
the 22nd April, when the return journey to Tubac (Sonora) started, : 

Of the many notable incidents recorded in this diary, one of the most interest- 
ing is Anza’s meeting with Fray Junipero Serra, the ‘‘ most famous Californian 
Missionary,’’? whom he met on the 27th April at the Santa Rosa Mission. ‘‘ He 
begged me to stay with him and tell him all about the journey, which I did, remain- 
ing with him for the rest of the day and night.” 

The journey from Tubac to Monterrey had consisted of a march of 384 
leagues ; the return journey being effected by considerably shorter ‘‘ cuts,’’ which 
covered a distance of 294 leagues, by way of San Gabriel, Sta. Catharina and the 
already beaten track across the Colorado and Gila, -to the starting point at Tubac, 
which was finally regained on the 26th May.

References to this voyage appear in Navarrete, Chapman’s ‘ Founding of 
Spanish California,’? Richman’s ‘‘ California under Spain and Mexico,’”’ and many 
reference books, but a full account does not appear to have been published. 


This contemporary manuscript, written in a beautiful hand, and with eight 
pages of tables showing the daily route and meteorological conditions, relates the 
highly interesting narrative of the second expedition which was ordered by Don 
Antonio Bucareli, Viceroy of New Spain, for the exploration of the North Cali- 
fornian coast and the survey of San Francisco Bay. Not only was it destined to be 
the forerunner of various other expeditions to higher latitudes in the Pacific than 
had hitherto been reached by the Spaniards, expeditions fraught with important 
consequences to the history of the American Pacific coast in the eighteenth century, 
bui a feature of outstanding moment is its connection with the definite location 
and foundation of San Francisco. 


Spain had been more and more threatened by the activities of other Kuropean 
nations in the Pacific northwest, but although not fully awake to the danger, she 
nevertheless dil not disregard it; and taking into consideration the search of 
European nations for colonies, she planned counter-attempts in self defence. 


As Chapman states in his ‘‘ Founding of Spanish California ’’:—‘ To the 
supposed danger of Russian encroachment were due tha Perez voyage in 1774 and 
the Heceta and Bodega voyages of 1775. Among other steps taken were . . the 
Anza aud Rivera expeditions to Alta California and the founding of San Francisco 
the general endeavour to develop Alta California and keep it well supplied and 
even the formation of a mode of government for the Californias.’’ 


On the 16th March, 1775, three Spanish vessels left San Blas, ‘‘ the instrue- 
tions and methods for taking possession, were the same as those communicated to 
Perez on his first voyage, the difference being that they were to make for 65th 
degree latitude, and reconnoitre the coast towards the south.’’ For this purpose 
the frigate Santiago, under the command of Don Bruno de Heceta, and with Perez, 
as pilot, was manned by a crew of 90; the schooner Felicidad, under Juan Manuel 
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de Ayala, with Juan Francisco de la Bodega y Quadra as _ second-in-command, 
carried a crew of 16; while on board the packet boat San Carlos ‘‘ which was to 
inspect the port of San Francisco,’’ under the command of Don Miguel Manrique, 
there was a crew of 50, and supplies for a year’s navigation. 


Chapman, in referring to this expedition, states: ‘‘ Perez and Hijosa had 
suggested that it would be well for the ‘‘ Sonora’ to accompany the “ Santiago,”’ 
and Bucareli had accepted the suggestion. Bucareli was also hurrying a supply 
. of arms and ammunition, by forced marches. Not only was Manrique to explore 

the port of San Francisco, but Heceta had also been ordered to do so upon his 
return, by which time Bucareli thought that it might already be occupied by the 
troops that Anza was to conduct there. Heceta carried the same instructions as 
Perez, except that he was not to stop at Monterey going north, unless in case of 
necessity. He was to reach 65°. if possible, before approaching the coast and then 
explore as he came south. He was to avoid foreign settlements, if there were any, 
and to take formal possession elsewhere, when possible.’’ 


Unexpected hitches occurred, however, which gave to Juan de la Bodega y 
> Quadra his first big ‘‘ chance ’’ as an historical navigator, upon whom the burden 
4 of the most important explorations fell. Scarcely three days had the expedition 
been afloat, when the San Carlos signalled her distress. Briefly, her commander 
; Manrique, had shown signs of insanity, and, after a medical consultation, was put 
on shore; the command of this packet boat passing to Ayala, while the Schooner 

‘Sonora’ was placed under Quadra’s command. 


: Subsequent events, as shown in the manuscript account—of which an 
abridged version is given herewith in translation—have associated this voyage more 
with the name of Bodega than with that of Heceta. In July the two commanders 
parted company, Heceta having reached no further than the 49th degree, and the 
subsequent sickness of his crew compelling him to put in at Monterey, while 
Bodega went as far north as 58°, and landed on two occasions to take possession. 
On his return voyage, he named the port of Bodega, which had been known as 
Drake’s port, and established the fact that neither that nor the San Francisco 
known to earlier navigators, was the port which to-day bears that name. 


Meanwhile Ayala in the ‘San Carlos,’ had made a thorough exploration of 
San Francisco Bay, passing the Golden Gate in August and anchoring at an island 
called by him Isla de los Angeles, returning to San Blas shortly before the other 
two vessels. 

The manuscript opens with a statement regarding Bucareli’s orders, the 
names of the vessels and their respective commanders, and the events which 
followed close upon the departure on 16th March. 

“On the 23rd at sunset, they sighted an island called Socorro, and although 
it is not known by this name either in the history of California, or in the French 
chart of Monsieur Bellin, which they had with them, they were anxious to inspect 
it . . . they came alongside on the 3rd April, and they saw that it was barren 
and surrounded on the southwest by rocks. They resolved to leave it; but the 
island is undoubtedly that of St. Thomas, discovered by Hernando Grijalva during 
an expedition which was sent out by Hernan Cortes from Tehuan-tepeque for the 
discovery of California.’’ . 

On the 9th June, they came upon a rugged coast at latitude 41, where they 
anchored. ‘They saw many canoes leave from the north side of the port, in which 
we.e Indians, approaching the frigate: they traded their furs with the crew in 
exchange for the trifling gifts which the latter offered. They likewise saw a small 
village close to the shore, where the natives were promenading . . . on the 
11th [June] the commander took possession of those lands, celebrating the Mass, 
and firing guns, which terrified the Indians, who, after being reassured, returned 
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to pay a visit with a view to ascertaining whether ‘ that thunder could demolish 
the neighbouring hills.’ The port was named Santissima Trinidad [Holy Trinity] 
as the day was the anniversary on which the Church celebrates the Divine 
Mystery . . . During the days that followed, they observed the society of the 
inhabitants, their manners, clothes, government, religious rites, language, weapons ; 
what they ate, hunted and fished; whether they possessed metals, precious stones 
or other minerals . . . they were not there long enough to make an extensive 
examination, but ascertained that the people were affable and loyal; they appeared 
to be polygamous; their homes were subterranean huts with circular doors and clean 
floors, the men wore nutria furs when the weather was cold, but went about un- . 
clothed when the weather permitted, save for some floral crowns on their heads. 
They had long hair, their ears were pierced with smooth, lustrous bone earrings ; 
their waists and legs were tightly bound with a thin strap and most of the body 
was painted red or black; the arms being dotted with designs similar to those 
wit which our own sailormen tattoo themselves.’”? There follows an extremely 
interesting record of their observations not only of the people but of the many new 
geographical points with which they became acquainted. They left the district on 
the 19th June in pursuit of further discoveries. The 9th July saw them at the 
meuth of the Fuca Strait; anchoring on the 13th ‘‘ at a point at 47° 20 latitude, 
16° 19 longitude, where the frigate could not enter, owing to the shoals that ran 
the length of the coast, and had to anchor some two leagues further south in the 
vicinity of a lonely islet.’ Here they were surprised by a party of 300 Indians, 
who first attacked the landing party of seven Spaniards, and then commenced 
hostilities against the schooner, which speedily set sail and rejoined the frigate, the 
remaining members of the crew—numbering three—firing upon the Indians and 
killing six of them. On the 30th July the commander of the frigate determined 
to return to Monterrey, while the schooner Sonora, with Bodega y Quadra on board, 
became separated from the rest of the expedition *‘ for the purpose of continuing its 
tour of discovery, since it was considered that this was the only means of avoiding 
a shamefaced return.’’ The frigate arrived at Monterrey on the 29th August 
where it awaited the schooner, the latter arriving in port on the 7th October. 
Meanwhile the ‘Sonora’ party proceeded on their voyage, assisted by Monsieur 
Bellin’s chart, and on the 16th August ‘‘ approached a port which they called 
Guadalupe, where they anchored. . . . On the 18th they anchored at a place 
which they called Los Remedios, where they took possession and treated with the 
Indians. . . . On the 22nd they set sail and in view of the season, they decided 
to commence the return journey, intending to study the coast towards the south.” 
On the 24th they discovered the creek of Bucareli, where they watered and took 
possession. They enjoyed fine weather which restored the crew, and on the 26th 
they set sail under a mild north-west wind which brought them to a rocky, barren 
island. They anchored in the vicinity to protect themselves against a strong 
current that proceeded from the east, near a headland which they named San 
Agustin. The same day they set sail again heading for the north, “ to see whether 
the wind would take them to higher latitudes, for it blew from the south-east, and

tedly that of Bodega ; that of San Francisco [i.e. 8. Francois] lies to the south-east 
of the Punta de Reyes, a short distance from it. The point of Reyes can be seen 
from Bodega or Drake port, six leagues to the south ; while the port which is to-day 
known as San Francisco is eight leagues to the east of Reyes and which is not easy 
to discover unless one approaches close to the mouth. ‘The ship San Agustin, of 
the Manila merchant fleet, would not have been lost in a south-east wind if it had 
found its way to the San Francisco of to-day, or the port of Drake; and in this way 
we have been able to determine the locality of the three distinct ports which the 
French, and we also, had confused as one.’’ On the 8th October, the sick members 
of the crew Janded at Monterrey. Here they prepared a report of the expedition for 
the Viceroy’s information; and on the 20th November they completed their 
memorable voyage when they re-entered the port of San Blas.

January, 1734, and after becoming a Professor of Philosophy at the University of 
Valladolid, went out to South America, and was for séme time Professor of 
Philosophy and Theology at the University of Cordoba at Tucuman. 


The Province of Paraguay sent him to Madrid and to Rome as Procurator, 
and on returning to Paraguay, he administered his Province until the Jesuits were 
expelled from America; ending his days in Italy. 


This book, which is recognised as an authoritative work on legislation’, both 
ecclesiastical and secular, in America, contains the text of some interesting laws 
relating to Japan and the East Indian Archipelago also. The earlier part of the 
work contains some interesting historical and geographical references to California 
since the Cortes period, and the writer mentions the advent of Father Francisco 
Eusebio Kino, the ‘‘ Apostle of California,’’ in the far west, in 1698, where he had 
proceeded from the Sinaloan and Sonoran missions.

Past experience points to this, for not only 
have they roused, by tricks, new enemies amongst the barbarians of Florida, in- 
ducing them to conspire against my imnocent vassals of Louisiana, and have begun 
secret negotiations for fortifications there in the hope of depriving me of allies in 
the event of a rupture, but have also abused my moderation, have offered insults 
to the Spanish flag, stolen vessels, made unjust captures at sea, seized, opened 
and torn up official documents found on my mail packet-boats, and committed 
other offences with violence against my vassals. Latterly, they have even usurped 

_ my Sovereign rights in the province of Darien, the Governor of Jamaica granting 
an Indian rebel the patent of Captain General of that place, and seizing, in the 
Bay of Honduras, the possessions of the Spaniards whom they have imprisoned 
and despoiled of their property. . .. I therefore command my Viceroys, 
Governors, Ministers, Judges, etc. to publish this declaration, and to take every 
measure, not only to safeguard and defend the provinces, towns, ports, ete. accord- 
ing to the laws regulating the government of the Indies, but to take whatever 
offensive measures against the English which they might deem necessary.

He entered the 
Navy in 1775, and on account of his special talent for science, was sent om various 
scientific expeditions, one of the earliest being the expedition to the Strait of 
Magellan (described in this manuscript) under the command of Don Antonio de 
Cordoba. Two years later, he was commissioned to accompany Tofifo’s expedition 
to the Azores and to assist in charting these islands; while the following year, 
1789, he joined Malaspina’s expedition of more ambitious scope, which, following 
the programme of Cook and La Pérouse, proposed to make a tour round the 
world. During that voyage he accompanied Malaspina on the ‘‘ Descubierta,’’ 
and made many valuable nautical and astronomical observations; and, at 
Malaspina’s suggestion to the Viceroy of New Spain, Galiano was placed in charge 
of two schooners, the ‘‘ Sutil’? and ‘‘ Mejicana,’’ for the purpose of exploring the 
Strait of Fuca with a view to ascertaining whether that was the channel, indicated 
by Ferrer-Maldonado, which led from the Pacific to the Atlantic. 


Galiano was reputed to be the first man to solve in a precise and original 
manner ‘‘ the problem of finding the latitude by means of the height of the polestar 
observed at any distance from the meridian.’’ 


When war broke out between England and Spain, he conducted a vessel 
from Veracruz to Cadiz, forcing his way through the blockade. During the Battle 
of Trafalgar, where he was mortally wounded in the head, he commanded the 
warship Bahama ‘‘ with much valour and heroism.’ He left a Memoria on the 
subject of latitude, and another on the calculation by trigonometry of the height 
of mountains. Accounts of his voyages to the Azores, Fuca and the Magellan 
Straits, have been published. Navarrete devotes seven pages of his Biblioteca 
Maritima Espaiiola to Galiano, adding: ‘‘ Much more could be said of him in 
addition to these notes, if his scientific works and personal merits were not already 
so well known through the medium of many publications.”’ 


The expedition to the Magellan Strait, of which Galiano gives so excellent 
an account in this manus¢ript, was commissioned for this purpose ‘‘ of making an 
exact survey of the strait and dispeling the many doubts that exist with regard to 
the openings and unknown channels, a point of great moment to navigation and 
geography. Instructions were received by Captain Antonio de Cordoba on the 
ist September, 1785, sent by the King of Spain through Admiral Luis de Cordoba 
Commander-in-Chief of the Royal Armada, to prepare a frigate and a smaller 
vessel for the voyage. They were to make for the strait as quickly as possible 
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Galiano’s Loghook—contiinued. 


and explore as much as possible while the southern summer lasted, proceeding 
later to the port of Concepcion in Chile, where they were to spend the winter ; 
and, when the season permitted, returning to the Strait from west to east, whence 
they were to return to Europe. The order was that the Commander should take 
with him a captain or lieutenant as second-in-command, and two officers well 
versed in astronomical observations. ‘‘ Consequently, he chose the frigate Nuestra 
Seiiora de la Asumpcion, of French contruction, lined with copper and fitted out 
for navigating in the Mediterranean. Indeed, the quantity of sail aboard this 
ship and the condition it was in, promised a speedy voyage to the Strait. Not 
finding a smaller suitable vessel to accompany the frigate and carry suffitient 
supplies for the crew, the commander notified the Court, stating that, in the event 
of their failing to provide such a vessel, he would equip his launch for the survey .- 
and navigation of the interior of the Strait. On the 6th of the same month the 
order was communicated to Lieutenant Alexandro Belmonte and me, that we 
should leave the frigate Sta. Lucia (where we were under the orders of Brigadier 
Don Vicente Tofiiio, who had been commissioned to make a chart of the coast of 
Spain) and go aboard the Asumpcion, and her commander ordered us to give him 
a report of the astronomical and mathematical instruments we should require for 
carrying out our commission. We asked for one of the six collections made in 
London under the direction of Sefior Juan Jacinto Magallanes for the use of our 
court, two of Fernand Berthoud’s mariner’s clocks for longitude, including the 
No. 10 on account of its accuracy and table of temperature. 


“*On the 17th an order came from the Court, forbidding the choice of a 
copper-lined frigate (such as the Aswmpcion) and on that day, the commandant 
selected and took command of the frigate Sta. Maria de la Cabeza, of the same 
tonnage and construction as the other. On the 26th the commander chose the 
crew, and on the 27th, the artillery being mounted and the ammunition on board, 
she was towed by the carack, with a garrison of thirty men; and there being 
insufficient wind to sail, she was comer close to the Puerta de la Clica, in front 
of the citadels of Puntales and Fort Luis to water and collect supplies. 


‘As far as we were concerned, Don Alexandro Belmonte and JI, detailed 
for astronomical observations had, since the 7th, set in motion our Berthoud clocks 
Nos. 7, 9, 12, 14, 15 and 16, which were in the observatory at Cadiz. Don Vicente 
Tofiiio considered the No. 10 indispensable to the continuation of his commission. 
We noted that the best clocks were the Nos. 15 and 16, judging by a series of calcu- 
lations by the sun, which we had taken almost incessantly from the 7th to the 
29th, the No. 16 being the most accurate and regular in its movement. On the 
lst October the clocks were taken on board the frigate and set in motion. 
As the observatory was not visible from the frigate, it was not possible to signal 
to her and compare the clocks with the astronomical pendulum . . . we were 
therefore obliged to adopt the means of comparing the pendulum with a ‘ relox 
de Arnold de Faltriguera’ [a watch] which Belmonte bought, go on board imme- 
diately, compare it with the clocks and returning on shore, make a_ third 
comparison ; and the clocks having been proportionately adjusted to the pendulum, 
observe whether they had altered. : 

‘On the 3rd October there was a review on board the frigate, and on the 
5th the troops and crew received four lots of pay, while the officers received eight 
sums each. ; 

“Qn the afternoon of the 6th the frigate Lucia entered port from 


Algeciras, and the next day, Brigadier Don Vicente Tofifio handed us, by order 
of the Court, the collection of instruments. During the time from when the 
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clocks were taken on board until the 7th either my companion or I went on board 
daily to wind them up, and when the tide did not permit of this, the mate on 
guard was given a key and shown how to wind them up. . . On the 8th, while 
transferring the collection of instruments on board, the glass tube in the 
barometer burst and all the quicksilver was spilt. It had not been knocked, and 
it seems that it had either not been properly purified, or the quantity was not 
right, and therefore, to our regret, we were deprived of the use of this precious 
instrument.”’ 


Following upon the statement that the crew had received their pay in 
advance, his next record is amusingly naive: ‘‘ We would have sailed on the 8th | 
but for the fact that 96 seamen were missing (!). We fired some guns to recall 
them and hauled the main top-sails, but to no purpose. We therefore were 
obliged to remain until the 9th, and although we were still thirty men short, 
we set sail at six in the morning on an outgoing tide and with a lax north-east 
wind; and during the morning, Tittle boats continued to arrive with some of the 
missing sailors, so that eventually the number missing was reduced to 14.” 


With equal wealth of detail and conscientious precision, Galiano records 
the story of his expedition; and although his position on board demanded special 
attention to the scientific aspect of the voyage, he does not allow this to obscure 
the historical view. 


They touched at the Cabo de las Virgenes, the mouth of the Strait of 
Magellan about the 20th December, 1785, where they noticed many ‘“‘ candeladas ”’ 
{sudden blaze from straw or brushwood], on which he comments, ‘‘ its use seems 
to be general amongst the Indians of this continent as with those of Tierra del 
Fuego [Land of Fire] and it was this which moved the earliest navigators to give 
that name to this vast archipelago.’? The experiences within the Strait are 
described with much charm and scrupulous care, his references to Sarmiento’s 
earlier records being of special interest. Many interesting pages are devoted 
to their meeting with the Patagonian and other Indians; the land, mountains, 
birds and snow of the bleak district which they surveyed; but above all, it is a 
work of the utmost geographical interest and of considerable importance, in 
spite of the fact that Galiano himself was preceded—in point of time—by 
Magellan, Drake and Sarmiento. He refers to a bottle which was found by a 
sailor in February, 1786, when he and his companion were making observations 
for a plan of the Strait. This bottle contained a Latin inscription commemorat- 
ing the voyage of Bougainville in 1768. ‘‘ We thought we would copy out this 
inscription—we have not been able to find Wallis’s bottle which passed through 
this Strait the previous year and which perhaps will remain, as is stated thereon : 
‘Monument which may remain in this place until the ending of the world.’ We 
also, wishing to leave a record of our visit, made an inscription which we placed 
in a bottle under a heap of stones,’’? at Santa Cruz, and this inscription, like 
that of Bougainville, contained a list of the expeditionary party. 


_ _ There is a summary of the observations made in the Magellan Strait, and 
additional notes, the text ending with the entry for Sunday, the 11th June 
1786, when they arrived at Cadiz.

1 am 
persuaded they will carry with them more liberality of sentiment than is to be 
found among any other class of citizens. 

“The speech of our friend Cobb was noble, worthy of u patriot, & himself, 
as was the conduct of Gen. Sullivan. But for Gods sake tell me, what is the cause 
of all these commotions? Do they proceed from licenciousness, British influence 
disseminated by the Tories, or real grievances which admit of redress? If the 
latter, why has the remedy been delayed till the public mind has become so much 
agitated, & why yet postponed? If the former, aie are not the powers of govern- 
ment tried at once? It is as well to be without them, as not to live under their 
exercise. . . . I am really mortified beyond expression that in the moment of 
our Acknowledged Independence we should, by our conduct, verify the predictions 
of our transatlantic foe, & render ourselves ridiculous & contemptable in the eyes 


of all Europe,”’ etc.

According 
to Mr. Rich, its existence was almost unknown until a copy turned up in the 
Chalmers sale in 1841. 
Simcoe was the eldest son of Captain John Simcoe, who was killed before 
5 Sake in 1759. On the outbreak of the American War he went out to New 
ngland as adjutant to his regiment, and was severely wounded at the Brandy- 
wine River. At this period he offered to raise a special corps of Negroes for 
service at Boston, but his offer was not accepted. On 15 Oct. 1777 he was nomin- 
ated major commandant of a new provisional corps called the Queen’s Rangers, 
composed almost entirely of American Loyalists, which he brought to a high state 
of efficiency, and which was continually in action during the years 1777-1783, and 
was conspicuous by the self-restraint exercised in victory. Simcoe strongly urged 
the adoption of Indian scouting methods. He was captured in 1779, released, and 
again taken prisoner with Lord Cornwallis at Gloucester Point in 1781, and 
returned to England, invalided, in Dec. 1781. In 1791, on the division of the 
Canadas, he was appointed the first Lieutenant-Governor of Upper Canada, where 
he served with great distinction. In 1806 he was appointed Commander-in-Chief 
in India, but died before he could assume that post.

This extremely important log book records the historic voyage of Lopez de 
Haro in the ‘San Carlos’ which accompanied Captain Estevan José Martinez’ 
frigate, the ‘ Princesa’ on its expedition of discovery to the north Californian 
coast, a year before the events which culminated in the Nootka Sound Controversy ; 
and is thus a most valuable ‘‘ companion’ diary to that of Martinez (which was 


at in our catalogue No. 442) and which recorded the second voyage to Nootka 
im 1789. 


With regard to the voyage recorded in this item, Irving B. Richman makes 
an interesting statement in his book, ‘‘ California under Spain and Mexico ”’ :— 
‘ Just after the northern expedition of Arteaga and Quadra in 1780, Spain, satisfied 
that the Russians were making no dangerous approaches towards California, had 
ordered northern explorations to cease. But with the coming of Pérouse in 1786, 
fresh alarm was created. On Dec. 18th Estevan José Martinez, who had just re- 
turned to San Blas from a supply trip to Monterey, wrote to Viceroy Galvez: ‘“ On 
the 14th Sept. last, while at anchor ‘n the port of Monterey, two frigates were 
seen . they were the Binjula and Astrolabe under the command of the 
Comte de la Pérouse . . . he assured me as a fixed fact that the Russian 
nation was in possession of the Island of Oonalaska, and portions of the coast that 
extends from 61° southwest, and their furthest establishment was in latitude 


56° 31’. The business of the Russians with the Indians, the Count assured me, was 
to exchange manufactured iron for otter skins.’ 


‘Martinez in the Princesa and Lopez de Haro in the San Carlos, were sent in 
1788 by Viceroy Manuel Antonio Florez to make an investigation. They found the 
Russians on Kadiak and Unalaska Islands and heard of them on Cook’s 
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Lopez de Haro (Gonzalo)—continued. 


river, and despite the decree of 1780, Florez felt warranted in heeding the request 
of Martinez and in sending him, together with Haro, back to Nootka in 1789, to 
occupy the spot and to protect it with fortifications.’ ; 


The manuscript describes the daily events and observations from the San 
Carlos from the 8th March 1788 when the Expedition left San Blas, to 22nd 
October, 1788, when they regained that port. In many of his notes, Lopez de Haro 
mentions that he was obliged to abandon the Spanish chart which he carried and 
refer to that of Cook, which he found a better guide, more especially in the region 
of Prince William port and Montague Island, which they reached on the 27th May. 


‘* Twelve canoes were seen to approach us, which drew up in line, and in the 
centre was one, conveying a man who appeared to be their King or captain. 
Extending his arms, whilst the others sang and yelled, (albeit with some pretensions 
to harmony) he made signs of peace, to which we similarly responded with a view 
to attracting them on board, which we did. As soon as the Indian came on board, 
I gave him beads, ribbons, and other trifling presents. He was very pleased, and 
showed his companions what I had given him; all the others then came on board, 
and I gave them presents also, to which they responded by gifts of arrows with 
points of greenish stone ’’—which was, perhaps, the pleasantest way of receiving 
arrows from the natives! 


They remained in a bay in the neighbourhood of Montagu Island, ‘‘ which 
we could not properly observe owing to the horizon being shut in by the land, but 
from calculations made, I consider we were within the bay at Latitude North 60° 8' 
Longitude 42° 32’ to the west of the meridian of San Blas.’’ © Here, both the 
Spaniards and their ships were a source of wonder and fascination to the natives, 
who called on them almost daily and collected their presents with childish glee. 


On Sunday, the Ist June 1788, Haro joined Martinez on the latter’s ship. 
accompanied by his chaplain and officers. ‘‘ From here we made for the shore, and 
having arrived, we paraded all along the beach. A great cross had been erected, 
and an altar dedicated to Our Lady of the Rosary. When the procession was 
over, the chaplain, Don José Maria Diaz, said Mass, this being the first time that 
Mass has been said on this coast from the 55th to the 60th degree. The chaplains 
of both ships officiated, and the officers and troops also assisted. Mass over, the 
Holy Cross was carried in procession to a place which had been chosen, close to a 
rivulet which flows into the sea, where there was a great pine, and on the side 
facing the island, we fastened the Santa Cruz (Holy Cross) and carved at the base, 
the following inscription: ‘ Carlos tertius Hispaniorum et Indiarum Rex’. At the 
head we inscribed ‘Inri’, and on the arms, the year 1788’; thus establishing 
Spain’s claim to the much-coveted north-west coast. They also named the Bay of 
Flores, ‘‘in honour of the Viceroy of New Spain.’’ Lopez de Haro describes in 
detail the people and places seen during this voyage of 1788, and his extremely 
careful and accurate records in addition to his interesting observations render this 
manuscript invaluable as a reliable testimony of the facts. He states precisely 
that which came under his personal notice, and his description of his meeting with 
some of the Russians is worthy of note. ‘‘On the 30th June, the launch was 
equipped for battle, and I sent the second pilot, Don José Maria Navarez at 2 in 
the morning to reconnoitre the district where the Russians have their establish- 
ments. From that hour, canoes continually arrived until 4, with Indians well 
dressed in cloth costumes and wearing tall boots [unmistakable signs of the 
Russian invasion!) and later a launch arrived with four Russians who came_on 
board. They asked me if we were Spanish and I replied that we were. . . One 
of them was Captain of the Colony called ‘Captain del Aro’ [Delarof] and the 


others were officers. They brought me a small lump of sugar of superior quality 
(Continued over)

and a few biscuits. They could speak nothing but Russian, but I bade them follow 
me to my cabin and gave them breakfast.’’ There followed, also, a polite bribe in 
the shape of a barrel of wine, chocolate and other dainties, in return for valuable 
information. 


“Here ’’, (to quote Irving Richman) ‘ bodily made manifest at last, were 
the Russians for whom, since 1774, Spain had been probing with such diligence 
the North. . . In December 1788-Martinez wrote to Florez: ‘ Hustrate Delarof 
[Russian factor at Kadiak] told me that as a result of his having informed his 
sovereign of the commerce which the English from Canton are carrying on at 
Nootka, he was expecting four frigates from Siberia to sail next year for the 
purpose of making an establishment at Nootka. He assured me that his 
sovereign had a better right to that coast than any other Power, on account of 
its having been discovered by the Russian Commanders Behring and Tscherkow 
in 1741. It therefore seems to me advisable that an attempt should be made 
next year, 1789, to occupy the said port and establish a garrison in it . . . 
by accomplishing this, we shall gain possession of the coast from Nootka to the 
port of San Francisco.’’ On the 24th June the following year, accompanied once 
more by Lopez de Haro, Martinez did in effect return to Nootka and the port of 


Santa Cruz, where he formally took 2 ten io! placing a Declaration of 
Possession there, in the name of Charles IIT.

An interesting series of letters relating to Rodney’s capture 
of the Dutch West Indian island St. Eustatius. Immediately on war breaking 
out with Holland in 1781, Rodney was given orders to attack this island. The 
Dutch there were expecting no hostilities and the island was at once taken, 
together with merchandize to the value of two to three million pounds. Much 
of this treasure belonged to the English merchants there, whom Rodney accused 
of being traitors for supplying the revolting American Colonies with goods. 
Most of the booty was shipped to England, falling however into the hands of 
the French on the way. Numerous law proceedings were started in England 


against Rodney, on his return, so he published these documents to show his 
actual proceedings at the capture of St. Eustatius.

John Thayer, Roman Catholic Missionary, was the first native of New 
England ordained to the priesthood. His family were among the early Puritan 
settlers of New England. He was educated at Yale, and became a Congre- 
gational Minister, and served as such, during the Revolutionary War as Chaplain 
of a company organised for the defence of Boston. He was converted to Roman 
Catholicism at Rome in 1783, after having tried to dispute some of the miracles 
worked by the beggar-saint Benedict Joseph Labre. This account of his con- 
version appeared in English, French, Spanish, and Italian, and created a great 
controversial sensation. He returned to the United States in 1790, and was put 
in charge of the Roman Catholic Congregation of Boston, whence he moved to 
ME gee and then Kentucky. He finally went to Ireland, where he died about

Palau states that although printing was established at Buenos Aires in 
1780, a tract by the author of this book is the earliest publication known there, 
and was printed in 1780, but was not published until 1781. The above book is 
therefore, one of the earliest publications emanating from an Argentine press. 


Jt is the eighth item mentioned in the Bibliography of the Imprenta de 
los Nifios Expositos, compiled by Luis R. Fors. This Foundling Hospital was 
founded by the Viceroy Vertiz at Buenos Aires,’’ to prevent abandoned children 
from becoming victims of the voracious dogs.’ In considering the means to 
be employed for its upkeep, he conceived the idea of establishing a printing 
press as a source of revenue. After the expulsion of the Jesuits, the press which

they had possessed in Cordoba, was hidden in a cellar of the College of Montserrat 
in that city. The Viceroy saw the advantage of turning this unused press to 
some account with regard to the maintenance of the foundlings; and accordingly, 
his proposition was placed before the Rector of the College in September, 1779, 
asking the price and precise whereabouts of the press. The reply came that it 
had been ‘‘thrown into a cellar,’’ but had originally cost 2,000 pesos, although 
the Rector was unable to say what its intrinsic value was at the moment.’ The 
press was transferred to Buenos Aires in 1780, with ‘‘ eight boxes of letters, mostly 
mixed up, some used and others not,’? and was eventually valued at 1,000 pesos, 
which sum was paid to the College at Cordoba. The legal position of the first 
administrator was not defined until November, 1780, when the Viceroy decreed 
that Don José de Silvary Aguiar should draw up to one fourth of the profits 
of the establishment, ‘‘ provided the said quarter does not reach the sum of 
400 pesos.”? Thus, as Fors states, ‘‘ was typography established in the house 
at the corner of the Calles Peru and Moreno, under the name of Real Imprenta 
de los Nifios Expositos.”’

Dreading a concerted attack from the Indian encampment under the Chief Tutusi, 
he took the high-handed action of setting fire to two canoes which approached, 
all the passengers, excepting a boy of fifteen and a girl of six, whom he saved 
and took care of, perishing in the water. He was reprimanded for this by his 
superior officer; but the Viceroy, while not questioning the justice of this officer's 
reprimand, states that Lieutenant Fidalgo is a zealous and dutiful officer.

Francisco Antonio Mourelle was one of the pilots under Juan de la Bodega, 
who undertook the reconnaisance of the north west Californian coast in 1775, 
and was mentioned in Captain Cook’s ‘ Voyages,’ and by various authors, includ- 
ing Almodobar. 


Among the many interesting papers included in this dossier, are -a signed 
notarial document testifying to his earlier services in San Blas, covering a period 
of about eighteen years. The following is an abridged translation of a docu- 
ment signed by him, and dated Mexico, July 21st, 1792, which gives a supremely 
interesting resumé of the Spanish expeditions along the American Pacific coast 
since 1774, and is of considerable value as a contribution to the history of 
California. 

“©On the 11th August, 1774, I arrived at Veracruz as second pilot on the 
storeship ‘Santa Rita’ and left it on the 12th January, 1775, under orders re- 
ceived from the Viceroy, Don Antonio Bucareli, proceeding to San Blas for that 
year’s expedition. 


“On the 14th March, 1775, I left San Blas as first pilot of the sloop 
‘Sonora’, for the exploration of the northern coast of California as far as 58 
degrees latitude, and returned in the same small vessel at the end of November 


to the said port. . . my diary serving as the only record for later naviga- 
be for which I was praised by the Viceroy, who referred the matter to His 
ajesty. 


_ At the beginning of March ’77, I commanded the packet-boat ‘ El 
Principe ’ from San Blas, which went to the assistance of the garrison towns of 
New California, and returned [to San Blas] in June. 


““In February 1779, I was commissioned to be second-in-command of the 
frigate ‘ Favorita’ which was to leave San Blas for the discovery of the northern 
coast of California as far as the 61st degree latitude; and in this voyage rendered 
much service as recorded by the Commandants, and in the report sent, to the 
King by the Viceroy, Don Martin de Mayorga. 


‘“‘In February ’80, I left as second in command of the frigate ‘ Princesa’, 
to conduct silver, gunpowder and troops from Acapulco to Manila which that 
oriental station needed on account of the war,’’ and his services on this occasion 
were again reported to the King on the recommendation of the Governor of the 
Philippines. During the peace that followed, he undertook various commissions 
from San Blas, conveying important documents and merchandise to the Philip- 
pines and China, He took charge of the establishment at San Blas for practically 
the whole of the year 1785; and in 1790 he was commissioned by the Viceroy, 
the Conde de Revilla Gigedo, to deal with the official correspondence relating to 
the controversy with England over the Nootka affair. At the same time he was 
responsible for the editing of the diaries of the various expeditions to the north- 
west American coast. He was sent to explore the Strait of Fuca in 1791. and 
this was his last service to Spain in the region of the New World, for the follow- 
ing year he disembarked at Acapulco and took up an official post in the Viceroy’s 
office in Mexico, owing to ill-health. The rest of his exploits in Spain are 
graphically described in his autograph report which has already been referred to.

THIRD VOYAGE TO NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AND NOOTKA.

This manuscript, hitherto unpublished—which is mentioned in the 
Enciclopedia Universal Ilustrada Europeo-Americana—describes the third and most 
important voyage which Quadra undertook to Northern California and Nootka, 
when he was commissioned to define the boundary of the British and Spanish 
territory on Vancouver Island. 


He had made his first voyage in 1775 as far as latitude 58° in a schooner, 
accompanied by a pilot, a boatswain, master-at-arms, two servants, and ten 
sailors. His second voyage was undertaken in 1779, as far as 61°, in the frigate 
Nuestra Sejiora de los Remedios, alias La Favorita, while the third was begun on 
Ist March, 1792, and is fully described in this manuscript in a most interesting 
manner from both the historical and nautical points of view. 


In his introductory notes he states that in 1789 he had been nominated 
Commandant at San Blas, at the instance of the retiring Viceroy of New Spain, 
Don Manuel de Florez. He was then at Cadiz, where he embarked on the war- 
ship San Ramon, which was conveying the Viceroy-elect, the Conde de Revilla 
Gigedo, to New Spain. 

Irving B. Richman, in his ‘California under Spain and Mexico,’ and 
Charles E. Chapman in his ‘ Founding of Spanish California’, have much to say 
about ‘‘ the Nootka affair,’’ the latter describing William Ray Manning’s ‘ The 
Nootka Sound Controversy’ as the best account of the afiair. Of exceptional 
interest, however, is the contemporary Spanish version contained in this diary 
of one of the principal officials concerned. 


Referring to the 1789 expedition, he states: ‘‘ A few days after my arrival 
at Veracruz, His Excellency heard of the detention of the English ships at 
Nootka by Martinez, which caused me to accelerate my journey to the capital, 
where, after conferring upon important matters with the two Viceroys, I started 
on my expedition, and on the 23rd Dec., was able thoroughly to inspect the 
Arsenal, ships, port, and all that which I considered necessary to the discharge 
of my duty, and deserving of the confidence which His Majesty had placed in me.

Thus, I not only entertained the prisoners, to their entire satisfaction, but was 
able, with the slender resources at my command, to fortify Nootka, examine the 
Russian establishments, a considerable part of the Fuca Strait, many coastal 
oints and the Sandwich Islands. As England was unaware at the time, of the 
Fama reception which had been accorded to Colnett, Hudson, Temple and the 
crews of the detained ships, she demanded complete satisfaction; but on being 
informed, perhaps, of the generosity with which her subjects had been treated, 
she was amenable and settled the differences by means of an amicable Convention 
signed at San Lorenzo by the Conde de Florida-Blanca and Don Allen Fitz- 
Herbert on 28th Oct., 1790. 


‘‘ By this convention, several points were settled with regard to fisheries, 
navigation and commerce on the Pacific Ocean; and, the two Courts having con- 
vened that a Line of Demarcation should be fixed, I was accorded the honour of 
being chosen to negotiate for our side in this delicate mission. 


‘For this purpose I received the order to proceed to the capital; there, I 
was informed that I was to embark on a frigate which was expected from Callao, 
and join the English at Nootka; and, having studied the Viceroy’s minute in- 
structions, I saw that this ship alone would not be sufficient for carrying out the 
mission. But as the King had especially recommended it, it was decided that on 
its arrival, it should proceed with the least possible delay; that the ‘ Princesa’ 
should be equipped with fifteen months’ supplies in case it should be deemed con- 
venient to found establishments at Fuca; that the ‘ Aranzazu’ should be got 
ready to take the surplus things while carrying the memoranda to the garrisons ; 
that a schooner should be built, capable of being stationed, under British convoy, 
in the district which will have to be visited; and that two others should be sent 
to Acapulco for the use of Don Dionisio Alcala Galiano and Don Cayetano Valdes, 
in compliance with Commandant Alexandro Malaspina’s request, with a view to 
completing the survey of the Strait. 


‘¢These indispensable duties compelled me to return hastily to the Depart- 
ment [San Blas] accompanied by Sub-Lieutenant Don Felix Cepeda, ahesnde 


appointed to be my adjutant . . . and in barely two months I saw the 
schooner launched, and the ships in readiness for the load of supplies.”? Owing 
to the ‘ Princesa’ having ‘sprung a leak’’, she was temporarily left at the 


quayside, with the ‘ Aranzazu’ with which she was to follow, under the command 
of Lieut, Commanders Salvador Fidalgo and Jacinto Caamafo, with a,

Hiza and the Army Captain Don Pedro 
Alberny have taken up the development of the place, without ill-treating the 
crews and garrison or inconveniencing the natives, who look healthy and con- 
tented.” aving impressed upon the commanders of the Concepcion and Ger- 
trudis the need for maintaining friendly relations between their crews and the 
natives as well as any strangers staying in that port, he made preparations for 
“receiving the English and entertaining them decently." 

The schooner ‘ Activa’ put into port, in a somewhat damaged condition, 
on the 4th May; while, on the 11th the schooners ‘ Sutil’ and ‘ Mexicana’, under 
the command of Don Dionisio Alcala Galiano and Don Cayetano Valdes, hove in 
sight, and Quadra sent launches out to meet them, as there was some danger of 
their being damaged by rocks. On the 13th, the report of cannon at 10 o'clock 
at night notified them of the approach of the ‘ Aranzazu’, which arrived in port 
two hours later. 

A French merchant ship, the ‘ Flavia’ arrived on the 26th from the East, 
with a cargo of gin which was to be traded at Kamschatka; ‘‘ they wished to 
trade in furs, and sought the whereabouts of the Comte de La Pérouse.”’ 

The schooners Sutil and Mexicana were despatched to the Strait on the 
2nd June, but, owing to unfavourable weather, were obliged to remain in port 


until the 5th. ‘‘ While awaiting the English, [ commissioned the Aranzazu to 
reconnoitre Bucareli and Fonte, and resolved to transfer the Memorials which 
she carried, to the Concepcion.’’ Information is given respecting other ships 


whick came into port, including the Portuguese ‘ Felix Aventurero’’ from Macao, 
which Quadra treated with kindness and courtesy. On the 24th June, he sent 
the Concepcion on to Monterrey with the despatches reporting his operations, 
and the Memorials, together with those of his troops who were unfit to spend 
ancther winter at Nootka. 

“On the 4th July, the English merchant-frigate Dedalo arrived. It had 
left Portsmouth on the 18th August with supplies for Commander Vancouver’s 
expedition, and the Captain, Thomas News, handed me a Royal Decree dated 
12th May, 791, from the Conde de Florida Blanca, in which was enclosed a copy 
of the Convention, and provided that His Britannic Majesty’s officer who might 
hand it to me, should immediately be placed in possession of the buildings, dis- 
tricts and portions of territory which had been occupied by that Monarch’s sub- 
jects in April ’89; but on being informed that a Lieutenant of the Royal Navy 
named Richard Augustus, had been instructed to deal with the matter mentioned 
in the Convention, and hand it to Vancouver if he should meet him (who was 
killed by the Indians in the Sandwich Islands), I showed him how much more 
convenient it would be to await the arrival of Vancouver in order to comply with 
the terms; to which he readily agreed.’? In the meantime, Quadra sent the 
Gertrudis off under the command of Don Alonso de Torres, with despatches for 
the Viceroy of New Spain and instructions to survey Fuca thoroughly with a view 
to erecting establishments in any ports suitable for the purpose. He was also 
to instruct the commander of the Princesa not to abandon the Strait until 
November ; and was to address a letter to Vancouver, should he be there, ‘ noti- 
fying him of his new commission and informing him of my desire to treat with 
him amicably in the matter of the differences which had arisen.’’ He was at all 
cost to inspect the coast from the 47th to the 45th degrees and report upon it. 

On the 20th the brigantine Venus arrived from Bengal, the captain, Henry 
Chepems, handing Quadra a letter from Don Salvador Fidalgo written from Nufiez 
Gaona, a port at the entrance to Fuca, in which the Spanish officer announced his 
arrival in the strait, and informed him of the murder of his first pilot, Don 
Antonio Gerantes, by the natives, and of the revenge he had taken by sinking 


two of their canoes, the sole survivors being a girl of seven and a boy of fifteen.

The news spread like wildfire throughout the rancherias, and in order to avoid 
further hostilities, Quadra sent for Macuina the native chief, who, as a proof 
of his personal affection for the Spaniards, offered to go personally to the Strait 
and deliver a letter to Fidalgo, in which Quadra urged him to set an example of 
humanity to the natives rather than revenge himself on those who might have 
been innocent. i 


On the 22nd Quadra rescued an American frigate the Columbia which was 
in distress. The captain, Robert Gray, told him that Vancouver was in the 
Strait since April. On the 3lst the American brigantine Hope joined them. The 
officer in command, ‘‘ Joseph Ingrahan”’ (? Ingram) gave Quadra “‘the fullest 
information regarding his extensive navigations, and knowing that he and Robert 
Gray had witnessed the events which had occurred in the port in ’89, I begged 
them to tell me in all sincerity the reason which had prompted Estevan Martinez 
to seize the Efigenia Nubiana, Colnett’s ships and the Northwest America; what 
establishment Meares had had at the time the Spaniards arrived; what land he 
had purchased from Macuina and other chiefs; with what purpose he had Icft 
the Northwest for the Columbia: had shipped a cargo of furs; what the total 
amounted to; and whom they belonged to.’’ The reply was that Martinez had 
admittedly misunderstood his instructions in respect of the ship Efigenia, but had 
released it, giving it the Portuguese flag, anchors and cables and supplies for the 
return journey. A further statement which corroborated that of Viana, was: 
‘‘that on Martinez’ arrival there was not a sign of a house; that in the vear 
°88 they had a sort of dwelling which Douglas had carried away piecemeal the 
same year on his departure for Sandwich; and as for territory purchased by 
Meares from Macuina or some other chief, they assured me they had never heard 
it mentioned, although they had been amongst them for nine months. 

‘As regards the detention of the Northwest America, they think this was 
convened between Douglas and Martinez; and the arrest of Colnett and his ships 
was due to Martinez’ opposition to his effort to establish a fort and colony such 
as Captain Meares had ordered him to do.’’ 


He describes the arrival in port of the American frigate Marguerite under 
the command of ‘‘Mr. James Magé’’ on the 7th, and of the English frigate 
Butterworth whose Captain, William Brown, was carrying despatches for Van- 
couver and had been instructed to found establishments at Queen Charlotte’s 
and two other ports on the coast; the arrival of the English bilander Prince Leo 
under Capt. Sharp’s command; and instances of his own courtesy and considera- 
tion towards the English officer Capt, Mathew Weatherhead, whose ship had run 
aground and to whom Quadra offered a passage home, and Lieutenant William 
Alder, whom he permitted to construct a bilander which he had brought to the 
port in sections, and which was required for trading in furs. Long end interest- 
ing descriptions are given of the native settlements, the mineral and vegetable 
produce, local birds, animals, ete., which he was able to study during his stay at 
Nootka; and remarks that the Rhee 2 ships had very little protection against 
foreign ships, and totalled ‘less than a third of the English ships which navigate 
these parts, and if in the future we should think of ejecting them from the pecrts 
beyond San Francisco, our resources would be quite inadequate ; and they cavld 
invade this and other ports in New California which I shall not be able to fortify 
at present.’’ He considered that the ex 


pense of maintaining a squadron for the 
defence of that coast would be both colossal and fruitless, ona alisiad that free 


trade for Spaniards would ensure the security of their position there: -* trading 
in furs for which we pay the Indians higher prices than foreigners do; improving 


the copper mines in New Spain; promoting textile industries in Queretaro, 
Puebla, Cholula; and gathering the shells at Monterrey all of which 
would provide employment for the innumerable unemployed men in the interior 
provinces. 
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Bodega y Quadra’s Diary—continued. 

’ On the 27th August, Vancouver arrived and landed with most of his 
officers, after firing, and receiving, a salute of thirteen guns. The following 
morning, Quadra returned the visit, accompanied by Macuina, and was shown 
over the ship, receiving a general’s salute on his arrival and departure, ‘‘ to 
which I responded the same day at mess, for, the two commanders and severai 
officers having accompanied me on land, I begged them to stay to luncheon; and 
after having fired 21 guns to the health of the Sovereigns, I saluted with 13, to 
the safe voyage of Vancouver. That afternoon, I showed him all the offices, 
warehouses and farms, with which he was very pleased, assuring’ me that he was 
astonished at what had been achieved in so short a time. I invited him and his 
officers to dine with me every day, and expressed the hope that they would make 
use of anything which the farms offered in the way of provisions for themselves 
and the crew. These courtesies over, I sent him the following official despatch 
on the 29th, enclosing copies of the letters I had written to Viana, Gray and 
Ingram and their replies.’’ 

There follows the full text of the communications which passed between 
Vancouver and Quadra on the Nootka Controversy. The latter asserts Spain’s 
prior claim to the territory which Martinez had surveyed in 1774 and taken pos- 
session of the following year, and traces the events which occurred until the 
arrest of Colnett and his ships; he A that Martinez had not contravened any 
laws by his refusal to recognise Cape. Meares as the legitimate occupant-of that 
territory ; but offering, on behalf of his government and for the sake of peace, 
to cede to England all the houses, offices and farms ‘‘ which have been so care- 
fully cultivated, and myself retiring to Fuca; and in order that the subjects of 
either nation there should not be molested in the future, that place should mark 
the boundary of our last establishment, where the boundary line should be fixed, 
from which point the territory to the north should be open to both nations for 
their free entry, use, and commerce, in accordance with Article 5 of the Conven- 
tion; the English not extending their activities to the south of Fuca.”’ 

The reply from George Vancouver was dated Ist Sept., and in it, he reminds 
Quadra that the question of their respective Sovereign’s rights on the Pacific 
coast of America had already been discussed at the Escorial in 1790 and did not 
come within their sphere; but that, in accordance with his instructions, he was 
prepared to accept the territory, establishments, etc., ceded by Spain. 

Vhe writer reports the activities that followed at the port, including the 
social relaxation offered by Macuina, ‘‘ whose daughter Vancouver was anxious 
to meet.’’ The text is quoted of the contentious correspondence that followed 
between Vancouver and Quadra, the former regarding the restitution of the 
adjacent islands and Port Cox indispensable to the complete interpretation of the 
provisions of the Convention; while the latter suggested that the matter should 
be referred to their respective governments and pointed out politely that Meares 
had somewhat wandered from the truth when he stated that other portions of 
territory (claimed by Vancouver as belonging to the English before their eject- 
tion in April 1789) had been purchased by him from the native chief, Macuina! 

The result was that Vancouver stayed on to re-load his ship, while Quadra 
left Nootka on the 2ist September without having come to a definite settle- 
ment; leaving Don Jacinto Caamaiio of the Aranzazu in-charge, pending further 
instructions trom the Crown. 

The remainder of this extremely important and interesting manuscript 
contains the log of Quadra’s return voyage to San Blas, which he reached on 
31st January, 1793 (having stopped at Fuca on the 26th Sept. and Monterrey on 
Oct. 9th, 1792, on the way); the text of his official report of the proceedings at 
Nootka; his views on the political and commercial possibilities of the place; a 
classified appendix of the animal, vegetable and mineral products of the district ; 
and a very comprehensive vocabulary of the Nootka dialect.

“|. . Last summer was spent in fruitless negotiations with the Indians, 
for the Congress were of opinion, that the best time for obtaining favorable terms 
of peace with them, was, after they had beaten us twice in the field, & were flushed 
with success; the Indians, however, refused to treat with our Commissioners 
unless they would agree, to make the River Ohio the boundary between them an 
the United States, instead of the middle of the Lakes, which was fixed on, as the 
boundary by the treaty of peace with Great Britain. When the season for acting 
was past, our small Army was ordered to march against the Indians and we are 
in daily apprehensions of hearing of its defeat, as the Indians have had much time 
to prepare themselves. 

“* Our newspapers magnify the Bankruptcies in England, and the number of 
those who are disposed for a Revolution. So little do the people here understand 
the state of your Country, that they affirm that all the bankruptcies have been 
occasioned by the capture of Vessels by the French, and the loss of the trade, 
which England had with that nation. I think England was never in so great 
danger as at present, having so many enemies at home, as well as abroad, for if 
the friends of the French Revolution among you, should succeed in prevailing on 
Govt. to desist in the present War, it would no sooner cease in France, than it 
would begin in England, as the Revolutionists among you, who correspond with the 
French mob, would seize the first moment of peace, to bring over half a million of 
Assassins, and needy Villians, from France, who with the help of your own mob, 
might overturn the Government, and expose all the property of the Nation to 
pillage, as they have done in their own Country; so that nothing can save your 
Government, but the continuance of the War, which cuts off all their communica- 
tion, between your Revolutioners & their Brethren the Sans Culottes. Your people 
seem to be liberty-mad, but if they would come over, to this country, they would 
be cured of their fondness for it, by seeing how little our people have got by it. A 
friend of mine, who lately made an excursion to Canada, this summer, informed me, 
on his return, that he found many Emigrants, from the states of New York, Ver- 
mount, Massachusets, and Connecticut, in that Country, who assured him, that 
many thousands of their Country-men who had fought through all the last war, 
to avoid becoming British subjects, had now of their own accord, settled in Canada, 
& taken the oaths to the British Government, altho’ it is absolute in that Country, 
having left Liberty, Equality, and the rights of Man, their former Idols, behind 
them; and what is still a greater Satyre, on the friends of Liberty and Republi- 
canism he likewise assured me, that great numbers of Irishmen, who had aban- 
doned their own Country, for want of Liberty, & a Reform in Parlt. on finding 
their Settlement, in the United States, difficult, by the extorsions of the Land-

Jobbers, had settled in Canada where they had no Parlt. to reform. They could 
not endure the British Government in Ireland, where it was limited by law, but 
they have readily submitted to it in Canada, where it is absolute and unlimited. 
Altho, one of their professed designs of emigration was to avoid Bay ieg tythes to 
the Protestant Clergy, yet they readily submit to pay tythes to the Roman- 
Catholic priesthood. I had heard of these things, several years ago, but did not 
believe them, and I am now assured that Emigration to Canada still continues, & 
that numbers have emigrated this present year.’’ Ete. 

‘< It is said here that the British vessels, in the Delaware, are to be seized by 
wav of an indemnification for 111 American vessels, seized by the English Fleet, 
in the West Indies.

The manuscript, which is mainly a transcript with autograph maginal 
notes, is a proposition put forward for the development of the mines, ‘‘ adopting 
the methods employed in Monsieur ’s metal foundry.’’ 


Auguste, the owner of the foundry and devisor of the scheme, although 
apparently French, offers his services to the Spanish Crown, and is willing to 
assume Spanish nationality for the purpose. He says: ‘‘ The reiterated obser- 
vations of the Spanish Consul regarding the simplicity, speed and economy of 
the methods employed in my foundry ram is usually closed to the ublic) ; the 
opinion of Sr. Don Feliz Azara who has liyed for twenty-six years in Peru, which 
opinion is shared by Sefior Serna, with regard to the application of these same 
methods for the benefit of the mines in Spanish America; all confirmed my own 
a Hace that in placing my services at the feet of His Catholic Majesty, I would 
obtain for him new treasures. So precious a motive, united to the ardent desires 
of the Spanish Consul for the prosperity of his Court, have elevated my thoughts ; 
but I was far from presuming that some written instructions, designs and 
models, which I thought of using in demonstrations in Spain, would not suffice 
and that the Consul would invite me to go personally to Peru. . . I have 
thought the matter over for a long time. Only the memory of the ancient ties 
ataok unite France and Spain has been able to persuade me not to reject this 
idea. Possessing fortune, reputation and astiprabis ossessions in France, 
only the desire for glory could make me renounce, for a few years, the peaceful 
pleasures of my ordinary occupation.’’ 


In the course of a very well written essay the writer discusses the influence 
of Spanish mineral wealth upon European economics. He states that he is 
“convinced that it is His Catholic Majesty for whom God has reserved the 
honourable mission of subduing Europe, now plunged in disaster for the last 
fifteen years. So great a motive should animate with indefatigable zeal all who 
can co-operate in some way in the execution of so noble a project; and I have the 
vanity to believe myself worthy of His Majesty’s confidence on account of the 
certainty of the favourable results of my methods.’’ 


He has every confidence that the output of the American mines can _ be 
greatly increased and describes his methods for working the mineral bearing 
districts and the conclusions he has arrived at from _his experiments with, and 
analysis of, specimens of earth from those places. He gives a very interesting 
account of the affinity between certain metals, and ‘the normal proportion of 
precious metals to lumps of “‘ metallic’’ earth; such as one grain of gold to the 
pound of earth (from New Granada) and ten grains of silver to the same. Figures 
are carefully gone into, both as calculations and actual records. He mentions 
that he has found specimens of metallic earth from New Spain yielding four 
grains of gold to the pound of earth, half of which he calculates is lost by being 
carelessly washed by negro slaves. From this, however, he is able to estimate 
the value of the mineral districts, and shows how the value can be increased

enormously by his method of treatment with mercury. ‘‘ This is not, the only 
benefit that can be derived from my system of work; the economy of time offers 
many more important advantages. . . I understand that in America when 
the receptacle holding the metal is charged with quicksilver, the labourers sift 
for eight days at least, the mineral which has been washed and mixed with quick- 
silver, to mix it with the silver. The usual quantity in one of these receptacles 
is about 60 quintals, a moderate ee which I have already established, to 
bake in my apparatus rom where I will extract in the same given 
time, eight times as much metal as that produced by the admixture of quick- 
silver. ad not the Consul been a witness of the experiments which I describe, 
they might have seemed haphazard, particularly when I express a positive truth, 
which is: that I shall employ half ie number of people to obtain a much more 
speedy result, and without exposing the labourers daily to the dangers arising 
from the use of quicksilver.”’ 


He describes the gold mines of La Paz and their surrounding forests which 
would be used eventually ag fuel for their neighbouring foundries. A very 
interesting description is given of the method of reducing the metal to the re- 
quired consistency for minting; and of the ‘‘motor’’ machinery which he had 
invented for use in his foundry ; which he proposes to introduce into Peru for the 
working of the famous silver mines at Potosi, etc. 


This extremely interesting document contains the clauses of the writer’s 
proposed contract with the Spanish Government which he desired to see in pos- 
session of wealth beyond the dreams of avarice; but as a precautionary measure 
he demanded the payment of 90,000 pesos in Paris on delivering his machinery to 
the Spanish Ambassador.

I said I did not deal 
with cannibals, but that having been sent by my master, the King of’Spain and 
his Generals, on my errand, I would deal with the people on the island direct 


: and I did, there and then, address those who were assembled.”’ He 
states that ‘‘Jack,’’ the mountain-terror, followed his actions with keen 
interest and addressing one of his own followers, said to him in English: ‘‘ He 


goes on fair and softly; we shall go near to lose our liberty.”’ 


The narrator, having previously landed and taken possession of the Island 

** in the name of Charles the Fourth with a salvo from the rifles on land’and the 

uns on board, and shouts of ‘ Long live the King of Spain, Lord of Roatan and 

Baierer of the Indies’, eventually succeeded in winning over the majority of the 

Islanders and it is recorded with much gratification that ‘‘ the acquisition of this 
Island has not cost the King a single maravedi, or humanity a single tear.’’

Capt. Broughton saw much important service along the coast of North-West 
America, in the East Indies, and along the coast of NE. Asia. In 1790 he was 
appointed to accompany Vancouver in his famous Voyage, but was for some time 
employed in the survey of the Columbia River and the adjacent coast. He returned 
to England with despatches, and on Oct. 3, 1793, was made Commander of the 
Providence (Capt. Bligh’s old ship), and again sent out to the N.W. Coast of 
America to join Vancouver. He sailed to Rio Janeiro, thence to Australia, 
Tahiti, the Hawaiian Islands, and so to Nootka Sound in Vancouver Island. 
Finding that Capt. Vancouver had left, he sailed down to Monterrey in California, 
and then across the Pacific again to the Hawaiian Islands and on to Japan. For 
four years he carried out a close survey of the Coast of Asia and the Islands of 
Japan. The ‘‘ Providence’’ was lost off Formosa, but the crew were all saved, 
and the work continued in the tender. He arrived back in England in February, 
1799, and until his death in 1821 saw much further important service for the most 
part in the Far East.

His criticisms of contemporary 
personalities are terse and Ko ome and he manifests remarkable literary gifts 
in presenting before the reader vivid descriptions of the turbulent events of his 
iy a A report of the conditions prevailing in the army is decidedly grim: 
** Since I arrived, I have been unable to draw a penny of pay . . . this eternal 
lack of funds is responsible for the scarcity of rations, with the result that the 
troops are becoming so dissatisfied that the consequences may be extremely evil. 
It was necessary to decimate them and shoot a few poor devils . . . When the 
one who ought to be shot is that scoundrel Moxo.’’ Referring to the capture of 
Margarita Island, he states: ‘‘ With their complete possession of the Island, of 
great importance to the holders of the province of Venezuela, the insurgents are 
now established there as owners, and are no cig, fugitives. The loss of the 
island is due to the irritating conduct of that high-and-mighty imprudent (?) 
Uruitiata, Lieutenant Colonel of the Infantry.’’ 


In another letter from Puerto Cabello, dated 5th Sept. 1817, he says: ‘‘ Do 
me the honour and justice, my dear friend, of considering me burnt and roasted, 
for my position does not improve and I am unable to do my duty by you [he had 
apparently received some financial assistance from him]. You cannot imagine 
how matters stand, how they have been, nor how they tend. I have not drawn a 
single ‘real’ [about threepence] in spite of my Royal Warrants which I brought 
with me from Spain. . . ave to share whatever rations there are, like the 
others . . . and having been compelled to scrape along in a thousand_ways, 
my health has suffered gravely and I have found it imperative to come to Puerto 
Cabello, where I was able to obtain some relief.’”” He goes on to suggest that the 
Governorship of Panama would be most acceptable to him. ‘I say it is vacant, 
because the nominee, Alejandro Hora, is away in Jamaica and nobody wants him 
in Panama under any circumstances; therefore the Governorship of so peaceful a 
community would be very nice for me. Tell that to my friend Goossens, and say 
that even if I recover from my illness I shall not want to govern Cumana again, 
where not a house or inhabitant remains.”’ 

Describing the stormy events in Caracas, he states: ‘‘They say that at a 
council of war, they have decided to abandon Cumana . . . in order to cap- 
ture our forces the enemy have again taken Barinas and are a three-days’ march 
from Valencia with a big force. . . None of the Governors appointed by the 
King are allowed to serve in this capacity: they have no authority, and are merely 
allowed to live en parole such as I have been doing miraculously for a year and a 
half. . . It seems that whoever does not assassinate or rob, or allow others 
to assassinate and rob, is called an insurgent and a man of poor spirit and of sus- 
picious character . . . and is even reviled by the authorities who should 
protect him.” } 

In another letter, he gives a long account of a conflict between a handful 
of country-folk under Ximenez against Bolivar in which the latter was routed ; 
and describes forcefully the methods of certain authorities ‘‘ behind the scenes.’

company of that town. In 1782, on account of the war with England, he went to 
Concepcion, serving at his own expense, in recognition of which, he was nomin- 
ated Captain of the Chillan Regiment . . . and received the Order of Charles 
II. in 1797. With his brother, Juan Manuel, he built a hospital in his native 
town, which was approved by Royal Decree in 1803, the King granting a propor- 
tion of the local funds towards its maintenance.’? [A transcript of de la Cruz 
petition to the King, applying for this grant towards his proposed hospital, is one 
of the manuscript items offered in this catalogue. ] 


‘Possessed of a considerable private fortune, he travelled through various 
European countries . . . and also published a translation of the ‘ Historia 
Civil de Chile’ from the Italian work by the Abbot Molina. . . . He was 
more generally known by his title of Conde de Maule. He died in 1826.”’ 


The Conde’s ‘‘ Viage de Espafia, Francia é Italia ’’ in 14 vols.—to which the 
present manuscript is the supplement—is fully catalogued in Medina’s biblio- 
graphy (No. 793); while Brunet also catalogues the same work under reference 
No. 20081. The manuscript book, which describes the author’s daily experiences 
during his travels from his birthplace Talea (Chile) to Europe, gives an intimate 
relation of some of the most interesting historical events of the period. 


The author seems to have had the entrée to various European Courts, and 
had special passport facilities accorded to him during the turbulent epoch of the 
French Revolution and the rise of the Napoleonic dynasty in France and Spain. 
His reminiscences of contemporary notabilities and historical events, his shrewd 
comments on the political crises of the period, his descriptions of the picturesque 
places he visited, all written in his own autograph with marginal notes, alterations 
and inserted notes, make this manuscript volume an item of extraordinary interest. 


In many instances, he refers the reader to his published work, maintaining 
that this book does not aim at historical relation so much as at personal reminis- 
cence. It would be impossible to quote from so engrossing a report, an adequate 
example of its entertaining entries, in a short catalogue description, the writer 
beng possessed of a gift for narration from which it is difficult to select the best 
quotation, 


; The early part of the work refers to his wanderings in Chile, Peru, Argen- 
tine and Uruguay. They set sail for Cadiz on 5th September, 1783, where they 
arrived after a voyage of sixty-seven days. He describes the amusing experi- 
ences of the Ca otain and crew at the hands of the tyrannical Father Neptune on 
crossing his ‘‘ Kingdom” at the Equator. He mentions that the two million 
pesos they carried on board the frigate ‘‘ Barbara ’’ was the ‘‘ first sum of money 
received from America since the three years’ war with England.’? Referring to 
Napoleon’s ambitions with regard to Spain, he reflects (at a later period) that the 
Corsican s efforts were directed towards weakening Spain commercially and politi- 
cally ‘‘ with a view to finally subjugating her as a province of his Empire ae 
Latterly, in 1808, he unmasked at the Congress at Bayonne, deposing Ferdinand 
and presenting as King of Spain that apparition, his brother Joseph. It was then 
that he recognized Spanish honour and their love for their own Kings.” The 
Spanish nation would have none of the French influence of the Buonapartes, how- 
ever, and committees of protest were formed throughout the country, Seville 
acting as ‘‘spokesman’’ on behalf of Spain and Spanish America. 


Reverting to his travels, he describes his stay in Genoa after leaving the 
French Riviera. Whilst there, he touches upon the vexed question of Columbus’ 
birthplace. ‘“‘ This distinguished navigator, discoverer of the New World, was 
born about the middle of the fifteenth century, the exact date being unknown. 
Nor is the birthplace known with any degree of certainty. Many say he was a 
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Bahamonde (Nicolas de la Cruz)—continued. 


native of Genoa; amongst them, Peter Martyr de Angleira, Justinian and other 
litterateurs who flourished in his time. Colwmbus himself in his will, written at 
Seville in 1497 in the presence of the scribe Martin Rodriguez, says he was born 
at Genoa: and on another occasion, dealing with the establishment of an hereditary 
estate in favour of his son Diego . . . he orders him to have a house at 
Genoa, for that was where he was born.’’ He describes his meeting’ with the Duke 
of Parma, another of Napoleon’s puppets, and a memorable dinner party in Rome, 

r circa 1797, when the French General Duphan lost his life in a fracas in which the 
Pope’s troops came to grips with some marauding revolutionaries outside Lucien 
Bonaparte’s house. Lucien, then the French Ambassador, had spent the night at 
Sefior Azara’s house, suspecting that the street riot would take place near his 
abode, and the story was confirmed by his host when the author of this book 
ventured out to see him the following day. 


He describes the arrival of Austrian troops in Venice “‘ to take possession ”’ 
one day when he was standing under the shadow of St. Mark’s. He received 
a message from the Marques de Peralada, asking him to go up to his 
balcony which would afford a fine view of the proceedings, in comfort. This 
invitation was followed by others, at which the conversation devolved upon 
America and the Americans. He remarks whimsically that being an American 
himself, courtesy forced him to remain silent whilst the Marques and his 
guests discussed national characteristics. On being drawn into the conversation, 
the author tactfully observed that ‘‘ all men were of the same nature the world 
over, history showing us that many intellectual races had passed into a state of 
savagery and vice versa.’’ Of the history of France, to which the writer con- 
tinually reverts, the following is of peculiar American and French interest: ‘‘ The 
scarcity of wheat and food supplies introduced gaunt hunger into Paris. The 
women were determined to procure bread . . . and they formed an armed 
force, over eight thousand strong. They nominated _a chief, and on the 5th 
October (? 1789) they made for Versailles to meet the King. The Orleans faction 
likewise followed them to Versailles a few hours later. When the King returned 
from the chase, he met the first feminine army which he tried to pacify. The other 
Orleanist army did not arrive until midnight. The inhabitants of Versailles were 
obliged to lodge them in their houses, in churches and other public buildings. 
Hardly had the next day dawned before they proceeded in a body to the King’s 
palace, which, perchance from treachery, they found open. They swarmed up the 
staircase, armed, destroying everything they could lay hands on, forcing the 
doors, shouting death to the Guards, the Court and the Queen, The body guards 
fought them to save the Royal family, but after many of them had fallen wounded 
in the conflict, they were bound to admit defeat and warned the Queen of her 
danger, who retired to the King’s apartment. In the midst of all this confusion 
appeared the National Guard, commanded by General Lafayette, who had come 
from Paris, foreseeing the harm that could be done by the Orleanists, and restored 
order. When he a ared before the King, the latter embraced him and _ called 
him his liberator. he Orleans proposal to put an end to the Royal family was 
derided. Lafayette commanded the military section in Paris with so much ability 
that he deserves the utmost praise. . . . Lafayette had served, since the age 
of nineteen years, in the revolution in the United States of America under the 
orders of General Washington, by whom he was greatly influenced with the idea 


of republicanism. He was very humane. 


“The King promised at Versailles that_he would return to Paris the fol- 
lowing day, which he did, accompanied by the Royal family and a Deputation of a 
hundred representatives of the people, preceded by the woman’s army and the 
Orleanists and a multitude of people. The Royal troops followed’ at a distance.

“In Paris on the 4th July, when they were engaged in celebrating with 
great magnificence, the National Federation, at the Champ de Mars—indeed the 
King’s solemn oath to do all that the constitutional law permitted him, to main- 
tain the constitution decreed by the National Assembly, gave a great impetus to 
the republican ideas—whilst this was in progress, the news came through that 
preparations were afoot by the Empéror and King of Prussia to invade France, 
under the command of the Duke of Brunswick. . . .” 


In February 1791, they began to subject the unfortunate Louis XVI. to 
indignities in the Palace of the Tuileries. Seeing that his powers and prerogatives 
were being taken from him one by one he “‘ resorted to flight with the Queen 
and Royal family, on the night of the 20th June. The King left a declaration 
to the French nation, in which he formally protested against the acts which he 
had been forced to perform since 14th July, 1789. This was sent to the National 
Assembly . . . who despatched couriers in search of him along all the roads, 
(the King) being finally detained at Varennes whence he returned to Paris on the 
26th. After that there was some sort of reconciliation with the National 
Assembly.’’ A detailed report is given of the progress of the Revolution, 
Robespierre’s rise to prominence, and the manner in which the rabble harrassed 
the unhappy occupants of the Tuileries. The news of Lafayette’s arrest at Lux- 
embourg and the Prussians’ march on Verdun, only served to throw the Paris mob 
into a state of vindictive rage. They made for the Carmelite Monastery and 
murdered all but two of the monks; they set up their revolutionary tribunals and 
then began their orgy of murder. It was sufficient for any one to accuse another 
of a supposed crime for the victim to be hurried away, bayoneted, or thrown out of 
the Abbey windows. . . . Danton, Minister of Justice (who was himself be- 
headed on the 6th April 1794) and Petian, the Maire of Paris, aided and abetted 
the villains. ‘‘ The only one who protested against this wholesale butchery was 
Col. Roland. . . . On the 20th Sept. the Convention opened its sessions, 
abolishing the Monarchy, and declaring that the French Government would there- 
after be Republican. . . . We now reach the most unhappy date of the 21st 
January, when the Convention and its partisans reached the limit of their 
atrocious excesses. This is the day on which iniquity sealed their disorder. This 
is the day on which—to the horror of Europe—they beheaded the innocent King 
Louis XVI.’’ Later, on the 10th August, 1793, the Republic was proclaimed from 
the Place de la Bastille. He reviles the assassins of Govel, Bishop of Paris, 
Xebert, Brissot, etc., and announces the ‘‘ death of the monstrous Robespierre and 
the other tyrants—who had rent asunder the French nation—on the 27th July 


1794, At the same time, Legendre was able to close down the Jacobite club which 
was the cause of so much harm.’’

f The essay describes Chateaubriand’s journey to Philadelphia and his meeting 
with George Washington. He describes the simplicity of the Presidential home :— 
“TI rang the bell, and a maidservant answered the door. ‘ Was the General in?’ 
She replied that he was. ‘Then,’ said I, ‘tell him I have a letter to hand to 
him.’ [told her my name which she found difficult to pronounce and to remember, 
and she ushered me into a small room at the end of a long, narrow corridor, to 
await the General. . . . He entered a few minutes later: he is a big man, 
with an air of serenity and coolness rather than nobility. He is just like his 
portrait. I presented my letter which he quickly scanned for the signature, 
exclaiming aloud ‘Colonel Armand.’ That is what he called the man who signed 
himself Marquis de la Rouairie . . . . We sat down, I explaining,the object 
of my visit, he replying in monosyllables in English or French. . . When I 
told him it was easier to discover the North Pole than to establish a nation as 
he had done, he held out his hand to me, exclaiming ‘ Very good, youngster !” 
He invited me to dine the next evening and J then left him.’’ 


He describes the dinner party where the conversation turned principally 
upon the French Revolution; and the following day, he resumed his journey 
whilst Washington returned to the battlefield. ‘‘ Such was my meeting with the 
man who has emancipated a whole world. Later I saw Buonaparte: thus did 
Providence show me the two personages whom it had placed at the head of affairs 
in their own era. If one compares Washington and Buonaparte, man for man, 
it seems that the talents of the former are not on so high a seus as those of the 
latter. Washington does not, like Buonaparte, belong to the race of the Alex- 
anders and the Ceesars who exceed the normal stature of mankind; he is not 
placed in a vast theatre, engaged upon a struggle with the most able Generals 
and powerful monarchs of his time. He does not cross the seas, or march front 
Memphis to Vienna, from Cadiz to Moscow; he defends himself with a handful 
of citizens, in a land without memories of fame, in a narrow circle of domestic 
hearths . . . . but from this obscurity, what a light shall shine forth! 
Washington has left the United States as a trophy upom his battlefield. ; 


‘‘ Buonaparte is in no wise like this grave American. He fights upon old 
soil where brilliance beats down upon him from all sides . . . . he seeks his 
own fame; he seems to know that his influence will be shortlived, that the torrent 
which descends from so high will pass swiftly: he hastens to seize and abuse his 
power as though it were a spell of fleeting youth. . ._. With one hand he 
crushes kings, with the other he stays that monster, the Revolution.” 


He points out that Washington and Buonaparte were each, historically, the 
offspring of a republic, ‘‘ but whereas the former was true to Liberty, the latter 
has betrayed it. Their fortunes in accordance with their choice will therefore be 
essentially different from one another in the future. The name of Washington 
will be associated with that of liberty from age to age: he will indicate the 
beginning of a new era in the history of mankind. . . . Buonaparte’s name 
will also be repeated by future generations, but no blessing will go with it.’

Laurent Ferrer Maldonado was a famous Spanish Navigator and Geographer 
towards the end of the 16th Century. At that time there was great eagerness on 
the part of the leading European Nations to discover a new route to the Hast 
Indies, and in this memorial Maldonado points out to the King of Spain the 
great advantages to be obtained if the Spaniards should sail direct to the 
Philippines etc., by a new passage he had used, by the North-West, and if they 
could prevent other nations from using this new route. For the better direction 
of the passage to be taken he gives particulars of what he saw when he made the 
voyage in 1588, when he passed by the North of America and the Glacial Sea into 
a strait separating America from Asia. which he believed to be the same as 
Geographers called the Strait of Anian (now Bering’s Strait). 


A manuscript account of this supposed voyage was at one time in the pos- 
session of the Bishop of Segovia, Don Jerome Mascaregnas, and apparently a copy 
had been made of it, as Charles Amoretti discovered in the Ambrosian Library of 
Milan, of which he was the Librarian, a Spanish Manuscript Memorial addressed 
to the Council of Lisbon regarding various marine affairs, and containing the 
particulars of this voyage. Amoretti translated this into Italian and published it 
in 1811, and then published it in this French translation, the following year. 


Ji has always been a point of debate as to how much of the narrative was 
founded on truth, and how much was the result of the author’s invention. Cer- 
tainly in the sixteenth century more was known of these regions than geographers 
know nearly two-hundred years later. But Maldonado makes many assertions 
that were much later found to be false, unless the character of the country had 
changed a great deal. He claims to have seen forests, fruit, and even raisins in 
Bering’s Strait, and makes large inaccuracies in his details as to latitudes and 
longitudes. However, some people still believe in the truth of his voyage, and 


some time since the English Government was even asked to subsidize with £20,000 
an expedition to re-find the passage.

attachment and valour of our British Troops. . . Notwithstanding the gloomy 
aspect of things I am convinced that Lakes Erie & Champlain are not irrecover- 
ably lost to us, but on the contrary, they may, in my opinion, be retaken with the 
greatest facility & that ever after we may maintain ourselves as thorough masters 
of them, without which the province of lower Canada is merely nugatory. se

communication between the water-systems of the Orinoco and Amazon and of 
determining the exact position of the bifurcation. On 24 Nov. the two friends 
sailed for Cuba, and after a stay of some months regained the mainland at Carta- 
gena, Ascending the swollen stream of the Magdalena, and crossing the frozen 
ridges of the Cordilleras, they reached Quito after a tedious and difficult journey, 
Jan. 6, 1802. “There they ascended Picchincha and Chimborazo, and made an 
expedition to the sources of the Amazon, en route for Lima, At Callao Humboldt 
observed the transit of Mercury. and studied the fertilizing properties of guano, 
the introduction of which into Europe was mainly due to his writings. After a 
year’s stay in Mexico, and a short visit to the U.S.A., they returned to Europe.” 


In this famous expedition Humboldt may justly be regarded as having laid 
the foundation of the sciences of physical geography and meteorology .in their 
larger bearings. His services to geology were mainly based on his attentive study 
of the volcanoes of the New World.

The first letter, marked ‘‘ most secret,’? and dated from the Royal Palace 
on 8rd December 1815, states that the King of Spain, after going through various 
reports submitted to him by the Indies Council, “‘has particularly noted the 
extreme urgency of endeavouring té promote the peace of the Americans by every 
means. . . That proposed by the Council at its meeting on 13th July is the one 
to be preferred: and that is, to obtain the mediation of England, even if it should 
be in exchange for certain mercantile benefits. In order to reassure himself of the 
suitability of this measure, His Majesty would like you to enlist the services of 
some Ministers, who (by their talent, prudence and political knowledge, would be 
worthy of your trust) should, with the utmost secrecy, and as soon as possible, 
discuss this poe and place the matter before His Majesty again. . . . Itis 
necessary, also, to look ahead and consider the disadvantages that may arise, and 
His Majesty therefore wishes that the Ministers who are to be entrusted with this 
grave and delicate mission, should bear in mind the following observations: 


‘‘1,_ There is a law called a fundamental law of Europe, according to which, 
only the Metropolis may trade with her colonies. This law was established by the 
Treaty of Utrecht, at the request of the House of Austria, England and Holland. 


‘9, Although England will undoubtedly, for her own ends, ignore this 
law, and the Netherlands will probably not insist upon it for England’s sake (to 
whom their sovereign owes so much), the contrary is to be feared from France, 
who was represented and subscribed to all the conventions of that Treaty. 


‘3. The reasons which aggravate this fear are: first, France’s hatred for 
England ; Russia’s hatred for the same and her influence over France; the hatred 
of the Dutch Crown Prince for England. 


‘4, If, notwithstanding this fundamental law we find ourselves obliged to 
. overlook it in favour of the more imperative law of necessity, in other 
words—if we are faced with the alternative of losing the Americas, or subscribing 
to mercantile concessions to England on condition she undertakes to restore 
peace. 


Altogether, eleven points are raised with regard to Spain’s concession to 
England to trade legitimately with America; the King asking his Ministers’ ad- 
vice on the question of specifying the ports and customs houses where the English 
should take their merchandise; what taxes they should pay, assuming that their 
losses on contraband goods amount to approximately 15%; what benefits should 
be granted to Spanish commerce to avoid the ruin of her own factories and those 
in America ‘‘ through the glut that would occur in the markets by the competi- 
tion of a nation which has reached the height of its industrial power’: and an 
earnest request for due consideration of the complaints which other Powers would 
assuredly lodge in the event of Suge acquiring from Spain certain privileges 


not granted to the other parties to the Treaty of Utrecht, ‘‘ which privil i 
tend to develop into monopolies.”’ a a ae

The writer mentions how the action of the insurgents of Rio de la Plata 
has helped the Brazilians’ cause and points out the revolutionaries’ fatal lack of 
assistance ‘‘ such as France rendered the Anglo-American States in forming an 
absolute Federation.’’ He opines that only ‘“ our good Father and Sovereign can 
be their Redeemer ’’ and quotes a Royal Decree whereby “ our poor brothers enjoy 
all the rights of the King’s subjects throughout the Monarchy and Dominions.” 
Nevertheless, the Sia ip sph cheerfully forfeited their ‘‘ rights and prin- 


ciples ’* under the Spanish yoke, and preferred their ‘‘ unprofitable independence ”’ 
with healthy freedom. 


The Relation of the insurrection at Buenos Aires, Portugal’s cunning 
manceuvres with a view to extending her territories in South America, and the 
amusing references to Howe, Gage and Clinton as ‘‘ bullies and hectors sent by 


the British King to stem the insurrection of his colonies in North America,’’ makes 
very interesting reading.

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Wuy SPAIN CEDED THE FLORIDAS TO THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN 1821.

The Commission, whose duty it was to advise the Spanish Government 
(through the medium of the ‘‘ Cortes ’’) upon its course of action with regard to 
the United States demands, presented a report of the greatest interest and 
importance, in which the causes which led up to the political situation with 
which they deal, are traced from the first stages, emanating from an earlier 
Treaty. These original pages of history present the pathos of Spain’s position 
vividly before the reader. Keenly aware of their country’s ever-weakening 
hold upon the high-spirited New World; weighing up, as they say, not advan- 
tages against disadvantages, but rather the relative disadvantages of one evil 
against another, the Commission finally shows that the hand of fate means to 
withdraw Florida from Spain’s Empire; either by means of war, following 
inevitably upon her defiance of America’s wishes, or by her acceptance of a 
distasteful condition with as good a grace as her chagrin will allow. In tracing 
the history of the contemporary political events, and the hypothetical evil results 
of Spain’s refutation of the Treaty, the Commission reveals how heavily expediency 
outweighs idealism in international negotiations, once more proving the fact that 
Diplomacy’s usual motto is that Honesty is the best policy. 


The Report is dated from Madrid on the 30th pene 1820, and there 
is a manuscript marginal note to the effect that the Cortes had approved the 
Political Commission’s recommendation. 


As the Commission states, it was its duty ‘‘to enter very fully into the 
history and causes of the Treaty ’’ before being in a position to advise the Cortes 
whether or not they should authorize the cession of the Floridas as stipulated by 
the United States. 

One of the first points dealt with is the bargain which the Spanish Govern- 
ment had previously struck with Napoleon over the cession of Louisiana and 
six warships in exchange for the very precarious Kingdom of Etruria with 
which Charles IV. sought to magnify the prestige of his nephew, the Duke of 
Parma. As the Commission bitterly remarks, the unscrupulous Napoleon did 
away with this Kingdom precisely when it suited his purpose, whilst Spain 
was left without her valuable ships and colony—which had meanwhile been sold 
to the United States—and with that formidable rival as an uncomfortably near 
neighbour on the Mexican Gulf. 

From the time that Louisiana was sold to the United States, Spain’s 


insecure position in the Floridas became apparent, ‘‘ wedged into the territory 
(Continued over)

of a Republic which was known to aim at incorporating them in its own 
dominions.’ Indeed, the Floridas could not fail to become the object of the 
United States’ patient efforts to achieve their aim; and thus, in the period 
between 1805 and 1819, we find the Americans claiming the right ‘‘ to extend 
their frontier to the River Perdido including nearly the whole of Western 
Florida.” The war with France having begun before that point was settled, 
the United States are accused of having engineered a rising in the Floridas and 
of taking possession of it by means of an Act of Congress. They also claimed 
that their purchase of Louisiana with the rights which the French had held 
therein, entitled them to claim vast tracts of land to the west of the Mississippi 
including the important Bay of St. Bernard and the whole of Texas. 


The question of the United States and Spanish boundaries was not the 
only one at issue. Bitter quarrels had arisen owing to the unequal advantages 
and disadvantages_of certain stipulations in the Treaty of 1795, one of which 
was that the Americans should establish a warehouse at New Orleans for their 
inland produce; and the other, that the principle of ‘‘ the flag protecting the 
cargo’? should be recognised; both of which clauses gave rise to complaints. 
Moreover, on the strength of a secret order from the Spanish Indies Ministry, 
the Administrator of Louisiana ordered that the New Orleans depository should 
be suspended. The Americans complained, they were given compensation, but in 
spite of having expressed themselves satisfied, they subsequently put in a claim 
for indemnification on the grounds that their harvests had been ruined that year. 
With regard to the protection afforded by the flag, after concluding their Treaty 
of 1795 with the Spaniards, the Americans entered into another with England, 
by which they established a contrary principle, which was: that the flag does not 
cover the cargo. The consequence was that whereas the English, who were then 
at war with Spain, were thus entitled to seize Spanish goods on board American 
ships, the Spaniards could not seize English po on those same ships. Both 
the Spanish corsairs and prize-court officials, ‘‘ irritated and offended at the 
inequality of the rules . . . did not invariably respect the terms of the 
Treaty of 1795 and gave cause for claims,’’ to which the Americans added others 
with regard to the excesses committed against their commerce by French corsairs 
off the Spanish coast and ports, and for which Spain was held responsible. An 
agreement was entered into between Spain and the United States with a view 
to liquidating their debts, but before it was properly ratified, Spain’s internal 
diplomatic upheavals—the Peninsula War, the War of Independence and King 
Ferdinand’s re-instatement—caused the United States to ignore Spain’s Diplo- 
matic agents and to continue to occupy Western Florida, whilst private American 
enterprise gave the United States a strong foothold in Eastern Florida and Texas. 
Spain, unable to enlist the help of either England or France, was thus faced 
with the problem of losing Florida with as little sacrifice to her dignity as 
possible. As the Commission points out, on the one hand they are faced with 
the cession of Florida; in other words, the ratification of the Treaty of Wash- 
ington of 22nd February, 1819, which, though distasteful, has nevertheless been 
lawfully entered into by the Spanish Plenipotentiary. On the other hand, they 
see that the inevitable consequence of not ratifying the Treaty is war—crushing, 
humiliating and, above all, disastrous to their hold upon their remaining colonies 
in America, already infected with the spirit of Republicanism. The loss of the 
Floridas is in any case certain; the advantage to Spain arising from a peaceful 


cession being the certainty of coming to better terms with the United States over 
the other disputes which had arisen. 


The Commission enters into the question very thoroughly, putting forward the 
pros and cons with a candour which renders this historical document a paper 
of the highest diplomatic interest and value. The upshot of their deliberations 
is that ‘it is advisable to authorize the Government to cede the two Floridas.”’

The first, dated Mexico, 23rd Dec., 1821, is a manuscript letter signed by 
Don Joseph Mariano de Almansa, President of the Imperial Governing Council, 
in which he reports the events which took place in Veracruz in June, 1821. The 
Europeans, and particularly the naval section of the garrison there, irritated by 
the news of their colleagues’ disastrous engagement in the early part of the 
month, had insulted all the Mexicans, and a party of soldiers had even begged 
the Governor, Don José Davila, to allow them to shoot the writer and his associates 
who were then at Veracruz—but were not authorized to do so! He describes the 
arrival of Don Pedro Fernandez bearing despatches containing early news of the 
independence of New Galicia and the Declaration of the Mexican Empire; and 
how this news was received with joy by the Mexicans, and fear by their Spanish 
enemies. 

Fernandez, suspected of being the Mexican emissary, was shadowed by 
spies, so that the writer feared to communicate with him, and on his departure 
from Veracruz, he was openly attacked by a Magistrate, Don Manuel Garcia de 
la Lama, from whose hands the Governor (General José Davila) himself, aided 
by Guards, had to save him, personally escorting Fernandez as far as the city 
gates. 

The second document, dated Veracruz, Ist February, 1822 (bearing the 
municipal stamp with the ancient Imperial device ‘‘ Plus ultra’’) is signed by 
seventeen members of the Corporation, and formally acknowledges the public 
services rendered to the Imperial cause by Don Pedro Fernandez at Veracruz 
during the previous year.

Although the records deal with events up to the year 1825, the translations 
and notes appended refer principally to the Empire of Augustin [. 


The diary has been kept with considerable regularity for the three years 
which followed upon the waning of Spanish power in America. There is a complete 
absence of superfluous comment in this thick volume of most interesting matter, 
the writer confining his efforts to the narration of events in a curt and often grim 
manner. His bitterness against the Spanish converts to Mexican Republicanism 
is apparent in the last paragraph, in which he states: ‘‘ The author of this Diary 
. . . is ashamed and stupefied to observe the fate of the Spaniards, who have 
lost their possessions, fortune, employment, and, above all, their health and the 
pride which they formally had in calling themselves Spaniards.’’ 


The diary begins on 17th May, 1822, when there was a great tumult in the 
city. ‘‘The Generalisimo left suddenly after a scene with the Regentes Jaiiez 
and the Conde de Casa Era. To-day, the Generalisimo sent in his resignation to 
the Cortes, through the Minister for War, the Cortes replying that he should do 
so through the usual channels. In his resignation he states that he has personal 
enemies in the Congress and that the majority of the representatives 
are a lot of empty talkers.’’ 


The following day, the Cortes had a short public session, and a longer 
secret one, from which no information was allowed to emanate; the cause of the 
dissension between the Generalisimo and the Cortes, being the relative number 
of troops proposed by each, for different sections of the Army. 


““The son of the Governor Merino, who is supposed to be the author of 
the ‘four words to the Generalisimo,’ was challenged to a duel in the porch, but 
retired without replying, for the officer who challenged him had a large party of 
supporters by his side. ; 


“To-day the Generalisimo did not assist at the Regencia. Twenty car- 
riages left for the Peninsula conveying many well-known families. At ten o’clock 
to-night we heard a volley, followed by shouts of ‘ Viva Agustin I.—long live our 
Emperor.’ An enormous crowd gathered round the First Regiment, which was 
firing. There was a great commotion at the Theatre, which soon remained almost 
deserted. . . . News had spread round the town that the troops were fighting 
amongst themselves, some for the Republic, others in favour of Agustin I. 
Some soldiers suddenly called out: ‘ Long live the Emperor, Agustin I.,’ and 
the populace joined in. By eleven o’clock the town was seething with excitement, 
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Bervete (Miguel)—continued. 


and the houses of Alcarete, Conde de Santiago, Condesa de San Pedro and others 
r were suddenly illuminated. The deputies, Oduardo, Gaguaga, Tagle and Orbe- 
gosa, were in great peril, and hid—who knows where? 


_ . “Cavaleri kissed the Emperor’s hand, being told he was the first to have 
this honour; at midnight, instead of attending matins, the community of San 
Francisco went with their prelate to pay their respects to the Emperor. Then 
followed an _ infinite number of ecclesiastics, military and private citizens. The 
Empress fainted when the uproar commenced, ‘ the praclorntin having been 
prematurely announced by the over-enthusiastic First Regiment.’ 


“The people shouted all night long—a succession of exclamations: Long 
live the Emperor, Down with his. opponents. Down with the Congress. ,Down 
with the Gachupines [a name given in New Spain to Europeans]. Down with 
serfdom. Down with despotism.’’ 


The next day, a formal Proclamation was read. The Cortes assembled at 
six in the morning, and at midday the Emperor appeared there. ‘‘ The people 
removed the horses from his carriage and conducted him to the Congress. This 
4 body was insulted by the crowd, who threatened their lives. Finally the Em- 

peror returned at five in the afternoon, accompanied in the same manner as before, 

now recognised by the Congress. The shouting continued all night, and it was 

noticed that two Franciscan monks and other priests were amongst those who 

dragged the carriage along.’’ A daily chronicle is given of the incidents of the 

first days of this Empire, which seem to have been taken up with the’ reception 

of numerous official bodies and individuals, all anxious to ‘‘ kiss hands’”’ on the 

Emperor’s accession. Later, the business of ates a political voleano_is 

described in the same effective manner, with the bald chronicle of vital facts. The 

appearance of British ships at Veracruz is noted, as is, with laconic aloofness, 

the fact that ‘‘ every day fewer deputies attend re the new enthusiasm 

having given place to the old discontent against the administrator of the moment. 
! Financiai difficulties engaged the earnest attention of Agustin and his advisers, 
and in June a proposal was put forward by an Anglo-American for the loan of 
| 25 million pesos. The writer, however, is sceptical of the financier’s ability to 
ere produce the funds. The entry for 26th June records that sixteen ‘pages of honour 
have been appointed for the Emperor’s service! The temporary monarch, 
realizing no doubt that there might be an eruption at any time—which actually 
occurred a year later—snatched at Imperial honours while he could! In July 

the Minister of Finance is described as going from house to house, ila to raise 

money as the troops were without pay. Two days later, the streets are decorated 
for the coming Coronation, but a street riot causes the military to order the 
shops to be closed against the ugly crowd. The record for the 21st July borders 
on the Gilbertian. ‘‘ Their Imperial Majesties left their palace on foot in the 
morning,’ their errand being a trifling matter of a mere adjustment of crowns 
upon their heads! ‘‘ The Empress was flanked on either side by a Lieutenant- 
General . . . and behind her, her ladies in waiting. Her crown was carried 
in a basket by General Torres Valdivia . . . and behind him were all the 
Corporations, and the Emperor, in a Colonel’s uniform. The scene in the Church 
has been described by the newspapers. The Bishop of Puebla s sermon was short. 
He spoke against the Republicans . . . and /wrwe The people all seem to 
have been overjoyed at possessing an Emperor of their own, after Spain’s long 
term as oppressor; and the Imperial family then strolled about the streets. On 
the 23rd a reception was held at the palace “for all classes, and later their 
Majesties were present at the Theatre, where they received an ovation, a 
7 fter, however, the old insurgents began to make trouble. ouds 

began ba we sat only from distant Spain, but even amongst those who had 
cheered most lustily at the Coronation. Echoes of the word Republic reverberated

in Santander and Chihuagua. Conspiracies were discovered everywhere, with 
apparently no concerted object: some were intended against the Crown, others 
against the hated Europeans; the only point of similarity being the overmastering 
desire for revolution of some sort. ‘Troops were sent hither and thither, and as 
most of the soldiers were also politicians at heart, no chief could be certain of 
their faithful co-operation in this hotbed of political intrigue. The writer, recording 
the daily events in Congress, mentions the arrival of a Commissioner from the 
United States to enquire into the case of Mexico; and adds, ‘‘he will find a 
country which seems an example of injustices.’’ 


In November, War was declared against Spain, and an edict was published, 
by which all the property of Spanish subjects was confiscated, with the exception 
of their personal luggage, which they were allowed to take back with them to 
Spain; while many conspiracies on the part of Mexican citizens against the hated 
Spaniards whom they wished to murder in settlement of private scores, were 
suppressed just in time by the authorities. 


About this time the Empress gave birth to an heir, whose advent caused 
great rejoicing. The Empire was, however, already unsteady. Rumours were 
abroad that many officers disappeared nightly, and the Emperor had been con- 
sulting Navarrete as to whether General Negrete should be put in prison, as he 
(the Emperor) dreaded him. Even the footmen at the palace were being secretly 
recruited for the Army. It is recorded that the Empress, on entering her drawing- 
room one day, remarked to a captain of the household: ‘‘ How dirty those chairs 
are! Why are they not cleaned?’’ To which he replied significantly: *‘ Madam, 
because the footmen are very busy,’’ and discreetly retired: When the Emperor 
sent his family to Valladolid soon after, rumour whispered loudly: ‘‘ This new 
home is the fugitives’ palace.’? A disturbance at the palace was followed by an 
attempt to burn the Plaza de Toros. The Envoy from Peru was publicly received 
by the Emperor, but it was observed that the latter had a very cool reception when 
he attended the theatre in the evening. During the days that followed there was 
much talk—no longer in whispers—of a Republic ; and on the Ist February it is 
recorded briefly: ‘‘ They say the Emperor has left for Jalapa.’’ 


The next day the writer describes a dramatic ‘‘ hold up.’? The Marquesa de 
Uluapa, driving out m the afternoon with Falco, was suddenly stopped by four 
men armed with pistols. ‘‘ Falco asked, ‘ What can I do for you?’ and one of the 
men replied, ‘ Nothing—nothing: We do not find what we want here. We have 
made a mistake. Pass on.’ But as this carriage looks very much like Negrete’s, 
it makes one conjecture.’’ It was rumoured that the Emperor had been taken to 
Negrete, and for the next fortnight news came through that the Army of Echararri 
was advancing. Violent speeches denouncing the Spaniards were made by 
Congressmen, and some of the American citizens offered them (the Spaniards) 
hospitality. When the Emperor rode out he was greeted with shouts of ** Down 
with the Republicans,” and ‘‘ Down with Chararri.’? The Emperess remarked (with 
consummate tact!) to a Kuropean, ‘‘ What do you think of that scoundrel, Chararri? 
Tt is enough to know that he is a European, and consequently bad.’’? The writer 
states: ‘‘ A second proclamation has been issued by the Emperor, entreating unity. 
Ah, we know your game! . . . The Emperor has left for the campaign, accom- 
panied by Bustamante.’’? The following entry is of special interest, as it reveals 
the writer’s identity and the fact that this diary is written entirely in his own 
autograph. His attitude towards the Emperor and others is likewise made clear. 


_ . “On the 2ist February, 1823, the Minister Navarrete remarked that the 
intrigues of Baz, Bervete and others were being discovered—of course, Europeans, 
who are the alleged culprits in the case of Brigadier Sta, Ana. This nonsense was 
the outcome of the malice of that born detractor Villasenor, who, because he 
observed Campillo salute Bervete at Baz’s door, presumed that he (Bervete) knew 
of or would help the escape of Baz to Moran’s troops. Bervete hardly knows

Campillo, but this liberal and just interpretation on the part of the spy Villasefior, 
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brings happiness to this country which styles itself free—and this he solemnly 
assured Navarrete in the hope of getting rid of Bervete, whose great crime was 
not to have been born in America; for had this happened he would have been liked 
and considered distinguished in Spain,-and in America would have made common 
cause to murder—by all the means inspired by hatred—his parents, grandparents, 
brothers, and other relatives who had likewise had the misfortune not to have 
been born near the marshes of Anaguac, whose salubrious waters, they say, make 
the sons of the conquerors of those marshes humane, sweet, clever, generous, 
peaceful, and hospitable.’’ 


The sarcasm has a double edge, as, of course, the writer is Bervete himself! 
“‘ Poor Bervete, who has now fallen into the clutches of Villaseiior, who has ruined 
so many innocent families! And the other poor gentleman of the semi-anguished 
countenance, based on simplicity and candour. : 


** Well, if in the Moorish style, I am locked up without a hearing, I leave 
this genuine declaration written and signed under my hand on the twenty-fourth 
of February, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-three. (Signed) Miguel 
Bervete. P.S.—The object of this paper is that some charitable person should 
insert it in a periodical so that the nation may be informed that Bervete is not 
imprisoned in the Inquisition for any fault ot brutality or those marked in the 
catalogue of crimes. . . .’’ This paper has been sewn into the Diary, and the 
narrative of events continues. On the 15th March he says: ‘‘ These last twenty- 
two days have been one series of frights and stratagems instigated by the tyrant 
and his satellites to cut the throats of the Europeans, who have had to hide away 
from their houses, especially at night. The Empress told an American the other 
day that all this tumult was the work of the ‘ Gachupinos’ [Europeans], her 
husband was convinced of that, but that as soon as he had settled with the matter 
of Sta. Ana, he had promised her that he would do away with them all. The hypo- 
critical Minister Dominguez . . . has expressed himself thus, in the presence 
of eight persons: ‘ All that which has happened to lturbide 1s due to his havin 
trusted the Europeans; that Negrete is a rascal; that he was never a Liberal, an 
that if he went over to the Independent party 1t was only to revenge himself on 
Cruz . . . that he was a great despot ._. . and the same could be said 
of Chararri and the Gachupines, who wrote all the papers against the Emperor 
ne and others helped with money, in the rebel cause; and that while there 
was a Gachupin about, there would never be peace.’ The character of this mischief 
maker is well known, and his volubility and immorality are not to be wondered 
at. . ‘ 

“There was great excitement to-day (the 16th March) as His Majesty 
ordered an assembly of the Congress, which lasted until two in the morning.”’ The 
matter was a question of taking up arms immediately against ‘‘ the Liberating 
Army, which had over-stepped the line. 4s +7) The Congress suggested that he 
should await the Commissioners who had been sent to treat with Moran. Pipes: 
There’ was a great disturbance and firing as on every night, and it is ascertained 
that His Imperial Majesty indulges in drunken orgies daily, and it is feared that 
in one of these he will knife all the inhabitants of Mexico, to terminate his Empire 
in a bacchanalian spirit. He has indulged in another comical feat ; he went to 
the sanctuary of Guadalupe and mounted the pulpit, from where, in a loud clear 
voice he made a long deprecation to the Virgin, handing her his walking-stick, so 
that she should rule and care for the opulent Anahuac. The Church was full of 
Mexicans. who are his guards . . . and all wept copiously—from all of which 
there is no doubt that he is strengthening his position in Tacubaya.

resulted in shots, and it seems that some people went to Negrete’s house and 


smashed all the windows. . . . The Liberating Army is marching on, and the 
Despot is preparing hostile movements.’’ The next day, ‘‘ they say that to-night 
the Emperor leaves Tacubaya, but the destination is unknown.’’ Events were 


moving quickly, the throne was rocking on a sea of unrest. On the 19th it is 
recorded: ‘‘ The Emperor has presented three propositions: That he abdicates the 
Crown. That he should be given twelve or fifteen days in which to prepare his 
journey for a foreign country; and that the nation should recognize certain debts 
which he had contracted with private individuals when he was one; and he asks 
for passports for thirty people . . . this humility may be a ruse to gain time 
for the development of some intrigue amongst the many that he plans every day 
and which are daily discovered. . . . 


‘¢ The Emperor’s proposals are under consideration in Congress, as there was 
not the requisite number of Deputies present, and it is calculated that the Tyrant 
has made his proposition in bad faith with the object of gaining time. . . . The 
great Navarrete has been making big efforts on behalf of his lord and master to 
further his interests as above mentioned. He said that never never again should 
Bourbons be admitted—a Republic would be preferable to that. He blasphemed 
so much that even the deputies who favour a Republic were shocked. . . . At 
last (on the 23rd) the Tyrant has been granted a period of nine days in which to 
leave Mexico. . . .’? Congress having deliberated for the greater part of two 
days, Mexico once more saw a change oF Government. A few days elapse before 
the next reference is made to the central figure in this historical drama, and then, on 
the 4th April, his chronicler and bitter opponent refers to him as the ‘‘ Ex-Em- 
peror.’’ He says: ‘‘ The Ex-Emperor arrived in (?) Tulanzingo, and Congress has 
proposed that he should go to Italy with a pension of twenty-five thousand pesos 
per annum. c 


‘““The seven edicts on the change of Government have been proclaimed with 
much pomp. There was some disorder in Tulancingo on the arrival of the Despot, 
and the brave General received twenty anonymous letters from Mexico to the effect 
that he should bear in mind that all this was the work of Spaniards who desired 
to regain their dominion, with all the rest that they usually say about the Bourbons 


and Gachupines. . . . The Treaties of Cordoba and Plan de Iguala (convention) 
have been annulled in all except the three guarantees. . . . We are assured 
that Santa Ana is in Potosi and is travelling hither. . . . The Guatemala 


Deputies are endeavouring to separate from this Government, as they were only 
authorized to formulate laws under the Plan de Iguala and the Treaty of Cordoba. 
ee. The monks are seditiously influencing the troops incessantly, in the hope 
of destroying the new régime. Some are off to Veracruz.’? He describes the 
miserable condition in which the country remained after the numerous devastating 
campaigns, and sums up the condition briefly: ‘‘ All poverty and papers.”’ 


This absorbing manuscript passes on to the narration of events after the 
stormy Iturbide régime, when further storms resulted from the maze of intrigues 
which the writer exposes. The turbulent history of Mexico—or, rather, this most 
turbulent period of it—is written from the view point of one of the personalities 
who, himself, played an important part in it; although throughout this long 
narration, the writer confines his records principally to statements of fact and 
seldom gives expression to his prejudices.

He explains how he was administering the Customs House Department in 
Puebla when the cry for Independence was raised at Iguala. He raised a cavalry 
unit, and himself assisted with money, supplies, and personal military service. 
The town capitulated on 28th July, 1821, and he renounced his official post, with 
the intention of returning to his native country. He left his wife and young 
children and proceeded for Mexico, where he hoped to arrange his affairs and 
leave the hated country; but ‘‘ I was obliged to drink deeper of the cup of bitter- 
mess.’? He was offered the post_of principal official in the Department of Justice 
and Ecclesiastical Affairs, which greatly astonished him, and which he at first 
refused, but was prevailed upon to accept, being under the impression that the 
Spanish Government had approved of the Independence, although he had not 
taken the oath of Independence. Later, he discovered that the Spanish Govern- 
ment had not sanctioned the Mexican Independence, and he thus found himself in 
the service of a rebel Government. ‘‘I speak, Sire, as to a loving father, and as 
an erring son I present myself before your Majesty to ask for pardon, or to declare 
my innocence, or my error in understanding.

This rare little book gives the text of the Treaty of Washington dated 
22nd February, 1819, by which the Floridas were ceded to the United States. 
There is also the full text of King Ferdinand’s special Decree, confirming the 
annulment of the’ previous grant of private lands to the Duke of Alagon, Conde 
de Pufionrostro, and Don Pedro de Vargas, in Florida. This annulment led to a 
discussion on the rights of landowners who had been granted lands in perpetuity, 
and the legal and political question was raised as to whether a later Government 
had the right to cancel these concessions. The Duke of Alagon had passed some 
of his Florida property on to Mr. Richard 8. Hackley, which added further 
complications to an already complicated case. The case is fully discussed in the 
book ‘‘ Titles and Legal inions Thereon of Lands in East Florida belonging 
to Richard S. Hackley Esq.”, and the interesting opinions of American 
Judges are quoted. he principal point upon which the American lawyers 
were doubtful, seems to have been: whether the Spanish King was personally 
entitled to withdraw private lands in the event of a cession of public 
territory to a foreign power, the point upon which the legality of the article 
(article 8 in the Treaty) hinged. The King’s decree, however, leaves no doubt as 
to the interpretation of the clause: ‘‘ Having seen and examined the sixteen 
articles . . and wishing to avoid any doubt or ambiguity that article 8 of the 
said Treaty might offer, with regard to the date of the time limit for the validity 
of concessions of lands in Florida . . . I declare that the three concessions 
to the Duque de Alagon, Conde de Pufionrostro and Don Pedro de Vargas have 
been rendered, and remain, entirely annuled and invalid, and that neither these 
three individuals nor any to whom they have given titles or claims, shall enjoy the 
privileges of the said concessions at any time or in any manner.”’

This interesting dossier contains an historical résumé of the expedition 
which Isabel II. of Spain sent to Veracruz, in concert with Queen Victoria and 
Napoleon III., for the purpose of protecting their respective compatriots in Mexico 
during the turbulent period immediately preceding the Mexican War, when 
Juarez finally broke down the ecclesiastical power in that republic. 


Of the personalities concerned, whose autograph is included in the collection, 
perhaps the one who was destined to play the most important part in Spanish 
affairs was General Serrano, then the Governor of Cuba. : 

Francisco Serrano (Duque de la Torre) was born at Arjonilla in Andalusia, 
in 1810. He took an active part in the Spanish civil wars which followed upon

the death of Ferdinand VII., and on attaining the rank of General, was sent out 
to Cuba as Governor and Commander-in-Chief. , ‘ 

Six years after the adjustment of the Mexican engagement, with which 
these papers deal, he again played an important part in Spain during the revolu- 
tion of 1868, and after the flight of Queen Isabel, took supreme command of the 
Army, and became Prime Minister in the provisional government. He was pro- 
claimed Regent of Spain on the lst June, 1869, which position he held for two 
years, during an extremely difficult political period both.at home and abroad; 
when Amadeus of Savoy accepted the Crown of Spain in 1871. Serrano was a 
member of the various cabinets that were successively formed during this short 
régime; he commanded the Army which fought the Carlists; left his country on 
the restoration of the House of Bourbon, but, after a short sojourn in France, 
returned to Madrid and decided to acknowledge the monarchy under Alfonso XIT. 
He died in 1885. 

Another important personality who was associated with Serrano in both 
Mexican and Spanish history is General Prim, whose letters, included in this 
collection, are signed under his title of Conde de Reus. He was born at Reus in 
Catalonia in 1814, and was one of the most prominent ‘‘ progressives ’’ during the 
civil wars in Spain. He was in supreme command of the Spanish expedition 
against Mexico in 1861, and in one of his letters, highly praises General Manuel 
Gasset for his valuable services in connection with this expedition, when the 
latter was compelled by ill health to relinquish the command of the troops at 
Veracruz. 

He opposed the policy of Napoleon III., and the re-establishment of the 
Mexican Empire. He was closely associated with Serrano at the time of Queen 
Isabel's abdication and, like Serrano, was a member of the provisional government. 
Later, he assisted in the reinstatement of the Royal family in Spain, but was 
assassinated in mysterious circumstances in 1870. 

This collection of documents is thoroughly comprehensive, as regards the two 
years’ history with which it deals, full transcripts of the original text of these im- 
portant papers being given when the originals are not actually included.

The battle of Chancellorsville resulted in the withdrawal of the Northern 
forces from their position on the River Rappahannock whence they had advanced 
with the plan of moving on Richmond, the Southern capital. Had it not been for 
the skilfu! manner in which General W. S. Hancock handled his troops, the Federal 
retreat might have proved a complete rout. 

This account of the battle is vividly written. Sergeant Charsley tells how 
on the evening of April 27th orders were received to be ready to march at sunrise. 

- April 28th was a glorious. day, and the Federal forces advanced five miles to the

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Charsley (Sergeant William)—continued. 


right of Falmouth. United States Ford was chosen as the point at which to cross 
the River Rappahannock. Only the ammunition train was allowed to follow the 
Army across the river. On arrival at the ford it was found that it had been 
abandoned by the enemy. ‘‘ As we arrived on the other side a short halt was 
ordered; when by Divisions we again moved forward the bands playing ‘‘ Way 
down South in Dixie,’’ ‘‘ Yankee Doodle’? and other airs. . . . The order ther 
comes ‘‘ Lead, as will, Load ’’, & onward we move slowly & cautiously, not knowing 
at what minute we may be ordered into line to face the enemy. Through a piece of 
Woods about 5 miles, at a place called Chancellorsville, is where we took up our 
position—a small open i ee only dividing cur lines from the enemy’s, he having his 
tines in a piece of woods about 800 yards from us.’? During Friday & Saturday 
morning firing went only between pickets, while the Federals prepared their posi- 
tions for the expected battle. Most of the picketing and skirmishing was entrusted 
to Gen. Hancocks Division. The battle commenced about 2 o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon. ‘‘ Their fire on us was terrific, still they got from us, no doubt, more 
than they bargained for. Our lines of batteries throwing Grape, Canister, and 
Shell, could be seen mowing them down almost by acres, still they were not daunted. 
ey Our centre and left never wavered, but our right, the 11th Corps, broke 
and gave way . . . to rally them was impossible, & by the greatest exertions a 
general stampede was prevented. . . . Running headlong through the woods 
could be seen whole regiments, and ‘ Skedadlers’ by the thousand . . . nearly 
causing the most fatal effects to the whole army . . . but we still held ow 
ground, with the exception of that lost by the 11th Corps.’’ The battle recommenced 
about 5 o’clock on Sunday morning, and the Confederates attacked the right en 
masse ‘‘ and although we had to fall back a little, still our lines were firm & neve1 
wavered.’’ The attack then moved to the left-centre, where it was repulsed. At 
this point was a large red brick house used by Gen. Hooker as his headquarters & 
then as a hospital. This caught fire. After much difficulty the Federal wounded 
were brought out, but many of the Confederates evidently lost their lives. On 
Monday things were fairly quiet, and on Tuesday orders were given to recross the 
river ‘‘& it was plainly to be seen that a general retreat was to take place,”’ 
tates and by Wednesday afternoon the whole army had succeeded in crossing. 
The reason for this retreat is known to but few, but no doubt the panic of the 11th 
coe and the falling back of Gen. Sedgwick from Fredericksburgh had much to de 
with it, 

‘Throughout the whole engagement our Generals behaved with the utmost 
coolness and bravery. Gen. Hooker could at all times be seen along the front lines 
superintending the movements in person. . . . Our total loss cannot be large. 
We lost a good many as prisoners and also took many. . . . The Army of the 
Potomac is still in its old position opposite Fredericksburg, and no doubt, ere long 
will move against the enemy once more.

Juan de la Cruz Ignacio Moreno y Maisonave was born in Guatemala or 
24th November, 1817, and died in Madrid on 24th August, 1884.

At the time of the Jesuit 
expulsion in New Spain, he embarked on the frigate ‘‘ Buen Suceso’’ with forty- 
eight other Jesuits, at Veracruz. The date seems to be doubtful, the writer of the 
preface giving two quotations from different records. The Jesuit Catalogue states 


that he left Veracruz on 29th November, 1767, and died at Puerto Santa Maria on 
2nd July, 1768, at the age of 68. 


The History of Nayarit contains some extraordinarily interesting references 
to the early Californian Missions, and especially to Father Eusebio Kino’s activities 
there. Book 11 in particular gives practically a full relation of Kino’s experiences 
amongst the Pimerian converts, ae his several arduous journeys to California in 
the interests of the Catholic Faith and geographical science.

The new impulse came first from 
England, and soon afterwards almost exclusively from the Netherlands.
